QUEST FOR LIFE 


hy do divers travel long distances 
from their homes? | suppose there 
are many theories and advantages. 

Perhaps it is the thought of a sun 
drenched tropical island that comes to 
mind while a landlocked diver is slogging 
through knee deep snow on a winter 
morning. Maybe it is the sensual pleasure 
of swimming weightless and unencum- 
bered in 82°F warm water. It might be the 
exhilaration of being able to see more 
than 100 feet in any direction while float- 
ing in crystal clear water. 

Yet the biggest attraction for dive travel 
is that special opportunity for a marine life 
encounter. Local marine life may be 
either shrinking in numbers or non-exis- 


tent: You'll find no manta rays in an Ohio 
quarry. Lobsters and fish life along our 
seacoasts are diminishing owing to pollu- 
tion, overfishing (both commercial and 
sport) and soil erosion. 

Compare this situation to the undersea 
wonders of tropical diving. For instance: 
Divemasters in the Florida Keys conduct 
daily handfeeding demonstrations with 
tame green morays and a pet barracuda. 

On Grand Cayman's North Wall, divers 
swim among 100 large silvery tarpon in 
a coral canyon called Tarpon Alley. Not 
far from this site divemasters handfeed 
giant southern stingrays that have ‘be- 
come pets. 

On Australia’s Great Barrier Reef, div- 
ers have an opportunity to handfeed 15 
giant groupers (called potato cod), each 
weighing more than 100 pounds. 

In Bonaire, one divemaster handfeeds 
up to five moray eels at the same time. In 
Mexico's Sea of Cortez, visiting divers of- 
ten swim with manta rays, whale sharks 
and schooling hammerheads. 

Each of these marine life encounters is 
a thrill beyond description and seems to

gions of the world. More than 700,000 
divers are traveling to Florida, the Carib- 
bean, the Pacific and other oceans of the 
world in search of undersea adventures. 

As a result, dive travel and tourism 
have become big business. How big? 
During a recent address to dive store 
owners attending Scuba Bowl, the Cay- 
man Islands Minister of Tourism reported 
53,200 divers had visited the Caymans in 
1985. Since it is estimated the average 
diver spends $1,000 (for air fare, room, 
food, drinks, diving, shopping), this 
amounts to a $53.2 million contribution to 
the island’s economy. 

The Caymans are not the only destina- 
tion enjoying this boom. Dive resorts are 
springing up on just about every tropical 
island in the Caribbean and Pacific. The 
number of live-aboard dive boats is in- 
creasing 35 percent per year. 

An interesting offshoot to this U/W 
tourism wave is the creation of marine 
parks. Dive resort operators quickly real- 
ized the importance of their island’s coral 
reefs and marine life. These are the main 
reasons for their booming economy. 

Dive operators and hotel owners have, 
in turn, convinced government officials to 
establish U/W parks and to protect their 
precious natural resources. During the 
past 10 years there has been a race for 
islands to establish marine parks. 

This trend has become extremely ben- 
eficial to both nature and man. Large un-

dersea reef areas have been declared 
parks. On some islands, these parks 
have been further subdivided into specif- 
ic zones for recreational use, replenish-

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ment or as wildlife sanctuaries. 

Spearfishing or the taking of corals is 
prohibited. There is also a ban on such 
commercial activities as gill netting, tropi- 
cal fish collecting, fish poisoning or fish 
dynamiting. As a result, marine life in- 
creases significantly, often within a year 
or so. The change is remarkable. 

A recent SKIN DIVER study has re- 
vealed an interesting correlation between 
marine parks and dive tourism. Today’s 
most popular and prosperous dive travel 
destinations have established marine 
parks. The Bahamas, Bonaire, BVI, Cay- 
mans, Cozumel, Hawaii, Australia, Truk 
Lagoon and others have marine parks 
that protect the reefs, fish life and historic 
shipwrecks. 

On the other hand, islands such as Hai- 
ti and Jamaica continue to suffer from ov- 
erfishing and have never attained signifi- 
cant success as dive resort destinations. 
The message is clear. Divers want to go 
where the fish and reef life are abundant 
and beautiful. 

It is ironic that sport divers have been 
able to accomplish something marine sci- 
entists and environmentalists have been 
unable to do for half a century. The pros- 
pect of a burgeoning industry for under- 
water tourism has posed a persuasive ar- 
gument for environmental protection. 
Those fish are worth a lot more money 
alive than dead. Let’s keep it that

Out of Air Ascents 


1. B. Emergency swimming ascent. 
A free ascent is a submarine escape 
procedure with lungs at maximum vol- 
ume. All out of air ascents are emer- 
gency ascents. Buoyant ascents are an 
emergency option, but lack control and 
are hazardous to practice. 


2. A, D, B, C. There are independent 
and dependent options. The best inde- 
pendent option in shallow water is an 
emergency swimming ascent (ESA). 
From deep water, a buoyant emergen- 
cy ascent (BEA) is required. The best 
dependent option is an alternate air 
source. The least desirable option is 
buddy breathing with one regulator. 


3. A. An emergency swimming 
ascent. By the time you reach your 
buddy and obtain air, you could be at 
the surface. From shallow depths, your 
best action is to simply swim to the 
surface while controlling expanding air 
in your lungs. 


4. B, C, D, A. An ESA is possible, but 
questionable. Buoyancy for the ascent 
is in order if it must be performed inde- 
pendently.

6. D. Exhaling normally with 
attempted inhalations. Air trapping 
can result with continuous exhalations, 
even though lung volume is low!

“Blow and 
go” has been proven to be dangerous 
as well. Exhaling with periodic attempts 
to inhale is the safest procedure. 


7. C. About half full. Low lung vol- 
ume coupled with continuous exhala- 
tion can cause collapsed airways and 
result in a lung overexpansion injury. 
Low lung volume is also a stimulus to 
breathe. The lungs should be neither 
full nor empty.

The closer to the surface, the 
greater the rate of pressure change. 
For example, volume doubles from 33 
feet to the surface, but it takes 66 feet 
of ascent to double a volume of air 
from a depth of 99 feet. Be especially 
aware of lung volume when nearing the 
surface. 





9. C. Vary with the circumstances. 
Divers typically exceed 60 feet per min- 
ute during normal ascents, so they al- 
most certainly will during an emergen- 
cy! Ascending as rapidly as possible is 
incorrect. Doubling speed through wa- 
ter requires four times as much energy 
and can also result in the bends. The 
best approach is to hurry, but consider 
effort and the possibility of bends. 


10. A. Increase frontal surface area. 
The fastest and most effective means 
to slow a buoyant ascent is to arch the 
back and spread the arms and legs. 
This is termed ‘flaring’ and it is ex- 
tremely effective owing to the drag cre- 
ated. 


11. D. Any of the above occur. Be- 
lieve it or not, hypoxia will result if you 
swim upward too rapidly (see answer 
9). A low oxygen situation also results 
if a diver is negatively buoyant and 
must ascend from a depth of 50 feet 
or more. Pacing activity on the bottom 
is necessary so you will be able to deal 
with an out of air situation. 


12. A. A back-up scuba system. 
There is no question this is the best 
option, but few divers use it regularly. 
Problems include expense to obtain 
and maintain, extra bulk and weight. 


13. D. Procedures agreed upon 
before a dive. There are many options 
and divers are equipped differently. 
The best procedures for an out of air 
situation are those agreed upon by you 
and your buddy before each dive. An 
agreement will be of little value, how- 
ever, if you don’t have the skills. 


14. C. Have to be developed. Ac- 
cording to discussions from the Under- 
sea Medical Society workshop on 
emergency ascents and my research 
on the subject, a compact rebreathing 
device with an independent air supply 
would be the ideal solution. No such 
device is available on the U.S. market. 


15. A. Maintain proficiency in 
ascent skills. A single option puts all 
your eggs in one basket and is not 
advised. You need to learn more than 
one method, but it is very important to 
keep proficient in emergency skills. Re- 
fresher training is excellent. 


Don't feel badly or get upset if you missed quite a few of the questions. 
It is quite likely that information in this quiz contradicts what you were 
taught when you learned to dive. Procedures change as more is discov- 
ered about physiology and as equipment is developed. You need to 
keep up to date and we commend you for caring about safety by taking 
this quiz. | hope the information shared makes you a safer diver. Knowl- 
edge must be coupled with skills for safety, however, so continue and 
renew your training in diving.

Now these hues 
are available in dive equipment, too.

Although colorful dive gear was 
originally designed to appeal to the 
growing number of women divers, 
men liked it, too.

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here have been a number of recent 

news items involving deepsea search 
and recovery; including the recovery of 
the Challenger wreckage off the Florida 
coast and the discovery of the Titanic in 
the North Atlantic. Both operations de- 
pended heavily on seafloor searching by 
submersibles. This month | will describe 
some of the principles of operation of 
these vehicles and of the stationary sub- 
mersible habitats that are used for deep 
operations requiring prolonged exposure 
to excessive depths. 


HABITATS 
There are several types of diving habi- 
tats. These are usually multichambered 
cylindrical structures that may contain all 











Divers in past centuries made a kind of 
habitat from an open bell, which was sub- 
merged to trap a quantity of air for men 
working on the seafloor. One of the first 
open diving bells was designed by Sir 
Edmund Halley—of comet fame—in 1716. 
The atmosphere in the bell was com- 
pressed air. Pressure in the bell was 
maintained at ambient by the open bot- 
tom in contact with the sea. Divers, fortu- 
nately, did not spend long times in the 
bell, otherwise they would have devel- 
oped decompression sickness. 

There was no means of scrubbing car- 
bon dioxide from the air in the bell, a 
common problem in closed environ- 
ments, but Halley’s bell did have a valve 
at the top to expel “‘hot air.’’ Fresh air

the amenities needed to live for several 
weeks to several months on the seafloor. 
The atmosphere in the habitat is usually 
held at ambient pressure and the breath- 
ing gas may be either air, a special nitro- 
gen-oxygen mixture or, when the habitat 
is placed at depths exceeding about 150 
feet, a helium-oxygen mixture. 


was delivered to the bell from barrels that 
were lowered alongside. Actually, this is 
not a good system for venting carbon di- 
oxide because that gas is heavier than 
air. In spite of its limitations, the Halley 
bell was the precursor of the submersible 
habitats we use today for deep, pro- 
longed diving operations.

rking in the Sea by J.W 
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Several well reported experimental 
studies have been carried out to deter- 
mine whether adverse effects occurred in 
habitat divers. This was done to deter- 
mine the proper decompression sched- 
ules for these long saturation dives and to 
develop other applications of seafloor 
technology. Such famous projects as 
Sealab by the U.S. Navy, Conshelf by 
Captain Jacques Cousteau, Man in the 
Sea by Edwin Link, Tektite, Helgoland 
and others all provided the basis for un- 
derstanding the effects of these pro- 
longed exposures to pressure and depth. 

Presently, commercial diving compa- 
nies use a variation on the habitat theme 
by having divers working on the seafloor 
as deep as 1,200 feet. These divers live 
in a pressurized habitat, but it is on the 
support ship rather than on the seafloor. 
The aquanauts are delivered to the work 
site underwater by a closed, pressurized 
bell that mates with their habitat on the 
ship. Such systems are used commonly 
in oll recovery from the sea. 

One person who contributed greatly to 
the concept and development of the 
pressurized habitat is Captain George 
Bond, a diving medical officer in the U.S. 
Navy. Bond, who died in 1983, is Known 
as the father of saturation diving. A muse- 
um in Panama City, Florida is devoted to 
the development of saturation diving and 
honors him for his contributions. 

The use of seafloor and shipboard hab- 
itats for things other than oil recovery and 
submarine rescue is now being explored. 
One of the most interesting possibilities is 
the idea of having a seafloor farm that 
grows marine plants and animals, tended 
by farmers who live in submerged habi- 
tats. This concept is for future develop- 
ment and will certainly materialize if our 
land food production cannot keep up with 
population demands. 

In the most recent seafloor searches, 
no habitat diving was done. Rather, sub- 
marines or submersible vehicles of vari- 
ous types were used. These differ from 
habitats in several respects. 


SUBMARINES AND 
SUBMERSIBLES 

Submarines always instill in me a 
sense of mystery because of their exten- 
sive military use. Many movies have de- 
picted an exciting, mysterious environ- 
ment in combat submarines and the TV 
series Voyage to the Bottom of the Sea 
depicted the peaceful use of a high-tech 
submarine. The first description of a mod- 
ern day submarine was presented by 
Jules Verne in 20,000 Leagues Under the 
Sea. When Verne wrote this story, there 
were no submarines, as we know them 
today, and no mysterious power that re- 
quired refueling at long intervals. The 
modern nuclear powered submarine can 
cruise the seas for months without ever 
breaking the surface. This characteristic 
allowed the U.S. Navv submarine Nauti-

Wreck of The SS Yongala

he Yongala is considered the most 

outstanding wreck dive in Australia 
and perhaps the best in all of the South 
Pacific. The concentration of fish life 
above and around this sunken vessel is 
incredible. The ocean around the wreck 
is often layered with schools of different 
fish species, including barracuda, jacks, 
cobia and rays. Scattered among the uni- 
form schools are sea turtles, potato cod, 
sea snakes and giant Queensland group- 
er (jewfish). The wreck is like a giant 
aquarium without walls. 

The SS Yongala was once a 350 foot 
cargo/passenger steamship that sailed 
along the coast of Australia in the early 
1900s. At the time of her sinking, the ship 
was Carrying timber, bricks, tires and bot- 
tled goods as well as 120 passengers. 
On March 24, 1911 the ill-fated vessel 
vanished during a cyclone. The only trace 
ever found was a race horse named 
Moonshine that washed up on an Austra- 
lian beach days after the ship vanished. 
The question of how or why the Yongala 
sank has never been satisfactorily an- 
swered. For years she was known as the 
‘Ghost Ship of the Queensland Coast.” 
For almost 35 years the location of the 
Yongala remained hidden, until discov- 
ered by a minesweeper in 1945 while it 
was Clearing the coastal shipping lanes. 

Today, the location of the Yongala is 
known only to a handful of dive boat skip- 
pers and she is still a difficult wreck to

find. She lies some 50 miles southeast of 
Townsville, approximately 11 miles off- 
shore. This difficult access has helped 
preserve both the wreck and the teeming 
fish life that surrounds it. In 1981 the Yon- 
gala was declared an Historic Wreck by 
the Australian government. A brass name 
plate declaring the shipwreck’s protec- 
tion was placed on the Yongala by Ron 
and Valerie Taylor while they were filming 
a documentary in 1982. 

Today, the Yongala rests at a 45 de- 
gree angle on its starboard side in 80 feet 
of water. The hull is totally intact although 
the ship’s rigging is broken away. At cer- 
tain times of the year the water around 
the Yongala can be crystal clear, with 
150 foot visibility. At other times, visibility 
can drop to 50 feet and surface condi- 
tions can be rough. Although the ship lies 
inside the Great Barrier Reef, there are 
many miles of open ocean surrounding it. 

Upon approaching the Yongala, dive 
boat skippers and passengers frequently 
see turtles and sea snakes swimming on 
the surface. These are clues to her loca- 
tion. Beneath the surface, at 20 to 30 feet, 
there is often a school of about 100 Pacif- 
ic barracuda that slowly circles above the 
wreck. Below the barracuda is a large 
school of stately batfish that swims just 
above the wreck like a group of soldiers 
on parade. The wreck itself is covered 
with a heavy growth of soft corals, sea- 
fans, hard corals and other marine

growth. There are small groups of jacks, 
potato cod, barramundi, flowery cod, cor- 
al trout and other medium sized fish in 
just about every crevice and overhang. 

Cruising around the outside of the ship 
are a dozen or more giant yellowtail jacks 
that must weigh 60 to 80 pounds each. 
Still another unusual sight is a school of 
30 or more cobia that cruises around the 
wreck. These fascinating fish are approx- 
imately four feet long and look something 
like a Shark from afar. The biggest fish on 
the wreck are the Queensland groupers. 
There are six of these great fish. The two 
largest are estimated to weigh more than 
500 pounds and measure seven feet in 
length. One of the most extraordinary en- 
counters on the Yongala was a sawfish, 
photographed by Carl Roessler in No- 
vember 1985. A dive on the Yongala is 
an experience that cannot be duplicated 
anywhere else in the world. 

The Yongala wreck is regularly visited 
by Australia’s top live-aboard dive boats 
such as the Coralita, Reef Explorer, Su- 
per Sport and Water Sport.

f you’ve ever dived Cayman, Cozumel 

or Florida’s lower east coast or Keys, 
chances are you have seen or dived from 
a Delta boat. Specifically designed for 
charter dive and workboat applications, 
Delta’s 36 and 46 foot models are two of 
the most popular designs used by Carib- 
bean and Florida operators. Known for its 
smooth ride and economical operation, 
the Delta 28 model is a recent addition to 
the fleet. 

Built at Cape Canaveral, Florida near 
the Kennedy Space Center, the 28 is de- 
signed to be used both as a commercial 
and privately owned dive boat. Fully 
Coast Guard certified, the boat is ap- 
proved for more passengers than any 
other in its size range. Used as a private 
boat, it has more than enough room to 
keep a group of four to eight divers com- 
fortable and happy. 

With an overall length of 28'1.5”, its 32 
degree, forward deadrise, modified V- 
hull design sweeps back to a relatively 
flat 12 degrees aft. The design makes it 
a very seaworthy craft. The V-hull lets the 
Delta cut the waves while the flatness aft 
makes it stable at anchor. If you don't tol- 
erate rock and roll seas well, you'll quick- 
ly appreciate the boat's stability. 

Because it draws only 30 inches, the 
Delta 28 is also capable of working on 
relatively shallow reefs. At 9’6”, the boat 
is very beamy for a 28 footer. This width, 
combined with the hull design, adds to 
the boat’s stable ride and comfort. 

The boat is available in two basic mod- 
els with the same hull. Either can be fin- 
ished to your exact specifications. The 
hulls are hand-laid fiberglass and Delta is 
confident you'll never have problems with 
them. As a result, the boat carries a life- 
time hull warranty to the original owner. 

The 28 Convertible has a relatively 
large step-down cabin and is CG certified 
for 12 passengers and a crew of two. The 
Inboard Open (shown in our photos) has 
less cabin space but is certified for three 
additional passengers. 

The Convertible comes with a stand-up 
head (marine toilet) on the starboard side 
of the cabin. Inside is a cabinet, teak tis- 
sue holder and vanity with sink. Drawers 
are provided on the port side as well. Of 
the two, this boat is more appropriate for 
private ownership. 

With a small forward cabin for storage 
of safety equipment, the Inboard Open’s 
cockpit is a full 19 feet long. With enough 
room inside the cabin for it to be used as 
a stand-up changing area, the boat can 
also be equipped with a head (non-stand- 
ard). It is the more likely candidate for 
commercial dive operators. 

Both boats come equipped with seat- 
ing and tank racks for their certified num- 
ber of passengers. A heavy duty teak 
dive platform, with ladder, is included. 

With 150 gallons of fuel onboard, the 
running time for its inboard diesel engine 
is substantial.

who lives and works in Jupiter, Flori- 
da, asks how the Pride of Baltimore sank. 
The 137 foot handcrafted wooden 
schooner that served as the city’s good- 
will ambassador sank eight months ago 
while 240 miles north of Puerto Rico. The 
captain and three crew members died, 
while eight survivors—who drifted in a raft 
at least 150 miles in five days—were res- 
cued by a Norwegian tanker. For nine 
years the vessel had weathered storms 
off Cape Hatteras and the coast of Calli- 
fornia, but the clipper couldn't survive a 
freak blast of wind that rolled it over. 

An investigation revealed the Pride was 
struck and sunk by a microburst, a sharp 
downdraft that hits the surface of water 
and fans out at speeds as high as 200 
miles per hour. Some mariners call them 
line squalls. The phenomenon occurs so 
suddenly and in such a small area that no 
one could have warned the ship’s crew. 
A photograph from a weather satellite re- 
vealed evidence of an unusual burst of 
wind in the area where the Pride sank. 

A magnificent replica of an 1812 
Baltimore schooner, the Pride’s authen- 
ticity made her vulnerable. Her three can- 
vas covered hatches, including the main 
hatch that was amidship, were secured 
but not watertight. When she rolled on her 
port side, torrents of water poured 
through the hatch covers and the ship 
sank in a few minutes. Although the Pride 
had a keel, it was just a shallow. back- 
bone that ran the length of the ship at the 
bottom of the hull. Modern sailing vessels 
have a heavy fin that extends below the 
hull and helps keep them upright under 
most sailing conditions. 

Harry Cooper, head of Sharkhunters, 
an organization dedicated to locating and 
preserving history and artifacts of World 
War |I| German U-boats, is enthused 
about his first annual convention. The 
gathering will be held February 1-5 at 
Howard Johnson's Motor Lodge, Key 
Largo, Florida.

Michael Barr, Memphis, Tennessee 
shares some interesting research on the 
twin sidewheel steamship, Sultana. Mich- 
ael writes: “The 260 foot long, 42 foot 
wide steamer left Memphis April 27, 1865 
and was seven miles upstream on the 
Mississippi when its boilers exploded. 
She was extremely overloaded and it is 
estimated more than 1,000 lives were 
lost. The ship burned to the water level 
and sank on a bar near Mound City, Ar- 
kansas. Today, waters have shifted and 
the site of the Su/tana is three miles west 
of the river under land owned by AP. 
Dracos in 1955.’’ Michael would like to

For years, Ontario divers have been 
driving long distances to explore the 
wrecks of Tobermory, but according to

diving instructor Bill Knudson, there are 
good wrecks just outside Toronto Harbor. 
Now that the wrecks are protected by Ca- 
nadian maritime law, Knudson and others 
are revealing some of their secret sites. 
Don Maclntyre and Harold Riley first dis- 
covered the S/ligo in 60 feet on the bot- 
tom of Humber Bay. A square rigger car- 
rying 500 tons of limestone, it sank in 
1918. Steve Richardson, captain of the 
tugboat Tracy M, found another ship on 
the bottom of Humber Bay—a 120 foot 
long unidentified schooner. Another 
wreck, the Lyman M. Davis, is an interest- 
ing ship that sank in 1934 during Toron- 
to's 100th birthday celebration. Rockets 
and assorted fireworks soared from her 
decks, which caught fire, ignited kero- 
sene and blew away part of the stern. 





More than 100,000 people watched the 
Lyman M. Davis, a 61 year old vessel, 
sink to her 125 foot grave.

York City Police Department Scuba 
Squad. Called out for a variety of under- 
water emergencies and investigations in 
New York and its suburbs, the dive team 
has searched for sunken cars, trucks, 
guns, bodies and drugs. Robert has 
dived New York Harbor and is curious 
about possible shipwrecks there.

Scientists are exploring Lake Superior 
and Lake Huron to learn more about the 
bottoms of the world’s largest bodies of 
fresh water. Although the lakes supply 
drinking water for 26 million people, very 
little is Known about their bottoms. Using 
the Johnson Sea Link Ii, a $1.5 million 
submersible with a clear bubble bow, 
four scientists can observe and record 
data to depths of one-half mile. The bat- 
tery powered sub is equipped with cam- 
eras, lights and a mechanical arm that 
can lift up to 100 pounds. It also retrieves 
samples using a vacuum that sucks ma- 
terials off the beds of the lakes for further

When it’s 15°F below zero and people 
are shivering in Minneapolis, Chicago or 
New York, they’ll be out scuba diving in 
sunny Florida. Not just in the Keys, but 
from Destin and Panama City up on the 
Emerald Coast down to reefs and ship- 
wrecks of Palm Beach, Fort Lauderdale 
and Miami, you’ll find an enormous varie- 
ty of sites and types of diving. From its 
three oceans (counting Mickey’s), to the 
unbelievably clear, 72°F year-round wa- 
ters of its freshwater springs, Florida has 
something to excite everyone. 

If you don’t dive, come along anyway. 
You just can’t help having fun. With the 
world’s greatest variety of theme parks 
and shows, Florida will keep you happy. 
It is the one place where it is difficult not 
to find something to see and do while 
your friends are out underwater exploring 
a reef or wreck. So let’s get going. 
There’s a lot to see! 


EMERALD COAST 

Just inside the state’s northern border, 
all along the Gulf of Mexico, is one of 
Florida’s most unexpected dive destina- 
tions. Each year thousands of divers 
drive along |-10, heading for the southern 
part of the state. Many never know they 
could start their diving vacation early by 
just getting off the interstate. 

The coastline between Destin and Pan- 
ama City Beach is one of the most exotic 
in Florida. The sand is so fine it appears 
to have been ground to powder and 
bleached. As white as any you will find 
anywhere in the world, the beaches are 
backed by rolling dunes overgrown by 
sea oats that wave in the breeze. 

Primarily a summertime vacation area, 
it takes on the appearance of a carnival 
complete with the rides. Roller coasters 
jerk and zip you up, down and around, 
and tilt-a-whirls spin you until you are diz- 
zy. At Fort Walton Beach and Panama 
City Beach you can watch the dolphins, 
sea lions and parrots perform at the Gul- 
farium or Gulf World. Or, if you just want 
to be lazy, spend your entire day sitting 
beneath a bright blue beach umbrella. 

The waters of the Emerald Coast have 
an unusual quality from which they draw 
their name. Although sometimes quite 
transparent, there is almost always a 
tinge of green instead of the expected 
blue. The gulf is alive with plankton and 
nutrients that give the water its color. It is 
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also alive with the same tropical fish you 
have seen in the Caribbean. 

With plenty of food, the coast’s rock 
reefs have large schools of barracuda 
and amberjack. Baitfish, looking like sil- 
very cigars, swirl above the sponge cov- 
ered natural and artificial sites. The old 
limestone breaks are filled with crevices 
and holes where crustaceans hide. At 
first colorless in the reduced light caused 
by the thick plankton, they jump with col- 





or when light hits them. 

An ideal habitat for fish and inverte- 
brates, the Emerald Coast reefs are also 
perfect homes for the spiny lobster. Of all 
the places in the state, they seem best 
suited for lobster to reach their maximum 
size. Since there is no commercial lob- 
stering, bugs frequently grow as large as 
ten pounds or more. 

For spearfishing there is no better 
place in the state. The commercial dive

operators often encourage divers to bring 
a polespear or a gun. A large, level shelf 
that descends so gradually it is dived 
more than 20 miles from shore, the scat- 
tered rock reefs provide an enormous 
amount of cover for game fish. Grouper, 
50 pound amberjack and others are 
taken on almost every dive. The area is 
so huge divers will never have any mea- 
surable impact on the total population.

Walton Beach and Destin, the natural 
reefs come reasonably close to shore. 
Some are simply patches of limestone on 
a sandy bottom, others are large and 
have ledges that rise from the bottom to 
hang out over the sand. Local operators 
have charted hundreds of sites, but on al- 
most every trip they note the locations of 
others that have yet to be dived. 

Most of the sites are 80 to 100 feet 
deep. As a result, it is imperative you 


keep close track of your time and depth. 
Others are shallower, but tend to have 
lower visibilities and fewer life forms. 
Timberholes, one of the best and 
most remote sites, is shaped like an un- 
derwater amphitheater with tiers rising as 
much as 15 feet from the bottom. Just be- 
low the surface it is guarded by an army 
of barracuda. Below them, schools of 
Spadefish parade across the tiers.

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encircle the spring, which contains two 
cavern openings. .sloping to a vertical 
limestone drop, the first is found at 30 
feet and the other near 50. The large 
spring constantly releases a purified sup- 
ply of fresh water from deep within the 
ground. Either cavern is safe to enter and 
neither can be penetrated beyond the 
natural light. 


Vortex is 200 feet wide at the surface 
and reaches a depth of about 50 feet be- 
fore becoming a cavern that can be ex- 
plored safely to the end of the natural 
light zone. Beyond that it becomes a long 
cave system that must not be entered. 


Most of the state’s divable wild springs 
are in a fairly compact area along the 
banks of the Suwannee, Ichetucknee and 
Santa Fe rivers.

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the river the water’s pressure has carved 
a natural stone arch. Farther down the 
river run, schools of mullet swim over the 
ribs of the Civil War steamer, Madison. 
She was deliberately sunk in 1863 when 
her captain decided it was more impor- 
tant to sink her than chance having her 
captured by the Yankees. 

Sixteen miles north of Branford, 
another deep spring flows into the river. 


Royal gets its name from its normally 
rich, royal blue water. More than 100 feet 
wide, steep banks drop straight down, 
forming sheer walls. Large boulders and 
trees are scattered across the basin. At 
50 feet the spring becomes a dangerous, 
silty cave that is unsafe to enter. 

East of Branford the Ichetucknee Riv- 
er flows right out of an underground river.

a park. At a depth of less than 20 feet the 
spring becomes a cavern/cave system 
that must be avoided. At its entrance a 
school of bream constantly swims in and 
out of the sunlight. Down its slough the 
water flows beneath thousands of lily 
pads before finally becoming a part of the 
Suwannee. Several other nearby springs, 
including Orange Grove, will be includ- 
ed in the new park.

Seven miles west of High Springs, 30 
minutes off |-75, there are three springs 
that are very popular with divers: Ginnie, 
Devil’s Eye and Devil’s Ear. Inside a pri- 
vate park, Ginnie is the most popular. Its 
cavern can be safely penetrated to a 
depth of 60 feet. Just inside the narrow 
opening, the spring opens into a large 
chamber room. A permanent guideline 
leads down to the sealed cave entrance. 

Devil’s Eye and Devil’s Ear are actu- 
ally one spring system. The Eye, a cylin- 
drical opening that drops straight down, 
can be entered safely to a depth of just 
more than 20 feet. There, a log is lodged 
in the cavern. Divers should not pass this 
point. Devil’s Ear is at the spring’s junc-

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tion with the Santa Fe River. Another tree 
lies across its mouth. This system be- 
comes a cave that has been the site of 
too many diver deaths. Only those with 
advanced cave diving training should 
even consider looking inside. 

Depending on the time of year and the 
water level, the Santa Fe River, into 
which Ginnie, Devil’s Eye and Devil’s Ear 
flow, can be as dark as coffee or have 
visibilities of more than 50 feet. Even in 
limited visibility it is an exciting dive. 

Unquestionably, the most popular 
spring in Florida is found in King’s Bay at 
Crystal River. On U.S. 19 north of Tam- 
pa, its dive operators are equipped to 
handle large numbers of divers. The city

The West Indian manatee is the prima- 
ry reason Crystal River is so popular. 
During winter the large mammal seeks 
the food and warmth of King Spring’s 
72°F water. A slow moving marine ani- 
mal, it sometimes comes directly to div- 
ers and nudges gently as if asking to be 
petted. Divers are, however, cautioned 
that federal and state laws protecting this 
endangered animal specify penalties for 
‘‘harassment.’’ Some officials have ruled 
that any contact with a manatee is har- 
assment. Even swimming toward one can 
net you a fine. A prudent diver will wait for 
the manatee to come to him/her and still 
maintain a discreet distance. 

King’s Spring is a good dive even 
when the manatee is not around. With a 
basin of 30 feet, it has a cavern that can 
safely be entered to a depth of 60 feet. 
Mullet swim around the shallow edges of 
the spring while bream and bluegills wait 
at the bottom to attack any diver offering 
food to them. 

At the base of the spring a monument 
has been placed to remind divers just 
how fragile life is and how close some 
species, such as the manatee, are to be- 
ing wiped out of existence. “‘Life must be- 
come more than the wants and needs of 
humans,” it reads. ‘‘We are not on this 
earth alone. If the manatee goes into ex- 
tinction because the needs of humans 
became more important, then we will 
have taken another step toward our own 
demise. Extinction is forever and for all.’ 

Centrally located, a trip to Florida 
spring country simply cannot be com- 
plete without a visit to some of the best 
tourist spots in the state. On the west 
coast, north of Tampa, Tarpon Springs is 
home to the only remaining group of 
sponge fishermen in the U.S. Using hard- 
hat diving equipment, the Greek divers 
work the seafloor just offshore in the gulf 
to keep a part of history alive. 

In Tampa, you can see some of the 
world’s more exotic ports by simply tak- 
ing a walk. Morocco, Timbuktu, the 
Serengeti Plain, Nairobi, thousands of 
wild animals, and the spine thrilling Py- 
thon roller coaster ride are at Busch Gar- 
dens’ Dark Continent. 

One hour south of Crystal River, at 
Weeki Wachee, live mermaids perform 
and free dive to depths of nearly 100 feet 
in an underwater theater. You can visit 
Tarzan’s jungle a few hours east by tak- 
ing a boat ride through Ocala’s Silver 
Springs. Tarzan’s leftover monkeys still 
chatter in the trees and imported birds 
scream their calls at the very place many 
of the original movies were made. 

Southwest of Orlando you can see 








some high flying waterskiers at Cypress 
Gardens. All day long they fly above the 
water on kites and build human pyramids 
while being towed by fast boats racing 
past flowering plants. 

Near Orlando many childhood fanta- 
sies and characters come to life. Here 
you can shake hands with Mickey, Min- 
nie, Snow White, Goofy, Donald Duck 
and the rest, or navigate through the 
American Wild West on a river steamer. 
Visit tomorrow, taste the world’s cuisine, 
and explore a jungle with hippos, water- 
falls and dangerous cannibals all at Walt 
Disney World and EPCOT Center. 

One major attraction in Orlando simply 
not to be missed by divers is the Living 
Seas at EPCOT. More than six million gal- 
lons of seawater fill the state’s ‘‘third’’ 
and the world’s ‘‘sixth’’ ocean. Complete 
with many of the fish and animals you can 
see in tropical seas—-including barracu- 
da, snapper, angelfish, rays, parrotfish, 
dolphins and sharks—the Living Seas al- 
so frequently includes the world’s only 
diving mouse: Mickey Mouse. That’s 
right. Mickey is a certified diver! Visitors 
to this inland ocean take an exciting U/W 
(you stay dry) trip to a high-tech 21st cen- 
tury oceanic research base called Sea 
Base Alpha. Housed in a 170,000 square 
foot building, the ‘‘ocean”’ is 27 feet deep 
and 200 feet wide. 

lf you've ever wanted to run away and 
join the circus you can be a clown for a 
day at Circus World. Or, if you've 
dreamed of going to Alaska to photo- 
graph killer whales, you can watch a pair 
and their baby, born in captivity, perform 
at Sea World. All these and more fun 
places are very near the north/south 
Florida turnpike near Orlando. 


JUPITER INLET AND 
THE PALM BEACHES 

On your way from central Florida to the 
Palm Beaches, plan to visit the Space 
Coast east of Orlando. Here you can tour 
NASA's Kennedy Space Center at Cape 
Canaveral and see many of the exhibits 
from the U.S. space program. 

Between Vero Beach and Fort Pierce, 
take time to walk along the beaches of 
the Treasure Coast. This is one place you 
might be happy to get caught in a heavy 
storm. After many big blows, gold coins 
and silver pieces of eight from Spanish 
treasure galleons of the 18th century 
have been found lying in the sand. In 
1715, ten ships carrying treasure from 
Havana to Spain sank off these shores. 

Known internationally for its opulent es- 
tates and flaunted wealth, the Palm 
Beaches are also well Known to Florida 
divers for clear, fast moving water and 
good dive sites. Drift diving is the method 
of choice at most of these sites. Once you 
become accustomed to drifting effortless- 
ly above these reefs, you may decide 
anything else is a waste of energy. 

Most reefs are one-half mile or more 
offshore. North of Palm Beach, running 
south past the brilliant red Jupiter inlet

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lighthouse, the Gulf Stream comes al- 
most to shore. Moving at speeds of up to 
several knots, it makes diving these 
ledges similar to flying underwater. Each 
group of divers trails a marker float and 
in 45 minutes you can cover as much as 
one mile! When your bottom time is up, 
the boat will be waiting within a few yards 
of your marker. 

Most of the sites near Jupiter range be- 


tween 40 and 100 feet deep. One of the 
most popular is Jupiter High Ledge. As 
deep as 90 feet, the break jumps to a 
shelf at 65. Except for the many large 
holes and crevices where you can hide, 
the Gulf Stream’s current makes it tricky 
to stop for a close look. The ride, how- 
ever, is awesome. 

Several miles long, the Jupiter Ledge is 
inhabited by the same marine life you ex- 
pect to see in the Keys or Caribbean. 
Schools of jack crevalle weighing 20 to 
30 pounds each often accompany you. 
Big green morays sometimes swim out of 
hiding when divers approach and large 
manta rays have been known to come 
right out of the blue!

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The best known wreck in the area is 
the Mizpah, near Palm Beach inlet. In 90 
feet, the 185 foot long yacht was pur- 
posely sunk as an artificial reef. It is a fish 
preserve with no spearing or collecting 
allowed. On the seafloor for almost 17 
years, she is badly deteriorated and go- 
ing inside is considered unwise. Thou- 
sands of baitfish swim about her and a 
school of grunts can usually be found 
swimming inside her open bow. 

A few feet away the patrol craft PC 117 
is broken in half. Drifting with the current, 
you can explore the two ships uninter- 
rupted. Not far behind the patrol craft is 
the 300 foot freighter Amarilys. School- 
ing fish hide from the current inside her 
hull and bulkheads. 

One-half mile south of the Palm Beach/ 
Lake Worth inlet is one ‘“‘wreck’’ that 
could only be found in Palm Beach. A 
perfectly good 1967 Rolls Royce Silver 
Shadow worth more than $25,000 at the 
time it was sunk, the car was donated by 
a local businessman to attract media at- 
tention to the artificial reef program. Two 
more wrecks, a barge and the freighter 
Eisuad, join the Rolls to form what is 
called the Palm Beach Triangle. 

Reef breaks and ledges such as the 
Breaker’s, Trench, Cable Crossing, 
Double Ledges and Paul’s rise from two 
to eight feet off the sand. Constantly 
washed by the Gulf Stream, these reefs 
are populated with angels, butterflies, 
snappers, groupers and spadefish. 

Down the coast from Palm Beach, be- 
tween the beach cities of Lake Worth and 
Pompano Beach, the reef is even more 
dramatic. The break jumps high off the 
sand and is heavily encrusted with 
sponges. Lynn’s, Delray Ledge, Fin- 
gers, Boca North and Hillsboro reefs 
begin to look very similar to those in the 
Keys, less the elkhorn corals. Schools of 
hundreds of blue lined grunts swim about 
the reef face. Smaller tropicals are also 
more common. Some reefs even have 
the large brain corals that are commonly 
seen in the Keys. 


FORT LAUDERDALE AND 
HOLLYWOOD 

Known for its beaches and annual rites 
of spring break, Fort Lauderdale has also 
become one of the most popular dive 
destinations in the state. Although the 
area is not as blessed with the clear wa- 
ters relatively common just a few miles to 
the north, the large number of divers visit- 
ing Fort Lauderdale and Hollywood indi- 
cates they are excited about what they 
are seeing. 

Numerous angelfish, parrotfish and 
jacks are seen on these reefs. Beneath a 
covering of colored sponges, schools of 
snapper frequently hide. In season, div- 
ers can be found looking under every 
ledge for the signs of spiny lobster. 
Sometimes as many as three can be 
spotted in the same hole. 

South of the Port Everglades inlet are 
two reefs that are among Broward Coun- 








ty’s best known. Barracuda comes with- 
in 20 feet of the surface, while the deeper 
Hammerhead Reef begins at 60. The 
shallow reef has lots of staghorn, brain, 
star and other corals. Purple seafans 
wave above coral tunnels that are hiding 
places for spotted or green morays. 

Hammerhead’s coral fingers tend to 
run seaward, forming ridges similar to 
those found on the shallow inshore reef. 
Its top is also overgrown with lacy gor- 
gonians and sponges. Schools of big 
ocean fish frequently swim along as you 
drift dive in the current. 

Wrecks and artificial reefs are fast be- 
coming a major dive attraction. One of 
the most recent additions was purposely 
placed near Hollywood at the southern 
edge of Broward County. Donated by the 
Tenneco Oil Company, the reef is made 
up of the three major sections of a retired 
Gulf of Mexico Oil Drilling Platform. 
Proven very effective as fish attractants 
while in use, the sections are in 60 to 120 
foot depths at intervals of approximately 
75 yards. The shallowest third is com- 
prised of the upper derrick structure, the 
middle third is the working deck and the 
deepest third is the legs. This artificial 
reef has been officially opened to spearfi- 
shermen, but spearing is not permitted on 
other Broward artificial reefs. Currents 
can be fierce at this site, but when they 
move in over the area they frequently 
bring many Gulf Stream fish. 

Other Fort Lauderdale artificial reef 
sites are made up of several boats, 
freighters and barges. The most colorful 
is an old Houseboat. Down for more 
than 20 years, it is covered with sponges 
and gorgonians. The boat is home to 
hundreds of tropicals and a number of 
barracuda. Because it is close to the Gulf 
Stream, the current here is often stiff, but 
it makes the water clearer than it would 
be otherwise. 

A 10,000 pound Freighter Anchor, 
apparently lost from a large ship that ven- 
tured too close to shore, lies in less than 
30 feet near a popular section of northern 
reef. Its 200 feet of anchor chain lies 
stretched out, making a good wide angle 
photo prop. 

The freighter Rebel was sunk in mid- 
summer 1985. With a length of 150 feet, 
it sits in 110 feet of water. Fish are begin- 
ning to find the location and a large num- 
ber of baitfish have already taken up resi- 
dence above the wheelhouse. 

The most famous of all the Fort Lauder- 
dale wrecks is the Mercedes. One hun- 
dred ninety-seven feet long, its stern sits 
in just more than 90 feet, with the bow at 
100. It was a derelict freighter that came 
to rest on a Palm Beach millionaire’s 
beach one Thanksgiving night several 
years ago. For months it refused to 
budge before finally giving up its ground 
and allowing itself to be towed to Fort 
Lauderdale and sunk. It has since estab- 
lished itself as one of the most popular 
wrecks in the state. It’s directly adjacent

star corals bond together to form living 
barriers alive with marine organisms. 

Winding in a slow, 100 mile arch, the 
island chain runs first to the southwest 
and then west, spanning the entire width 
of the state. Dive flags fly everywhere 
along U.S. 1. There are more dive stores 
per mile in the Keys than anyplace else 
in the country. 

Here you can dive, snorkel or just view 
the coral reefs from the comfort of sever- 
al large glass bottom boats. Then you 
can go out and see the dolphins leap at 
Flipper's Seaview. If you have always 
wanted to try deepsea fishing, you can 
charter a fishing yacht at Islamorada and 
Challenge a marlin or shark to a duel of 
strength. Top off the day by cracking 
some boiled shrimp, fresh stone crab 
claws or a broiled lobster. 

If you're a fan of Cousteau and have 
watched his episodes about living in an 
underwater habitat, you can share the ex- 
perience in Key Largo. At the Koblick Ma- 
rine Center you can spend 24 hours in 
either an underwater hotel called the 
Jules Undersea Lodge or a submerged 
marine lab. 

Only recently placed underwater, the 
Jules Undersea Lodge can house up to 
six persons at a depth of 30 feet and is 
the only hotel of its kind in the world. Eve- 
rything you would expect in a hotel is in- 
cluded: air-conditioning, bath, hot show- 
ers, stereo and TV. You prepare your 
own meals in an underwater kitchen. 
When you get tired of watching television, 
look at the living show just outside your 
undersea window, or better yet, grab a 
hookah regulator and take a swim with 
the fish. 

lf you are an educator, or just want to 
learn more about marine science, you 
can sign up for any of several different 
classes in the Habitat Diver program and 
spend 24 hours underwater learning 
about the sea. With either, you qualify for 
a PADI or NAUI habitat diver certification 
and become a certified aquanaut. 

At Key West, watch the daily impromp- 
tu circus on the docks at Mallory Square 
where jugglers, fire eaters and other per- 
formers put on a show while the sun 
sinks below the waves. If you've been ex- 
cited by all the stories of Mel Fisher's 
finding the treasure of the Atocha, you 
can get your hands on some of it and 
hold a gold bar worth $250,000 at the 
Treasure Salvors Museum at the end of 
Green Street. In the museum you'll see 
the jewels of Spanish kings and queens 
while learning more about Spanish explo- 
ration and history. 


THE UPPER KEYS 

Most of the state’s better known reefs 
are found within John Pennekamp Park. 
At its northern end, Carysfort is marked 
by a steel lighthouse. The ship HMS 
Carysfort sank here in 1770, leaving little 
more than her name on the reef. Her re- 
mains, shaped like odd pieces of junk,

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are scattered about the sand. Infrequently 
dived by the majority of dive operations, 
its shallows are thick with the intricate 
patterns of elkhorn and staghorn corals. 

Carysfort is comprised of two distinct 
coral ridges. The first extends right out of 
the water, the second, 100 feet farther 
out, grows from a wide sandy floor to 
within 30 feet of the surface. Schools of

tropical fish are thick and, unlike their re- 
latives at other nearby reefs, are often 
more wary. 

In the center of the park, Elbow Reef 
is also well marked with a tower light. 
One of the more frequently pir sites in 
Florida, it has numerous coral ridges and 
a wreck within its boundaries. 

Within the metal plates of the City of 
Washington wreck live several large 
green moray eels. They commonly swim 
out in the open to beg for food. Unag- 
gressive, they are accustomed to being 
handfed by some of the local divemas- 
ters. These ‘‘pets’’ do have sharp teeth,

however, and have been known to bite 
accidentally! It is best to leave eel feeding 
to an experienced divemaster. 

The site most often associated with 
Pennekamp is the Christ of the Abyss. 
Donated by Egidi Cressi of the Italian dive 
equipment company Cressi-sub, the nine 
foot statue is permanently fixed to a con- 
crete base at Key Largo Dry Rocks. In 
water shallow enough to be ideal for 
snorkeling and diving, its arms stretch to 
within ten feet of the surface. Some of the 
largest brain coral heads in the Keys 
grow around the statue’s base. 

The freighter Benwood was sunk dur- 
ing World War Il. In depths of 30 to more 
than 50 feet, it was torpedoed by a Ger- 
man U-boat and rammed by a second 
boat before her captain put her aground 
at her present site. Considered to be a 
navigational hazard during the 1950s, 
she was used as a military bombing 
range. She was 300 feet long, but only 
her steel plates, keel and ribs remain. 
Lobster are sometimes found in the metal 
while large schools of fish live alongside 
the encrusted hull. The Benwooa’s an- 
chor is in front of the bow next to a small 
coral ledge at a depth of 60 feet. 

French Reef is popular because of its 
many coral caverns. Actually open ended 
tunnels winding through the corals, they 
can be found all across the southern end 
of the reef. Masses of copper sweepers 
swim deep inside while yellowtail snap- 
pers wait to be fed at every entrance.

Molasses is the park’s most popular 
spot. A large reef with many corals, you 
can move a few hundred feet away from 
your first dive site and find what appears 
to be a totally different reef. Receiving its 
name from a barge that once sank here 
while carrying molasses, the reef is best 
known for its monstrous heads of star 
corals topped by elkhorn corals. 

The reef’s northern end is a favorite 
place for snorkeling and glass bottom 
boats. Most of the favorite dive sites are 
only 30 feet deep, near the steel light tow- 
er that marks the reef’s center. Hole in 
the Wall and Winch are frequently the 





first places student divers see while on 
their checkout dives. At the reef's south- 
ern edge an old galleon anchor lies 
stretched across the sand. Ten foot high 
walls covered with orange sponges and 
corals are not far away. 

Outside the park, Pickles comes close 
to the surface with average depths of less 
than 30 feet. Numerous small inverte- 
brates live in the corals, making the reef 
ideal for photographers equipped with 
close-up lenses or extension tubes. 


Another nearby reef, Hens and Chick- 


ens, is similar to Pickles in depth and 
structure. Schooling spadefish are com- 
monly seen at this site. 

Crocker is a sloping coral cliff. Depths 
reach 50 feet before dropping almost ver- 
tically to 80. Turtles and larger marine an- 
imals are often seen close to the edge. 

The Cannabis Cruiser sits upright on 
110 feet of sandy seafloor. A tugboat 
loaded with marijuana, it was sunk by its 
crew, apparently to avoid arrest. Group- 
er, jacks and other fish swim about and 
little remains of its soggy contraband. 

Near Islamorada the freighter Eagle is 
one of the most spectacular dive sites in 
all of the Florida Keys. Purposely sunk in 
December 1985 by the Artificial Reef 
Committee of Monroe County, the nearly 
300 foot long freighter sits in 110 feet. 
Rising more than 40 feet from the bottom, 
it is massive and has attracted thousands 
of fish since its sinking. 

Delta Shoals begins in shallow water 








and ends at a depth of more than 100 
feet. It's a low profile reef and barrel 
sponges grow throughout. In the shallow 
grass beds the beautiful and formerly 
collected pink queen conch and other 
shells are common. However, conchs are 
now protected by state law. Taking them 
may result in a stiff fine from the Florida 
Marine Patrol. 

Coffin’s Patch is a conglomerate of 
six reefs that have various areas where 
elkhorn, staghorn and brain corals grow. 

The wreck of the Thunderbolt was re- 
cently sunk as an artificial site south of 
Vaca Cut near Marathon. Also sunk by 
the Artificial Reef Committee and other 
government agencies, the wheelhouse of 
the 190 foot ship is in 70-75 feet of water. 


LOWER KEYS 

Near Big Pine Key, Looe Key is one of 
the most beautiful reefs in the state. 
Named for the HMS Looe, a frigate that 
sank here in the 1700s, it is no longer an 
island as was described by the ship’s 
surviving crew. At the lowest of low tides, 
a small sandy patch sometimes rises out 
of water, but it is nothing close to the 
place that sheltered the men of the Looe 
from Indians. 

The reef runs from a shallow grass flat 
to depths of more than 100 feet. It is well 
populated with every type of coral found 
in the Keys including massive brain and 
stately elkhorn growths. It is now a ma- 
rine sanctuary; collecting and spearing 
are prohibited. 

One of the most popular dive spots 
near Key West is Sand Key. With depths 
ranging from less than 10 to more than 
65 feet, this reef is also marked by a light- 
house on a small cay made up of ground 
shells and coral. Gulleys and coral fin- 
gers run through large areas of staghorn 
and elkhorn coral. 

The wreck of the Cayman Salvage 
Master also rests near Key West. Sunk 
more by accident than design, the 180 
foot plus ship sits on the sand at 90 feet 
and rises to a depth of 50 feet. Originally 
destined to be sunk in deep water as an 
artificial reef, she became a dive site 
when she sank in the wrong place. 

Western and Eastern Dry Rocks 
reefs drop to depths of more than 100 
feet. Western has several open ended 
caves similar to those found in Penne- 
kamp. Depending on the season you may 
also be lucky enough to see a shark or 
two at these sites. 

Western, Eastern and Middle Sam- 
bo Reefs are similar to the Dry Rocks 
with depths averaging less than 35 feet. 
Middle Sambo is considered one of the 
best lobstering spots in the lower keys. 


CONCLUSION 
From the emerald waters of the Pan- 
handle, to the crystal clear waters of the 
spring country, all the way down to the 
blue waters of the Gold Coast and Keys, 
Florida has plenty of diving and vacation 
adventure for you and your family.

names such as Cartier and Gucci hang in 
store entranceways. Companies such A.H. 
RIISE were established when the warehouses 
and malls were first built. 

The majority of visitors to the USVI arrive by 


air. There are many nonstop flights from either 
New York or Miami to St. Thomas. Travelers 
can also fly to San Juan and catch a commut- 
er flight to the USVI. Companies like Eastern 
Airlines have flights that arrive in St. Thomas 
and continue on to St. Croix. Crossing to St. 
John, or any other U.S. or British Virgin Island, 
is usually made by ferryboat or commuter 
plane. The VI Seaplane Shuttle is a fun and 
unusual way to travel to the other islands. 
There is something romantic about these twin- 
engine seaplanes. The lightly colored white 
and blue craft make frequent flights among all 
the major islands. By the way, while citizens 
returning to the U.S. from the USVI do not 
need a passport, many sailboats and dive op- 
erators offer day excursions to the British Vir- 
gin Islands. Even if you never set foot on land, 
they do require proof of citizenship. 

since St. Thomas, St. John and St. Croix 
are U.S. territories, there are many advan- 
tages. Both the currency and the language 
are the same as they are here in the States. 
If it plugs in at your home in the U.S., it will 
work here too; the USVI runs on 110 volt alter- 
nating current. There’s one major difference. 
In the USVI, you drive on the left side of the 
street. It takes awhile to get used to the sys-

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man’s Reef Beach Resort involves many 
people. Sea Adventures instructors rep- 
resent NAUI, SSI and PADI. The group 
easily handles requests for introduction 
to scuba and specialty programs. At its 
Frenchman’s Reef Beach Resort head- 
quarters, Sea Adventures moors its fleet 
of sail, snorkel and dive boats. Ed sched- 
ules the day’s sailing and sightseeing 
trips as well as the diving charters. For in- 
dividuals and small groups, Sea Adven- 
tures runs the 26 foot Thunder. Large 
groups (up to 20 divers) play on the 40 
foot Siren. The glass bottomed Siren has 
a soda dispenser and a head.

ST. THOMAS DIVING 
When discussing St. Thomas diving, 
mention must be made of the recompres- 
sion chamber at the St. Thomas Hospital. 
Many people donated their time and ef- 
fort to bring it into operation. Such facili- 
ties are rare. Follow the safe diving prac- 
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tices promoted by all USVI dive operators 
and hopefully you won’t have a ride in the 
St. Thomas chamber. 

There are scores of great dive loca- 
tions around St. Thomas. Whether you 
prefer beach or boat diving you have 
many good choices. The quality of the 
diving is impressive. Wrecks, shallow 
reefs and deep drop-offs all lie within 
easy reach. The following list highlights

only some of the better known sites. 

Off the western end of St. Thomas, Sail 
Rock stands alone. Currents around it 
sweep in schools of large fish. These 
conditions, however, make this spot an 
experienced diver’s site. Underwater, the 
nearly vertical face plunges past 80 feet. 
Along the way the sturdy hard corals near 


the surface yield to gorgonians and other 
soft corals. 

Also offshore, but close to Charlotte 
Amalie, lies Saba Island. The shallow 
reefs average 25 to 30 feet. With little to 
no current and good visibility, the area is 
a fine choice for beginning divers. 

Another great location for new and in- 
termediate divers is Flat Cay. In less than 
40 feet there are numerous ledges of elk- 
horn stands. Patches of red and gold en- 
crusting growth heighten the ledges. 
Copper sweepers hover in caves. The 
broken remains of a steel hulled schoon- 
er create interesting picture possibilities. 

St. Thomas’ Little Buck Island has 
several good sites. In a protected cove, 
the 190 foot long freighter, Cartanser 
Senior, rests in less than 50 feet of wa- 
ter. Doorways, hatches and winches are 
very photogenic. Look among the decay- 
ing deck planks to spot comical lizard- 
fish. Yellowtail snapper greet arriving div- 
ers and are always looking for a handout. 
No wonder this has become one of the 
best known dive sites on St. Thomas. 

Little Buck Island also has Andre’s 
Reef. The interesting rock formations 
slope down from 40 to 80 feet. The loca- 
tion is good for beginners and has 
enough marine life to entertain more ex- 
perienced visitors as well. 

Moving east from Little Buck Island, the 
next area is Capella Island. Another well 
known location, Capella has abundant 
animal life. This sloping reef begins in 35 
feet and continues to 80. Keep an eye out 
for lobster. 

Near Bolongo Bay, the wooden hulled 
Warrwick ran into Packet Rock. In the 
35 or 40 foot depths divers still run 
across pieces of clay pipes, tile or china. 

Another isolated rise that offers great 
diving is Frenchcap Cay. Some divers 
report visibility in excess of 150 feet. Elk- 
horn stands in 40 feet are Known as the 
Cathedrals. Basket and tube sponges 
decorate the drop-off. 


Cow and Calf’s two exposed rocky 
crests actually connect U/W. Shallow 
crevices and tunnels dissect the rocks. 
As with many locations, encrusting corals 
and sponges color the undersides of 
these caves. Schooling fish cluster here. 


Like many of the other islands, Little 
Saint James has several interesting fea- 
tures. This is one of a group of islands off 
the southeast end of St. Thomas. On the 
northern side in 40 feet divers can find 
lots of tropicals among the soft corals. On 
the south side, in a site called Palmer’s 
Cove, fish school around the large rock 
formations. Visibility is usually good in 45 
feet of water. 

Offshore the Virgin Grand on the scat- 
tered coral heads and sand flats of St. 
Thomas sits the Major General Rogers. 
This 150 foot steel ship was sunk upright 
in 80 feet of water. Lavender tunicates 
grow in clusters everywhere. A small 
rock hind guards the encrusted propeller 
and rudder. Experienced divers should 








have little problem with the current. 

The largest island in a chain that 
stretches between St. Thomas and St. 
John is Thatch Cay. Along Thatch Cay’s 
northern face the vertical rock formations 
start as shallow as 25 feet. In places they 
make a series of small steps down to 
more than 60 feet. On the west side, 
there's a colorful tunnel. An interesting 
variety of fish mingle around Thatch Cay. 

Coki Beach may be the best known 
beach dive in St. Thomas. Many people 
enjoy their first scuba experience here. 
From the beach the sand gradually de- 
scends to 25 feet. The steeply sloping 
reef reaches 50 feet in places. Chris 
sawyer has made friends with a tailess 
stingray called Sugar Ray. 


ST. JOHN 

St. Thomas’ neighbor, St. John, is the 
smallest of the three main islands. In fact, 
St. John is only nine miles long and five 
miles wide. As with St. Thomas, numer- 
ous small cays and islets surround this is- 
land. By donating two-thirds of the island 
to the National Park Service in 1956, 
Laurence Rockefeller effectively guaran- 
teed St. John will remain unspoiled and 
tranquil. Life here is truly laid back. 

Most people and supplies arrive on St. 
John by ferry. After departing Red Hook, 
St. Thomas, the swift inter-island ferries 
cross to St. John’s Cruz Bay in 20 min- 
utes. The ferryboats and the VI Seaplane 
Shuttle periodically run from Charlotte 
Amalie to Cruz Bay. - 

St. John has 21 hiking paths. One of 
the best known, the Reef Bay Trail, 
wends its way past ruins and petroglyphs 
down to a pair of secluded beaches. As 
_ with most trails, markers identify unusual 
flora along the way. Trunk Bay has an un- 
derwater trail for snorkelers. Visitors who 
enjoy camping usually stay at either the 
CINNAMON BAY CAMPGROUND or MA- 


HO BAY CAMPS. Maho Bay Camps has 


received recognition for the design of its 
facilities, which protect and blend into the 
natural environment. Cinnamon Bay con- 
veniences include bath houses, a com- 
missary and cafeteria. Bob Conn’s M/V 


Cinnamon Bay picks up passengers at ~ 


Cinnamon Bay Campground’s beach. 
Twelve divers can ride comfortably 
aboard the 42 foot craft. CANEEL BAY 
was built on the grounds of an old planta- 
tion. For years it has been the standard 


for tropical luxury. When guests’ attention | 


turns from the fine food, tennis and sail- 
ing on Caneel Bay, Bob Carney is ready 
to take experienced or novice divers U/ 
W. Carney and his staff at PARADISE 


WATERSPORTS run two boats, the Jumbi 


Jay and the Privateer. Taking out only six 
divers at a time, they keep their sched- 
ules flexible and service level high. 

In the village of Cruz Bay, there are two 
more dive operators. ST. JOHN WATER-

CRUZ BAY WATERSPORTS, in the heart 
of Cruz Bay, now has two dive boats. The 
28 foot aluminum hulled Splash carries 
up to 12 divers; the newly arrived, cus- 
tom-built 40 foot Blast can comfortably 
handle 20 divers. Cruz Bay Watersports 
offers guided reef, wreck and drift dives. 
PADI certified instructors teach introduc- 
tory and open water courses and special- 
ties such as night and underwater pho- 
tography. Cruz Bay Watersports owners 


Marcus and Melody Jonnston will gladly | 


arrange accommodations for individuals 
or groups with CARLA’S COTTAGES, 
GALLOWS POINT or SEA BREEZE VIL- 
LAS.

At the time of this writing, the final 
touches were being administered to the 
VIRGIN GRAND BEACH HOTEL, planned 
and built by the same company that con- 
structed the Wyndham Virgin Grand 
Beach Hotel in St. Thomas. The newest 
hotel on St. John displays the latest in 
contemporary style and luxury. From the 
huge conference center to the exotic 
beachside pool and waterfall, this resort 
design is truly grand. 


ST. JOHN DIVING 

The following highlights some of the 
sites available for divers visiting St. John. 

Carval Rock is north of Cruz Bay and 
due west from Whistling Cay and Mary’s 
Point. In the shallows schooling fish may 
be nervously watching tarpon. Dropping 
down 90 feet, the rocky surface becomes 
covered with soft corals and sponges— 
great locations for jacks and occasional 
manta rays. 

To the west of Carval Rock lies Congo 
Cay. Like Carval Rock, this site has a 
good drop-off that turns into a slope 
around 90 feet. Gorgonians and sponges 
decorate the rocky substrate. 

Just outside of Cruz Bay, Stevens Cay 
has some fine shallow diving. The reef is 
less than 40 feet deep and most of the in- 
teresting ledges are in 25 feet. The area 
has a good mixture of hard and soft cor- 
als; this is a good beginner's dive. 

Close to Cruz Bay, the reef forms a 
curved ledge called the Fishbowl, an ex- 
cellent shallow dive. Soft corals sway 
with the surge on top. Fish school in 
shadows under the ledges. The under- 
side of the reef is as colorful as on St. 
Thomas’ Flat Cay. 

Along the southern side of St. John, the 
shelf slopes to approximately 60 feet and 
breaks into a more vertical wall. Cruising 
along the top of this wall at South Drop, 
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divers may find larger deepwater fish 
such as amberjack. 

Similar to South Drop in location and 
topography, Horseshoe crests at 60 feet 
and plunges to 110. This is a good area 
for lobsters. Rays often swim through. As 
with South Drop, Horseshoe is for experi- 
enced divers. 

One of Marcus’ favorite spots, Green 
Heads features a great assortment of 
hard corals, with depths averaging be- 
tween 30 and 45 feet. This is also a good 
beginner's reef. 

On the southeastern side of St. John 
near Coral Bay is Eagle Shoal, with lots 
of caverns, ridges and a drop from 35 to 
more than 80 feet. 


ST. CROIX 
Measuring 28 miles long and a maxi- 
mum of 7 miles wide, St. Croix is the larg- 
est of the U.S. Virgin Islands. Since Co- 
lumbus first visited here, at least one-half 
dozen countries have claimed the land.

Near the base of 
Frederiksted’s main pier sits Fort 
Frederik; it was completed in 1760. A 
stroll down the waterfront offers glimpses 
of many buildings along Strand Street 
that date back to the 1800s. Their thick 
stone walls will undoubtedly stand for a 
long time to come. Fort Christiansvaern 
guards Christiansted. The narrow wind- 
ing streets Surrounding the Alexander 
Hamilton House form the historic setting 
for many fine shops. 

As with St. Thomas, several airlines fly 
jets into St. Croix’s Alexander Hamilton 
Airport. Local commuter lines hop among 
many of the U.S. and British Virgin Is- 
lands. VI Seaplane Shuttle service adds 
its own unique flair to island crossings. 

St. Croix, like St. Thomas, has many 
fantastic eateries. Here are notes on just 
some. Resorts such as The Buccaneer 
and Grapetree Beach Hotel have several 
restaurants on their premises. The Buc- 
caneer’s Brass Parrot serves gourmet 
dishes in a formal setting. Club Coman- 
che in downtown Christiansted offers 
many exquisite island and curry dishes.

ST. CROIX DIVING 

St. Croix has walls, reefs, wrecks and 
more. The following list mentions only 
some of the locations. 

National Monument Buck Island has 
an underwater trail for snorkelers, cross- 
ing from the inside shallow reef to an out- 
er reef at 30 feet. This area is a great in- 


troductory and beginner's reef. 

Scotch Bank is a sloping reef that 
drops from 50 to 100 feet, forming a 
shelf, and then drops again to several 
hundred feet. Basket and tube sponges 
accent the slope. This is a good area for 
finding lobster and rays, with occasional 
manta rays. 

Long Reef, also known as Six Mile 
Reef, forms the barrier that protects 
Christiansted Harbor. The sloping reef 
steps down from 30 to 50 feet; in some 
places it may exceed 80 feet. This is a 
good beginner’s reef. Look for pillar and

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home to lots of schooling fish. 

Between Salt River and Cane Bay, 
Rustop Twist is a steeply sloping reef 
that starts in 35 and drops to 100 feet of 
water. The reef is cut by deep crevices 
and cracks, with lots of marine life; this is 
a good area for larger fish. Scattered 
ledges appear during the descent. 

Cane Bay is a wonderful area for sev- 
eral dives. Close to the beach is the sec- 
tion called Cane Bay Garden. This shal- 
low dive offers lots of pillar corals, en- 
crusting sponges and schooling fish. 
Deeper, the topography changes to but- 
tressing fingers that form a spectacular 
wall. The top of Cane Bay Wall starts 
around 50 feet and drops to several hun- 
dred feet. This site offers many layers of 
corals, and massive orange, rope and 
yellow tube sponges. Groupers, jacks 
and turtles often swim by. Dolphins have 
been seen in the shallow water here. 

Another spectacular wall similar to 
Cane Bay Wall, North Star's drop-off is 
Slightly steeper. After a break at 40 feet, 
the wall drops to 60 feet and a sand shelf. 
Leading back to the wall, the shelf runs 
into a cave. One large anchor lies in the 
sand and at least one more protrudes 
from the wall above the cave. Both Cane 
Bay and North Star were favorite anchor- 
ing zones for old trading schooners. 

The topography of Davis Bay is similar _ 
to that of Salt River but with large bould- 
ers and crevices. Davis Bay drops from 
40 to 60 feet; sand channels slope down 
toward a trench. 


Owing to possible strong currents that 
may sweep around this northwest point of 
the island, Hams Bluff is for experienced 
divers. Large boulders are the base for 
many soft corals. Schools of fish and 
large pelagic fish are often found here. 

In March 1985 the 177 foot long Ro- 
saomaira capsized in St. Croix’s con- 
tainer port. She was later towed out to the 


Butler Bay artificial reef site and, thanks 


to carefully placed charges, sunk in an 
upright position. Maximum depth is now 
110 feet. One can tour the wreck without 
breaking 90 feet. When the ship turned

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_turtle in the harbor, there was little warn- 
ing. Books still lie open on the bridge. For 
months, a cluster of bananas hung in the 
galley. Today, French angels maintain 
watch. This wreck is an exciting location 
for experienced divers. 

The North Sea trawler Suffolk Maid 
rests inshore of the Rosaomaira. The 140 
foot long vessel rises 60 feet from white 
sand. Before she was sent to the bottom, 
the ship's superstructure was removed. 
Her empty holds have easy entrances 
and exits. 

The tugboat Northwind, |ike the other 
two wrecks described above, sits upright 
in the sand. Although she is the newest 
addition to the wreck playground, the 
Northwind already has several perma- 
nent residents; blackbar soldier and goat- 
fish hide in the interior. The exposed pro- 
peller and rudder can be used to frame 
divers for photographs. 

_ Truck Lagoon and the Habitat are 
east of the Northwind and south of the 
Suffolk Maid. Habitat is an experimental 
underwater habitat constructed of three 
connected spheres. The wide circular 
openings and curved surfaces create in- 
teresting photos. Nearby, several truck 
frames now carry cargoes of encrusting 
corals and sponges. The doors and 
steering wheels still remain on many ve- 
hicles. A juvenile coral tree sprouts from 

one driver's seat. 

_ In about 45 feet, Chub Hole is a coral 
ledge that creates a circular formation. 
Named for the chub that visitors feed 
here, this is a great spot for a night dive. 

No description of St. Croix diving 
would be complete without mentioning 
Frederiksted Pier. The submerged pil- 
ings have become home to an amazing 
variety of encrusting, tube and basket 

sponges. Jim and Cathy Church have

he Thorfinn, Truk Lagoon’s only li- 
censed live-aboard dive boat, recent- 
ly announced a series of special one 
week shipwreck cruises for 1987. Start- 
ing in January, these one week cruises 
will consist of seven days/seven nights 
aboard the ship and six full days of inten- 
sive wreck diving. During the week, 
guests will have access to some 12 to 18 
wrecks with one to two dives per wreck. 
The wrecks are all historical World War 
| Japanese ships and aircraft sunk in 
1944. Often described as the world’s 
largest collection of fully preserved World 
War Il wrecks, these dive sites include an 
aircraft ferry, two Submarine tenders, 
several ammunition ships, two oil 
tankers, a Betty bomber, a zero fighter, 
an Emily flying boat, a sub chaser and 
many more. Many of the ships are still 
armed with the original guns and carry a 
fascinating variety of cargoes including 
fighter planes, trucks, tanks, bombs and 
other wartime items. 

The wrecks of Truk Lagoon lie in 
depths ranging from 10 to 130 feet. Much 
of the dive time is spent in relatively shal- 
low depths exploring the upper decks 
and marvelous marine growth that enve- 
lops these ships. Having been U/W for 
almost 44 years, the wrecks are covered 
with hard corals, brilliantly colored soft 
corals, carpet anemones, clownfish and 
thousands of other fish. All of the wrecks 
are fully protected by law and have been 
declared an historical monument by the 
Truk District Government. 

The Thorfinn is a 170 foot ship that has 
been converted into a comfortable live- 
aboard dive boat. It is equipped with 13 
private double cabins, all air-conditioned. 
Special features include a comfortable 
main saloon, a spacious sun deck with

dive gear storage bins and a large hot tub. 


The ship recently underwent extensive 
refitting in Canada, including the installa- 
tion of a tropical air-conditioning system 
and additional facilities for divers. Diving 
is done from three 24 foot tenders that 
load passengers alongside the main ves- 
sel. These smaller craft make hourly runs 
to nearby shipwrecks, thus minimizing 
the number of divers on a shipwreck at 
any one time. Guests average three to 
five dives daily. 

Truk Lagoon is in the center of Micro- 
nesia, approximately 3,400 miles west of 
Hawaii. It is a gigantic natural lagoon, 38 
miles in diameter and reaching depths of 
250 feet. The lagoon is encircled by a 
coral barrier reef and is often flat calm 
since the wrecks lie in the lee of several 
volcanic mountainous islands. 

The Thorfinn’s series of one week Truk 
Cruises is scheduled for January, Febru- 
ary, May, November and December of 
1987. The cost of a one week dive pack- 
age is $1,750 per person (double occu- 
pancy). This price is considerably lower 
than the Thorfinn’s normal 12 day cruises 
between Truk and Ponape. Air fare to 
Truk Lagoon from the West Coast of the 
U.S. is approximately $1,100. It takes two 
calendar days to reach Truk from the 
West Coast owing to an overnight stop in 
Honolulu and the crossing of the Interna- 
tional Date Line in the mid-Pacific.

SCUBA TANK 
INSPECTION MIRROR 


A small diameter, two power, shoulder 
mirror, needed to inspect aluminum cylin- 
der thread bases and shoulders, has 
been added to the PSI list of special VCl 
tools. Some neck cracks have recently 
been found in cylinders, leading to an 
emphasis on the importance of a critical 
assessment of both the threads and the 
shoulder curvature just below the interior- 
most thread. 

The mirror is the highest quality avail- 
able to the dental profession. It can be 
ground to fit into small necked, “e inch, 
SCBA cylinders. 

The mirror should be used in conjunc- 
tion with a penlight (not supplied) to di- 
rect the light against the cylinder surface. 
All cracks seen to date appear to propa- 
gate just below the last thread and usual- 
ly penetrate vertically upward through 
one or more threads. The cracks may be 
hairline and require close examination. 

Inspectors previously trained by PSI 
may audit an upcoming class on a space 
available basis ($25) to see an actual 
cracked cylinder and use the shoulder 
mirror. Attendees receive revised materi- 
al and are credited with the additional 
training in their permanent file maintained 
for them by PSI.

JAY SCUTTI REEF 


South Florida scuba divers have a new 
artificial reef. The 97 foot tug, now named 
the Jay Scutti, was sunk offshore Fort 
Lauderdale, in 70 feet of water just north 
of the now famous wreck of the Mer- 
cedes |. The tug was purchased at the 
Federal Customs Auction by Dale Scutti, 
who donated the ship to the Broward 
County Artificial Reef Program. This tug- 
boat was renamed in memory of Dale 
Scutti’s late son, Jay Scutti. 

The cleanup of the vessel was shared 
by the Florida Ocean Science Institute, an 
alternative education program, and the 
South Florida Diver’s Scuba Club. Both 
of these non-profit organizations have 
had experience cleaning artificial reefs. 

All of the costs for this project were do- 
nated. In addition to the purchase of the 
vessel by Scutti, Port Everglades Authori- 
ty again donated free dockage; Harring- 
ton & Company donated their services as 
agents for the ship; Hvide Shipping 
towed the Jay Scutti to the artificial reef 
site; Cliff Berry Inc. cleaned the vessel of 
oil pollutants; Southern Sanitation donat- 
ed the trash removal; and the Broward 
County Parks and Recreation Division 
supplied dump trucks to haul heavy de- 
bris to a landfill. Even the beverages to 
keep the divers cool were donated by 
Wm. Theis & Sons. =

petually blow from the east. Looking out 
from the captain’s place you can see a 
nearly perpetually calm ocean where div- 
ing starts right at the shore. Another little 
island out in front, Klein Bonaire, also has 
coral growing all the way to its shores. 

At the north end of Bonaire's hotel 
strip, the captain and his crew call their 
home Habitat. According to the Cap'n it 
is not a resort (even though the sign out- 
side the gate says it is). What it is, is one 
of the most famous dive hotels (he hates 
that word too) in the Caribbean. ‘‘A place 
for serious divers,’’ Cap'n Don says. “‘It’s 
a dive shop with rooms,’’ he insists. 
Since he built it from the ground up he 
can call it whatever he pleases. 

It is certainly a non-conformist place to 
stay and stories about the captain have 
appeared in all sorts of magazines and 
newspapers. A 1984 Sports Illustrated 
article implied nicely that Don, his crew 
and the ‘‘dive shop with rooms’’ were 
completely off the wall in an article enti- 
tled, Eyeball to Eyeball with the Wierdies. 
Thriving on just such descriptions, Cap’n 
Don strives to please those people who 
do not find any form of regimentation to 
their liking. Of course, even if you’re nor- 
mal, you, too, are welcome. 

At Habitat, you dive when you please, 
24 hours per day! You don't even have 
to make special arrangements if you want 
to see the crinoids and seahorses at 4:00 
am. Just walk down to the dive shop 
when the urge hits you, grab a tank and 
jump in. Equipment is available anytime. 
If you choose to be more conventional, 
the dive boats leave more or less on 
schedule at 9:00 am and 2:00 pm. 

‘‘We do not have guests,’’ Cap’n Don’s 
business manager, Morey Ruza, insists, 
‘‘we just have friends.’’ An ardent cave 
diver who has charted dozens of inland 
island dive sites, he is one of.the forces 
that keeps the captain's feet firmly on the 
ground. While the captain is a dreamer, 
Morey is a planner (and maybe a bit of a 
schemer as well). With a pile of computer 
printouts to illustrate his point and one of 
his wife’s freshly baked bagels in his 
hand, he gets excited as he tells of the fu- 
ture plans for Habitat. 

In addition to the several dozen cot- 
tages that are available to their friends, 
Habitat is now building close to 30 indi- 
vidual villas, which are being sold to 
more permanent friends. Called the Ham- 
let, they range in size from one to three 
bedrooms. Most of the already finished 
villas face the ocean and a small beach 
that Don calls Seven Body Beach. The 
buildings that will follow will be built 
around a courtyard area, for which Morey 
has some impressive plans.

Cayman Brac as being ‘‘the way the 
Caymans used to be’’—an island of tran- 
quillity and Caribbean charm that has re- 
mained unchanged in the last 30 years. 
Less than 90 miles from the booming 
tourist mecca of Grand Cayman, this dis- 
tant cousin offers a special appeal that is 
magic for divers. 

Since just a little more than 1,000 resi- 
dents occupy this 12 mile long island, 
there is no overcrowding. Brac has the 
atmosphere of rural countryside and the 
people are both sincere and friendly. To 
say there are no traffic jams is an under- 
statement—one hardly sees another car 
on the well paved roads.

Since its purchase by the Divi Hotels 
corporation, Tiara Beach has undergone 
a wonderful transformation. It has be- 
come a top rated diver’s resort, designed 
and staffed by professionals who know 
precisely what the vacationing diver 
seeks. Hotel manager David Feinberg is 
a 20 year veteran of dive resorts in Bon- 
aire, South Caicos and Tahiti.

lug a heavy gear bag. The guest’s dive 
gear is loaded onto the boat each morn- 
ing and the divemaster sets up each per- 
son’s tank, regulator and BC jacket. As a 
guest, you simply step onboard and go 
diving! Incidentally, the staff is punctual: 
the boats depart on time. 

Once underway and out the barrier reef 
channel, the dive boats literally fly across 
the waves. Travel time to most sites 
around Cayman Brac averages 10 to 15 
minutes and the boats choose either the 
north or south side of the island depend- 
ing on wind and wave direction. The 
boats tie up to reef site moorings that 
have been established by the Cayman lIs- 
lands Marine Park. Entry into the water is 
as convenient as boarding the boat. Dive 
guests step up to the stern and sit down 
on the dive platform while the divemaster 





locates their scuba gear in the rack and 
helps slip it onto their shoulders. This 
kind of service can really spoil you. 


DIVE SITES 

Another significant change at Cayman 
Brac over the last three years is the div- 
ing has actually improved. Chief dive- 
master Colin Tozer and his crew have ex- 
panded the range of dive sites and estab- 
lished twice as many new locations. Dive 
Tiara now takes guests to 18 different 
sites on the south side and 14 sites on 
the north side of the island. During a full 
week of diving, no site is repeated unless 
specifically requested. 

At least one-half of the new sites are 
spectacular wall dives featuring marvel- 
ous sponge formations, sheer vertical 
walls and a lot more fish action. Since the 








establishment of the Cayman Islands Ma- 
rine Parks program, the divemasters 
have developed fish feeding stations and 
dive guests are entertained by a whole 
menagerie of tame groupers, turtles, an- 
gelfish and other characters. Underwater 
visibility on the wall dives is exquisite—of- 
ten 100 feet or more.

There are at least six different 
dive sites along Bloody Bay wall that mer- 
it exploration. 

Another impressive area at Little Cay- 
man is Jackson Point. This is generally 
the location of the second dive of the 
morning. Of the seven dive sites in this 
area, my favorite is Magic Roundabout, 
where divers are greeted by friendly 
groupers, angelfish, turtles and moray 
eels.

distance prevents interference with the 
peaceful resort ambiance. 

Besides scuba, daytime diversions in- 
clude small boat sailing, windsurfing, 
canoeing, tennis, horseback riding and 
island tours. One day each week a spe- 
cial event occurs—the West Bay Picnic— 
an all day celebration. It begins with a 
dive boat armada that departs for the 30 
minute journey right after breakfast. With 
a spectacular West End wall dive com- 
pleted, the merry divers land at one of the 
most beautiful stretches of creamy white 
beach that can be imagined. Under a 
grove of palms, singles, couples and 
groups picnic, play volleyball, snorkel or 
swim and absorb the atmosphere of this 
special place in the Caribbean sun. 

On the other mornings, our first dive 
(about 8:30 am) may begin at a site such 
as Overheat Reef, about 10 minutes from 
the resort. An impressive feature of most 
of the dive sites around Anthony’s Key is 
the topography and this area is typical. 
Dissecting the massive reef are deep 
cracks and crevices resulting in clefts, 
ledges, undercuts, tunnels and cathe- 
drals of huge proportions. 

In the shallows at Overheat, beneath 
nuggets of coral, are small clusters of 


delicate, gelatinous tunicates. The little 
yellow-rimmed tubes are perfect macro 
photography subjects. Tucked between 
the posts of a 1:1 macro framer they 
make excellent close-up portraits. 

Perpendicular to the drop-off and ex- 
tending into the sea is a section of deep 
reef known as the Eagle’s Perch. This 
mammoth promentory is decorated with 
black coral ‘‘trees,’’ large deepwater 
seafans and large and colorful sponges, 
suggesting a fantasy world. Divers drift- 
ing beneath look like spacewalkers ex- 
ploring a forbidden planet. Where the pin- 
nacle protrudes from the wall is a sponge 
imitating a coral; a candelabra shaped 
golden sponge, soft to a gentle touch, 
looking exactly like a branch of staghorn 
coral. Schools of vibrant royal grammas 
and black cap basslets flit about this en- 
chanted forest. Unusual invertebrates in- 
clude red gorgonians with ghostly white 
polyps, bushlike yellow gorgonians with 
frothy red polyps and a two inch long yel- 
low-fringed nudibranch. 

The AKR dive boats return to the dock 
after each dive, allowing our photogra- 
phers to deposit slide film at Photo Roa- 
tan for processing. Anthony's Key has 
the only first class photographic facility in 
the western Caribbean, run by pros Char- 
lie (or Chaz) Kafer and Barbara Gent. 
Charlie and Barbara, transplants from 
Maryland, have managed Photo Roatan 
two years and offer state-of-the-art E-6 
processing, photo and video instruction 





and a rental and repair program. The two 
have quickly become the focal point of 
photography at the resort. Chaz main- 
tains and repairs equipment for guests, 
narrates the weekly environmental slide 
show and helps plan dives for photogra- 
phers. Barbara teaches the photo 
courses and models for photographs. 
Their knowledge of local sites and inter- 
esting marine life is one of the most im- 
portant contributions to a week’s visit. Fu- 
jichrome and Ektachrome film is devel- 
oped after 2:00 pm each day and usually 
returned in protected strips for viewing on 
the lightboxes in the photo lab. Examina- 
tion of each frame allows important ad- 
justments to be made the following day. 

The second dive of the day begins at 
10:30 am and is at a pretty site a short 
distance from West Bay—such as a spot 
called the Shallow Eel Garden and its ad- 
jacent mini-wall. The area is bathed in gin 
clear water and resembles the inside of 
Palancar Reef off Cozumel. In 20 feet of 
water along a sloping white sand bottom 
are popcorn shaped heads of coral, fes- 
tooned with rope sponges and purple 
seafans. On the sand slope are the wav- 
ing bodies of slender eels. Timid, they are 
wonderful to see but difficult to photo- 
graph. Perpendicular to the wall, the cor- 
al heads are striated with well formed 
sand channels leading to a midwater 
drop-off. Beneath ledges and overhangs 
are small clusters of painted tunicates, al- 
so perfect for 1:1 or 1:2 macro photogra-

phy. Along the midwater drop-off are 
huge and unusual basket and barrel 
sponges in a variety of colors and azure 
vase sponges sporting an iridescent 
pink-purple glow. Out in the sea there are 
the periodic visits of schooling jacks and 
chubs; solitary tiger groupers seek feed- 
ing stations in coral hideaways. Endless 
parades of creole wrasse, blue chromis 
or blue tangs are common. 

After the second boat dive, lunch is 
served on the dining terrace on the hill. 
Evening meals, along with the very popu- 
lar Friday seafood buffet, are served at 
the newer deck restaurant in the casino 
complex overlooking the resort lagoon. 
There is emphasis on local cooking alter- 
nating with popular continental cuisine. 
Seafood and local fruits and vegetables 
are featured whenever possible. 

The afternoon dive, the third dive of the 
day, may be spent at such a site as popu- 
lar Halfmoon Bay. Walls and drop-offs 
are common and continuous along the 
craggy northshore reefs, but Halfmoon is 
special partially owing to Rambo the Nas- 
sau grouper. Photo pros Charlie and Bar- 
bara found Rambo at his cleaning station 
in a grotto in the midreef and over a peri- 
od of weeks coaxed him into becoming 
a friend. Rambo has become the prince 
of his coral hamlet and an AKR ambassa- 
dor of good will. With the Nikonos Close- 
Up Kits on the 28 and 35mm lenses, | 
photographed the gobies and cleaner 
shrimp that would dance across his face

and penetrate his open gills. The wide an- 
gle/close-up view was equally astonish- 
ing as Rambo spread his jaws in a yawn- 
ing gesture—a firm invitation for cleaning 
action to begin. Barbara and Kathy Rein- 
man posed with Rambo only inches away 
from their facemasks and Charlie began 
taking his own close-up and wide angle 
shots. Seldom can a diver find a more 
charming creature than a tame Nassau 
grouper. After more than 30 minutes tak- 
ing photos, Rambo finally lost his sense 
of humor, nipping Barbara’s fingers— 
surely his way of scolding her for not 
bringing him any food. 

A special attraction for photographers 
and sightseers has recently been ar- 
ranged at Anthony's Key. For years, at 
several places in the Caribbean, we have 
often designed ‘‘critter boxes’’ for col- 
lecting small marine invertebrates that 
may be difficult for beginning photogra- 
phers to find. Anthony's Key offers the 
first full-size critter pen in the lagoon at 
the resort. Not unlike the pens used by 
professional film teams for temporarily 
holding medium and large sized marine 
creatures, the AKR pen is regularly 
stocked with groupers, turtles and nurse 
and reef sharks. To the delight of sightse- 
ers, the animals have been liberated from 
local fishermen’s nets and purchased by 
the resort. The pen is a constant attrac- 
tion. As the stock is increased with new 
acquisitions, the animals are eventually 
released back into the environment. We 


borrowed a huge hawksbill turtle (appro- 
priately called Sherman) from the critter 
pen for photography. After several days 
of shooting, Sherman would eat scraps 
of food from my hand. 

Roatan is an unspoiled wilderness. The 
Bay Islands are still a little difficult to trav- 
el to, which has protected them from 
most commercialism. There is no TV, no 
traffic, no shopping centers, no super- 
highways and no crowds of tourists to in- 
terrupt a perfect tropical fantasy. 
Anthony's Key Resort is the largest and 
most popular dive resort in the Bay |s- 
lands, but compared to the rest of the 
Caribbean, it is small and intimate. 

With the new airport, Roatan will some- 
day be as accessible as Cozumel and the 
Caymans. Perhaps it would be a good 
idea to get here before the crowds do. 
some things should never change. 

Roatan is serviced by Tan Sahsa, the 
main carrier, which flies 727 and 737 jets 
from Miami, Houston and New Orleans. 
One plane change is necessary on the 
mainland with DC-3 service daily to Roa- 
tan. Information and complete reserva- 
tions for Anthony's Key Resort are avail- 
able through selected wholesalers and at 
the AKR U.S. Executive Offices at 1385 
Coral Way, Suite 302, Miami, Florida 
33145.

Controversy Still Rages 5/7 Years Later

hat made Captain Robert ‘Heavy 
Weather’ McKay venture out into 
wild, storm tossed Lake Michigan on Oc- 
tober 22, 1929? All the other boats 
stayed in port; the gale that raged broke 
local records for continuity and velocity of 
wind; and scores of piers and docks at 
South Haven, St. Joseph and Benton

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Harbor, Michigan were swept away. The 
package freighter Delos W. Cooke left 
Chicago under storm warnings and re- 
turned 27 hours later, badly battered. In- 
terlake Steamship’s 600 foot steamer, 
Robert Hobson, turned back to South 
Chicago, almost sinking in the process. 
(A survey showed 25,500 rivets had

either popped or were sheared off and 
several plates had to be replaced be- 
cause the ship was working so hard.) So, 
why did Captain McKay take the Mi/wau- 
kee out? And, what happened to the stur- 
dy vessel and the crew of 47? How could 
such a rugged, seaworthy ship have 
foundered? Seeing the Milwaukee at her 
dock or underway you couldn't help be- 
ing impressed. Her sheer size and bulk 
dwarfed everything around her. After 
such a humbling experience you could 
never imagine her succumbing to the ele- 
ments and sinking in any type of storm— 
but she did. What really happened on that 
wild, storm tossed night? Scuba divers 
answered many of these questions when 
they discovered her recently, 10 miles 
northeast of Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

In 1922, Captain Bob McKay became 
master of the staunch car ferry, SS Mil- 
waukee. In many respects he paralleled 
the boat himself—sturdy, dependable, 
masterful, almost lordly in his handling of 
the sea with her many moods. Those ele- 
ments: the ship, the man, even the sea 
seemed to be one and the same. 

‘‘He was rough, tough and gruff,’’ said 
a former shipmate. And, although all the 
mates on the Milwaukee had their mas- 
ter’s papers, the captain was not the kind 
of man to welcome advice or counsel. 
Was his decision to sail on that fateful day 
Strictly his own idea or, as rumored later, 
was he ordered to by a tyrannical superi- 
or with a schedule to keep? Divers will

probably never find the answer to that 
question. In any event, she did sail and 
the ship, along with every man, was lost. 

At noon on October 22, 1929 on a re- 
turn trip from Grand Haven, she docked 
at Milwaukee harbor with 25 railroad 
cars. After unloading them, she began 
loading 27 eastbound freight cars for the 
return trip. At exactly 2:30 pm after the 
cars were secured by the use of restrain- 
ing jacks, clamps and chains, the crew 
was Surprised to see the engine room tel- 
egraph signal stand by. Surely Captain 
McKay wasn’t mad enough to test the 
lake in her present ill-tempered mood. 
Surprised? Yes. But no one questioned 
him then or even when he ordered the 
hawsers cast off, rang for half speed 
ahead and maneuvered his ship away 
from the dock. Men in the railroad’s 
trackside office and others working near- 
by couldn't believe their ears when they 
heard the ship’s departure whistle, then 
saw the big, greenish bulk of the Mi/wau- 
kee on a course that would take her from 
the safety of the harbor into the tempestu- 
ous northern winds. 

The last anyone saw of the Milwaukee 
was when the captain of the US Lightship 
95 logged her as passing to the north, 


pitching and rolling heavily, about three 
miles due east of the harbor entrance. He 
noted he only had her in view about 10 
minutes when she disappeared into the 
mist and rain. Forty-three years later she 
was discovered by divers John Steele 
and Kent Bellrichard in April 1972. 

The Milwaukee car ferry was built in 
1903 for the Manistique, Marquette & 
Northern Railroad by the American Ship 
Building Company in Cleveland, Ohio. 
She had a length of 338 feet and a beam 
of 56 feet, her gross registered tonnage 
was 2,933. She was powered by two tri- 
ple expansion engines. She was built as 
sturdy as possible because she had to 
handle heavy loads of up to 30 cars and 
navigate the treacherous lake year- 
round. She wasn't—and this was very im- 
portant later—equipped with wireless. In 
the fall of 1908 she was sold to the Grand 
Trunk, Milwaukee Car Ferry Line and put 
on the run between Grand Haven and 
Milwaukee to run alternately with the car 
ferry SS Grand Haven. 

There was serious concern expressed 
for her safety when she was 36 hours late 
and the Grand Trunk car ferry SS Grand 
Rapids, traveling the same route, docked 
at Grand Haven without sighting her. 

On the morning of October 24, 1929, 
the steamer Colone! spotted some 
wreckage off Racine, Wisconsin. It con- 
tained mattresses, furniture and quanti- 
ties of wood that had apparently been 


part of a deckhouse or cabin but could 
not be positively linked to the Milwaukee. 

By the next morning all doubts were 
erased when two crew members were 
found off Kenosha. Both were wearing 
life preservers marked SS Milwaukee. 
The following day provided more grim ev- 
idence. A lifeboat was found with four 
crew members—all dead from exposure. 

On October 27, a group from the South 
Haven Coast Guard station found a mes- 
sage case belonging to the ill-fated 
Steamer. Inside, on the official printed 
Stationary of the Grand Trunk car ferries, 
was a note. It said: 

“SS Milwaukee, October 22, 1929, 
8:30 pm. This ship is making water fast. 
We have turned around and are heading 
for Milwaukee. Pumps are working but 
the sea gate is bent in and can’t keep the 
water out. Flicker is flooded. Seas are 
tremendous. Things look bad. Crew roll is 
about the same as last payday. 

A.R. Sadon, Purser 

The flicker, mentioned by the purser, is 
seaman's jargon for the sleeping and liv- 
ing compartment. On the Milwaukee, it 
was under the car deck just aft the boiler 
and engine rooms. 

What had caused the Milwaukee to 
sink? How had her sea gate become bent 
in? Could the water in the flicker be attrib- 
uted to allowing the seas to wash over 
her deck unhindered? Perhaps the load- 
ed railroad cars worked free from their

restraints and slid into the gate, bending 
it, possibly ripping a hole in her hull and 
piling the cars on one side of the ship. 
Man would have to wait another 43 years 
for the answer—until divers located and 
surveyed the wreckage. 

The wreck of the Milwaukee is 10 miles 
northeast of Milwaukee in 125 feet of wa- 
ter. She sits upright on a mud and sand 
bottom, bow facing north, with her cabins 
crushed in. The rear pilothouse, or texas, 
was blown off when she sank and it lies 
east in about 150 feet of water. 

Taking a charter with an experienced 
captain is recommended because al- 
though the Milwaukee is a big wreck she 
can be pretty hard to find. A full wetsuit 
or drysuit is a must because lake waters 
at that depth range from 35 to 45°F year- 
round. Also take a dive light, not just for 
the nooks and crannies, but because the 
whole wreck gets rather dark that deep. 
If you are into photography a good strobe 
or two is a must. Visibility usually aver- 
ages eight to ten feet but it can jump to 
25 or 30 feet in late summer if the condi- 
tions are right. 

If you start your dive at the bow, you'll 
notice a large crack in the hull as you 
swim about 25 feet back. The crack starts 
at the bottom as a small V but owing to 
the incredible size of the wreck (40 feet 
from the bottom) it is cavernous at deck 
level. If you're diving in bad visibility it is 
very easy to be swimming along and go 
inside the wreck while thinking you are 
safely outside. When you want to end 
your dive and ascend you'll find you can't 
because of the steel deck above you. Let 
me add a word of caution here: This dive 
should be attempted by experienced 
wreck divers only. The depth, currents, 
limited visibility and twisted wreckage 
definitely make it an advanced dive. 

When you safely navigate to the other 
side of the crack (about 20 feet) you will 
find the cabins gone. Not to worry, 
they're still there, only crunched down. 
Many souvenirs can be had by carefully 
picking your way through the wreckage 
as the Milwaukee is not dived that often. 

If you drop down to the loading deck 
you will see four sets of railroad tracks 
and cars scattered all over. Some are still 
upright but many are off their tracks and 
others lie on their sides. Some of these 
cars contain bathroom fixtures, others 
contain automobiles. You'll find lots of 
chain and jacks used for clamping down 
the cars. Farther forward and down you 
come to the boiler and engine rooms. 
This latter is as large as a gymnasium 
with a tangle of pipes everywhere. Divers 
searching here could be rewarded but 
again, be careful, especially in bad visi- 
bility. A salvage diver cut a hole in the hull 
for easy access to this area but it may

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No More Ringing In The Ears

Rens in the ears has never been 
pleasant. Boxers who've taken too 
many punches to the head often have it. 
Veterans of jackhammer operation often 
have it. Heavy metal rock stars often 
have it. Even some divers have it—al- 


though whether this is from ‘‘too deep too 
long’ or is a result of hearing too many 
outrageous dive stories, is open to ques- 
tion. Whatever, whether of long or short 
term, ringing in the ears is unpleasant. 
Until recently, users of metal detectors

have had to put up with this problem 
while searching for valuables. It is called 
threshold tone and you hear it through 
the headphones of your detector steadily 
during your search. “‘Hits’’ (when your 
unit detects an object) are signaled by an 
increase in the volume of this tone. Gen- 
erally, you try to strike a balance between 
the threshold tone volume and the sensi- 
tivity of your search; the more you tune 
out the tone, the less sensitive your de- 
tector will be. This is no longer a problem. 
The 1280-X Aquanaut from Fisher M- 
Scope has no threshold tone. But, that’s 
only one of its innovative features. 

The Aquanaut is designed for use on 
land, in shallow water and underwater. 
Submersible to 250 feet, it incorporates 
an eight inch diameter searchcoil; adjust- 
able fiberglass shaft (33 to 49 inches); in- 
jection molded, factory sealed control 
box; and waterproof headset. All exterior 
components are corrosion resistant. Rug- 
ged, compact and sleek looking, the 
complete system with headset weighs 
only 5.1 pounds topside and has slight 
positive buoyancy underwater. That 
weight is distributed for the most comfort- 
able balance while in use, but the control 
console can be detached and worn on a 
belt clip topside if desired. 

Powered by eight AA cells (alkaline or 
carbon-zinc), the Aquanaut features 
advanced quartz crystal controlled elec- 
tronics.

ment console has three control knobs— 
sensitivity, discrimination and power/vol- 
ume—as well as an LED. Hits are indicat- 
ed by the LED as well as a tone, audible 
in the headphones. 

The Aquanaut offers two extra de- 
fenses against the intrusion of water. 
First, the battery chamber is completely 
separate from the electronics. If you for- 
get to tighten its O-ring sealed door, and 
it floods, merely wash. the chamber thor- 
oughly with fresh water and dry it. Then 
add new batteries. Second, the LED is 
Surrounded by desiccant grains, which 
will turn from blue to red if moisture en- 
ters the electronics case. This may allow 
you to do something about the water be- 
fore it permanently damages the unit. 

The volume control is set for personal 
preference. Naturally, the volume will 
need to be turned up louder for underwa- 
ter use, especially when the operator is 
wearing a hood. 

The sensitivity Knob is adjusted to tune 
out false signals caused by highly miner- 
alized soil or saltwater. It doubles as a 
battery test: With the volume set to about 
3, turn the sensitivity Knob counterclock- 
wise until it clicks off. The LED will glow 
steadily and a tone will be heard if the 
batteries are good. 

One advantage of the Aquanaut is 
once you Set the sensitivity for the gener- 
al environmental conditions encountered, 
it automatically adjusts for small vari- 
ances. You won't have to continually re- 


set the knob. 

The discrimination knob adjusts the de- 
tector to tune out trash items. For exam- 
ple, iron might be rejected at 3, bottle- 
caps at 4, pulltabs at 6 and aluminum 
screwcaps at 7. Depth penetration is 
somewhat dependent on the discrimina- 
tion setting. With it set on minimum, the 
Aquanaut will detect hits at maximum 
depth, but all metal types will register. 

The Aquanaut requires a slight motion 
of the searchcoil to detect hits. While the 
target response is fast, the coil should be 
moved slowly and in a regular pattern to 
examine an area thoroughly. Additionally, 
the coil should be kept parallel to the 
ground for consistent readings. 

Proper care of the Aquanaut includes 
a thorough rinsing with fresh water after 
use in the ocean, then air drying before 
storage. Make sure to rinse the screw 
head at the top of the hand grip where the 
control box slides on. 

The 1280-X Aquanaut retails for 
$649.95. It has a five year limited warran- 
ty and comes with a rugged, foam-lined, 
suitcase-style carrying case.

he very first piece of dive gear was 

probably a pair of goggles, very likely 
crudely fashioned of wood. The goggles 
evolved into masks over time, and the 
masks got larger and larger. When | took 
up diving almost 14 years ago, the mask 
| purchased had a big oval faceplate and 
black neoprene skirt. It had several dis- 
advantages. Chief among these was its 
large volume—! never was able to clear 
it completely. In fact, | would surface to

clear it only when the water inside started 
splashing in my eyes! As the mask aged, 
its neoprene skirt stiffened and began to 
deteriorate. It took me awhile to realize 
the reason my forehead hurt after | had 
been diving was a combination of a rigid 
mask skirt and 10 foot jumps off a boat. 

None of the problems | experienced 
with my first mask should be a problem 
for those certified in 1987. Masks today

tend to have low volume. The Mares 
Chroma, for example offers a wide angle 
of view similar to that of my old oval mask 
but, because of the way the skirt is con- 
structed, the lens fits close to the face. 
This results in a low volume mask that is 
easy to clear, has little drag and provides 
good downward vision. The soft, translu- 
cent skirt is formulated from pure liquid 
silicone. It has a double edged seal to

prevent leakage. Silicone doesn’t stiffen 
with age, as does neoprene, and will nev- 
er give you ring around the face. (This lat- 
ter is the reason | finally got rid of my oval 
mask.) The Chroma skirt has a nose 
pocket for easy equalizing. 

Although adjusting the strap of my first 
mask was a major production, this is not 
the case today. The Mares Chroma has 
unusual strap locks with no internal mov-

ing parts; they snap open and closed. A 
ridge on thé lock secures it agains! ridges 
on the strap so the strap can’t slip. Loos- 
ening the strap takes two hands, but 
tightening it is an easy, one-handed af- 
fair: Just pull on the strap end. THe strap 
is wider in the back and has oblong holes 
to help it slay in place when being worn. 

The Mares Chroma has a polycarbon- 
ate frame, available in blue, red or dark 
green with translucent silicone skirt and 
in red or blue with a graphite silicone 
skirt. Both models retail for $48. 

The perfect companion for the Chroma 
mask is the Mares Flex Stream snorkel. 
This has many features that are almost 
standard with today’s snorkels including: 
a contoured barrel that fits close to the 
head to eliminate drag; a silicone snorkel 
keeper; a purge valve to allow easy 
clearing; and a mouthpiece that swivels 
for custom positioning. The lower part of 
the barrel is corrugated, which makes it 
flexible. It stays away from the face when 
not in use. In the past, corrugation tended 
to reduce air flow and trap water. The 
Flex Stream, however, is only corrugated 
on the outside, inside it is smooth. The 
Flex Stream snorkel comes in blue/clear 
or red/graphite. It sells for $22.

take you awhile to find it in low visibility. 

If you swim toward the stern again you 
will find the infamous sea gate. It Is in- 
deed bent—but from the inside. It is also 
torn out by the roots and the starboard 
side is broken. If you swim outside the 
wreck you will see three or four cars on 
the bottom. One is even under the car fer- 
ry—there are wheels sticking out from un- 
derneath. The purser wrote that the sea 
gate was bent in, not out. Could he have 
meant the gate was bent by the sea? If it 
was done by the sea it would have been 
bent in, like he said. How did it get bent 
out? Maybe the cars loosened and 
pushed it out. Maybe she sank stern first 
and the cars rolled back, tearing the gate 
out and sinking to the bottom with the 
ship finally coming to rest on top of one 
of the cars. 

| asked John Steele—the man who 
originally found the wreck—and he made 





several interesting observations. In his 
opinion not all of the cars were chained 
down. Maybe the crew intended to com- 
plete the job during their passage but the 
sea was rougher than imagined and they 
were unable to do this. Some of the cars 
could have loosened and become mis- 
siles that battered the gate. ‘‘Since the 
Milwaukee was a coal burner,’ Steele 
said, ‘‘they used to fill the bunkers by run- 
ning a coal car up the tracks and dump- 
ing her into an open grate. With the sea 
gate bent, offering very little resistance to 
the tremendous waves, it is very likely the 
water washed over the deck and down to 
the coal bunkers, flooding them. The 
flicker, or crew quarters, is also below 
decks and not far away. The purser had 
noted they were flooded too.’’ Steele 
went on to say he believes this to be true 
since the partitions were made of wood 
and would have been swept away by the 
rushing water easily when she sank un- 
less they were flooded like he said. 

Today the SS Milwaukee rests in her 
watery grave but the controversy over 
her loss still rages today. Thanks to men 
like John Steele it centers around what 
made Captain Robert “Heavy Weather” 
McKay venture out into wild, storm 
tossed Lake Michigan on October 22, 
1929 when all the other boats stayed in 
DOrt. >t»

Qld Tales Are 
Sometimes True

he captain staggered down the path 

toward his vessel moored at the wa- 
ter’s edge. It had been an enjoyable eve- 
ning with female companionship and 
good whiskey. Now it was time to contin- 
ue his freight run up to Middleburg, Flori- 
da. Darkness didn’t bother him for he 
knew Black Creek like the back of his 
hand. His two crewmen untied the ropes 
and pushed the boat from shore as the 
engine fired up. With lanterns hanging 
from bow and stern the trade vessel 
headed upstream. A short time later the 
crew was asleep and the captain was 
groggy—his mind numbed by whiskey. 

Suddenly the boat entered a sharp 
bend known as Devil's Elbow. The cap- 
tain turned the wheel abruptly and over 
steered. The bow, stacked with goods, 
submerged for an instant and flooded. 
Seconds later the craft sank in 50 feet of 
cold black water. The crew, awakened by 
the sudden list, jumped overboard and 
swam out of the swirling vortex to the 
shore. The captain's body was never re- 
covered. A farmer nearby put the survi- 
vors up for the night. 

My diving companion first heard this 
story in 1957 from an old-timer who em- 
ployed him to recover sunken logs from 
Black Creek. When timber prices are 
high, many divers in the South log rivers 
for easy pocket money. We decided to 
check this tale out when there was noth- 
ing better to do. | had been on enough 
wild goose chases during the last few 
months searching for steamboats and 
Civil War vessels and finding nothing. 

As Memorial Day approached my part- 
ner called and said, ‘‘Howard, | just know 
it's there; let's take a stab at it.”’ | sug- 
gested we get one more experienced div- 
er to stack the odds in our favor. It was 
a warm, sunny day when we launched 
our boat at the Rideout Ferry ramp. 

Black Creek, by most people’s defini- 
tion, would be a mighty river. From hum- 
ble beginnings many miles west of Flori- 
da’'s famous Saint Johns river in the 
State's northeast corner, it flows east- 
ward until it joins with the aforementioned 
river. For much of its length it is 100 to 
200 yards across with normal channel 
depths near 30 feet. Tannic acid leached 
from tree roots in the swamps gives the 
water a deep black color, hence the 
name Black Creek. 

The town of Middleburg, at the fork in 
the creek, was founded during the Semi- 
nole Indian War (1835-1838). It was an 
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on plate re- 
covered from the Alert. Such items pro- 
vide clues to the identity of a wreck. 


important center of commerce until after 
the Civil War. Old-timers in this communi- 
ty have many tales about pirates, treas- 
ure and Indian activity along Black Creek. 

We dropped anchor at Devil’s Elbow. 
Staring at the mirror smooth black water, 
| had a gut feeling this was going to be a 
waste of time. The vessel, which was 
nameless, could be anywhere within a 
150 yard section of the creek, 100 yards 
wide at this point. Also, the story was at 
best thirdhand and my research had 
failed to find any record of a sinking at 
Devil's Elbow. Snagging the wreck with 
an anchor was hopeless as the creek 
was notorious for sunken logs and trees. 
From past dives | knew visibility was two 
feet with a light. 

‘Too bad we don't have a magnetome- 
ter,’ | said. 

“We are going to have to find this 
wreck the old fashioned way,’’ my part- 
ners replied. ‘‘Howard, you're pretty lucky 
at these things, go ahead and make the 
first search.” 

| thanked them for allowing me such an 
opportunity and donned my equipment. 

Once in the water Jack gave me a 
goodie bag (to put the ship in) and | de- 
scended into the inky blackness. At ten 
feet the last vestige of Florida sunlight 
vanished. My light pierced the darkness 
like a Star Wars saber. Moments later | 
reached bottom at 40 feet. | assessed the 
situation and found the current was bare- 
ly perceptible. A thin layer of silt covered 
a compacted sand bottom. 

Maintaining directional orientation was 
difficult. | crawled out of a mass of sunk- 
en trees at the channel edge and began 
a loose zigzag search pattern across the 
featureless landscape in mid-channel. 
Time passed. | was slowly going deeper 
and had no idea of my relative position to 
my partners, sunning themselves in the 
boat above. After 45 minutes my air was 
low (and so were my spirits) when, sud- 
denly, | ran into a wall of curved timbers. 
| had found it! Seconds later | swam up 
over the edge and dropped down onto 
the commode, a fitting place to secure a 
float for my hardworking buddies. 

Before surfacing | decided to do a 
quick survey. The wreck lay in 52 feet of

water, listing 30 degrees to starboard. 
The bow pointed downstream, indicating 
the vessel had turned around while sink- 
ing. She was about 45 feet long and the 
superstructure was missing. | surfaced 
and shouted the news to my partners. 
In 15 minutes the three of us were on 
this piece of submerged history. Stashed 
somewhere was supposed to be the cap- 
tain’s life savings in coins. We all agreed 
this time capsule would be explored ina 
careful, scientific manner. Because of the 
list the interior starboard side was buried 
in silt and sand. The first object | studied 
was the engine. It had two massive cylin- 
ders ten inches across and was obvious- 
ly gasoline powered—solid proof the ves- 
sel was lost after 1900. The engine was

constructed of iron, now covered with 
one-half inch of corrosion. There were 
two carburetors crafted from solid brass, 
one for each cylinder. All gauges, valves 
and tubing associated with the engine 
were brass and attached like Christmas 
ornaments. | spotted a brass rectangle on 
the side of one cylinder and carefully 
pried it off using my knife. 

Next to the engine were six objects 
covered with silt and clustered in a rec- 
tangle. Using my hand | fanned the silt. 
When visibility returned | saw six kero- 
sene lanterns, no doubt destined for a 
general store. The sheet metal construc- 
tion crumbled when touched. However, 
the clear glass globes were in mint condi- 
tion with the name Deitz embossed on 
each. | brought all six to the surface. 

To avoid decompression we limited our 
total down time to 100 minutes. My part- 
ners spent their time in the bow area of 
the wreck and found cases of medicine 
and sauce bottles still corked. One diver 
slipped a dozen inside his wetsuit and 
surfaced. The lack of water pressure 
allowed the well aged contents to pop the 
corks and inflicted painful burns on his 
skin. Scores of clear glass, pre-machine 
manufactured bottles were recovered. Al- 
so located were cases of canned goods, 
rusted and cemented together. 








Returning to the ramp we analyzed the 
situation. There was no doubt this wreck 
was the freight boat of which the old-tim- 
er had spoken. The pre-machine bottles 
plus the gas engine were proof the vessel 
sank during the early 1900s. The engine 
identification plate was engraved with fol- 
lowing: J.W. Lathrop Co, Manuf’s. of Ma- 
rine Gasoline Engines, Mystic, Conn., 
USA, 24 H.P. No. 7970. Our plan was to 
dive the site the next Saturday, bringing 
tools to help recover the antiquities. 

This excursion was very productive. | 
used my first tank removing the two solid 
brass carburetors. They were marvelous 
examples of early mechanical technology 
and in working condition. Each was em- 
bossed: The Schebler—Indianapolis, I|n- 
diana Pat. Oct. 14, 1902—proof our ves- 
sel was built no earlier than 1903. 
Another interesting object recovered was 
a brass oil pump with a glass tube to 
physically observe the oil flow. 

My partners located an electric genera- 
tor and many cases of glassware and re- 
covered the vessel’s mooring cleats. We 
used our remaining air looking for the 
Captain's savings, but to no avail. In frus- 
tration, one diver popped the rusty bolts 
holding the commode and brought it to 
the surface. He later turned this artifact 
into a planter. 

On subsequent dives we carefully ex- 
cavated the interior starboard side, bur- 
ied in silt, and found the vessel's com- 
pass, tools and a host of personal be- 
longings. Everyone exploring wrecks 
should realize the greatest concentration 
of antiquities will be found on the side to 
which the vessel lists and in all probability 
these will be buried. We did not find the 
money. | was still frustrated because we 
had not identified the craft. | believe that 
divers have a responsibility to identify 
ships they locate for two reasons: First, a 
vessel’s name adds historical meaning 
and value to the artifacts recovered and 
second, the ship becomes a meaningful 
piece of history to society at large. 

With this in mind and realizing that 
someone living in the area might know 
something related to the sinking | began 
interviewing old-timers near Middleburg. 
One old gentleman lit up when | men- 
tioned the sinking at Devil’s Elbow. 
‘Know all about it,’ he said. “| was a 
small boy, six years old, when them wet, 
cold men come to our door in the middle 
of the night. My daddy treated them right. 
Yes sir, that was back in December 
1919. That old boat was the Alert. That 
was her name, the Alert.”’ 


The following week | searched local mi- 
crofilm newspaper files but found nothing 
about the Alert. Here is a real lesson for 
divers: Don’t discount oral tales, for some 
are based in truth. Trade vessels like the 
Alert are scattered all over the nation in 
navigable waterways. Some are centu- 
ries old and most are not documented. 
Real diving adventure may be in your 
own backyard. >.

Excitement Of The 
Unexpected 
BY DAVID KASHIMBA 












.S. Navy Explosive Ordnance Dis- 

posal (EOD) teams identify, render 
safe and dispose of foreign and domes- 
tic, surface and underwater explosive 
ordnance. These services are typically 
performed aboard ships and at shore in- 
stallations throughout the world. They al- 
so support the EOD forces of the Army, 
Air Force, Marine Corps and designated 
civilian authorities. 

‘Navy EOD teams are often asked to 
assist local police forces,’’ NAS Alameda 
EOD technician HT1 Scott Warren said. 
“But in the Bay Area, most of the police 
forces have their own EOD teams. When 
we get a call from bay area police, it’s 
usually for military made ordnance or to 
locate a piece of evidence thought to be 
discarded in water.”’ 

When that water is the San Francisco 
Bay, the EOD diver has his work cut out 
for him. ‘The optimum visibility in the bay 
is from two to three feet,’ said NAS Ala- 
meda EOD chief Donny Oliver. Imagine 
trying to find a discarded gun used in an 
armed robbery. A report is received that 
someone was seen throwing something 
resembling a pistol into the bay in the 
Point Richmond vicinity. That may narrow 
it down a little, but it’s still like finding a 
needle in a haystack. 

‘When we get a call like that we simply 
go to the location with our diving equip- 
ment and start searching the bottom,”’

Warren said. ‘‘The bottom of the bay is all 
silt. You can't see anything so you have 
to feel your way. You always hope what 
youre searching for is sitting on top of 
the silt, otherwise you have to dig down 
into the muck.’’ 

“It's usually all feel and touch when 
we're dealing with underwater ordnance 
as well, said Oliver. ‘“‘During our diving 
and EOD training we learn the exact mea- 
surement of all the parts of our body: 
from tip of thumb to tip of index finger, 
from elbow to hand, knee to foot, etc. 
During training, the instructors would 
blindfold us before a dive. We would 
have to locate the ordnance, identify it 
and render it safe—all by touch and feel.”’ 

After passing a physical screening test

and 13 weeks of diving school, the EOD 
applicant then goes on to approximately 
one year of training in Naval School, Ex- 
plosive Ordnance Disposal in Indian 
Head, Maryland. In addition, EOD per- 
sonnel are parachute jump qualified. 
“The training is hard work,”’ said Oliver. 
“You start every morning with physical 
training, continuing all day and into the 
night with classroom and practical in- 
struction. An average training day lasts 
14 to 15 hours.”’ 

What are the incentives to join? An 
EOD technician does get $110 extra per 
month for demolition pay and $175 dive 
pay. But there are stronger incentives 
than money. ‘Before volunteering for 
EOD | was contemplating getting out of 
the Navy,’ Oliver said. It was then that Ol- 
iver heard about the professionalism of 
EOD. He’s been in EOD four years now 
and has no intention of leaving. It takes 
real commitment and professionalism 
just to get through the EOD training. “‘ 
like the excitement of the job,’ Oliver 
said. ‘Every day is different. You never

know what to expect.”’ 

Indeed, the excitement of the unex- 
pected is ever present in each EOD tech- 
nician. ‘‘The unexpected is exciting,’ 
Warren said. “‘But it also scares you. 
When we receive a Call, the caller usually 
blows the situation out of proportion. Our 
hearts are in our throats until we arrive at 
the scene. Usually it’s nothing—a de- 
fused WW II torpedo or a briefcase full of 
paper instead of a bomb.”’ 

But the danger is there often enough as 
Warren found out while serving in Hawaii. 
During WW |I the military used a small un- 
inhabited island for bombing practice 
runs. “‘A few years ago a fisherman 
found a 500 pound live bomb dud fired,’ 
Warren said. Dud fired simply means the 
bomb didn’t explode when it hit the wa- 
ter. “‘“When our EOD team started diving 


in the area, we found more than one 
bomb. By the time the operation was

over, approximately 70 bombs were 
found and detonated.” 

When a surface ordnance, such as a 
bomb, lands in water, EOD personnel 
treat it as underwater ordnance. If the 
ordnance is in deep water, time becomes 
a crucial factor. At 190 feet an EOD diver 
has only five minutes of bottom time. 
When working at such depths, one diver 
will descend, locate and try to identify the 
ordnance and come up in less than five 
minutes. Once on the surface, he ex- 
plains his findings to the next diver who 
then descends to continue the job. 

‘The last thing you want to do Is dis- 
arm any ordnance,’ Warren said. ‘You 
do as much as you can remotely. In most 
situations, once the ordnance is identified 
the next diver will descend, set time 
fused charges, return to the boat, move 
a safe distance away and then initiate the 
time charge.”’ 

But there are times when remote deto- 
nation is not possible. This is usually with 
surface ordnance in an area that can't be 
evacuated in time. ‘‘It’s times like this we 








really earn our pay,’’ Warren said. 

EOD personnel maintain all their own 
equipment, from caring for and packing 
parachutes to repairing a faulty regulator. 

Because of the nature of the job, stay- 
ing in top physical condition is essential. 
NAS Alameda’s EOD team is constantly 
training and making practice dives. ‘‘We 
train right here in the bay,’’ Oliver said, 
‘‘from the waters right here in Alameda to 
a 145 foot deep hole off Angel Island.”’ 

In addition to their day to day training, 
they have a mine recertification inspec- 
tion every two years and an operational 
readiness inspection every 18 months. 
“These inspections are like going 
through our dive and EOD training all 
over again,’ Oliver said. 

EOD personnel remain and advance in 
their respective ratings while working in 
EOD and remaining familiar with the new- 
est EOD procedures and equipment. 

When asked if he ever had a particular- 
ly hair raising experience, Chief Oliver 
said: ‘‘No, but | did have an experience 
that got my attention. We had a bomb 
threat call at a Naval hospital. During the

course of my search, | opened a utility 
closet and heard something ticking. That 
definitely got my attention,’ he said smil- 
ing. After searching the closet, he found 
the source of the ticking. Fortunately, it 
was a harmless timer someone forgot to 
turn off. 

One of the most difficult types of ord- 
nance is the homemade bomb. There is 
no end to the variation of tricks and traps 
that can be built into it. “If a homemade 
bomber really wants to get you, there's a 
good chance he will,’ said Warren. ‘‘For 
example, we usually X-ray homemade 
ordnance before touching it. This gives 
us a good idea of how it works. But, a 
homemade bomb can have an X-ray sen- 
sitive triggering device built in.”’ 

EOD is a volunteer program and as 
such it is special with special people. In 
those organizations where the volunteers 
must depend on one another, often in life 
and death situations, the people are even 
more special. The camaraderie that enve- 
lops the EOD community is found in few 
other places. >»

5 i school of silvery tarpon hovered in 
the huge coral canyon off Cayman’s 
wall—there must have been 100 or more. 
They casually parted and swam around 
and above us as we glided gently among 
them. Cathy knew that none of her 36 still 
photos could possibly convey the feeling 
of the graceful actions of these three foot 
tarpon. But Jim’s video camera recorded 
not only the beauty of these large fish, but 
their movements as well. 

Back aboard the Cayman Aggressor ll, 
we quickly dried off and headed to the 
saloon to see our video tape on the large 
TV monitor. We were soon reliving the 
dive as we watched the tarpon glide 
around us again. We slowed parts of the 
action, stopped and played several por- 
tions over again. We shared our excite- 
ment and stories of the dive with the other

divers, actually adding to the initial joy of 
swimming with those magnificent fish. 
We were getting more than just the 30 
minutes of bottom time with the tarpon; it 
was like making a second dive. The video 
tape was a real hit! 

You'll be amazed at how easy it is to 
shoot your first U/W video. You don't 
need to understand photography or com- 
plex electronics to enjoy it. You only need 
to set a few simple switches when you 
place the video camera inside the hous- 
ing. And underwater, you simply aim the 
camera at your subject and press the on/ 
off switch. 


When you see your first un- 
derwater video tape, you'll re- 
live all the highpoints of the 
dive. You'll see your buddy 
feeding the fish and will enjoy 


the movement, the action and 
the excitement. It won’t mat- 
ter how well you handled the 
camera, your first efforts will 
be exciting. 





You won't need to struggle with sys- 
tems that weigh 50 to 100 pounds in arr. 
Small 8mm camcorders, such as the 
sony CCD-M8U, and a housing, may 
weigh less than ten pounds in air. 

Since the video camera automatically 
adjusts itself for the correct exposure, 
you don’t have to bother taking exposure

meter readings or manually setting lens 
apertures. The camera responds almost 
immediately to changes in the brightness 
of the scene. Thus, even your first video 
will be properly exposed. 

The tape itself is simple; you merely 
purchase regular video tape cassettes. A 
still photographer, on the other hand, 
must plan ahead for lighting conditions 
and lens changes. He must choose the 
appropriate film for each U/W photo ad- 
venture. You, however, use the same 
tape for all of your video recording. 

You don't need video lights for most of 
your U/W recording, especially when you

are just getting started. In reasonably 
clear water, you will be amazed at what 
you can film with sunlight alone. Most vid- 
eo cameras will record in surprisingly dim 
conditions. Naturally, the brighter the 
sunlight, the better the image quality and 
the greater the depth of field. Later, when 
you are more experienced and wish to 
add more color to your pictures, espe- 
cially for your close-ups, you will prob- 
ably use an U/W movie or video light. 

With a wide angle camera/housing 
system, in bright lighting conditions, eve- 
rything you aim the camera at—from a 
few inches to infinity—will be in focus. 
You can film a friendly grouper only 
inches from the camera or entire divers 
three or four feet away. You don't have to 
guess at distance or worry about seeing 
a focused image without your prescrip- 
tion mask. In dim conditions, however, 
depth of field will be reduced. 

Video is finally within reach of the aver-

age sport diver. The size, weight and cost 
have all been reduced. Video technology 
has advanced to the point where amateur 
systems produce images that rival those 
produced by professional equipment just 
a few years ago. The resolution, contrast 
and color produced by the new camcord- 
ers on 8mm tape is amazing! 

lf all of this sounds so easy it may get 
boring—there is a tough part. Right now 
video is a novelty. Seeing oneself on the 
screen is exciting, regardless of the story 
line. But don’t be fooled by the technical 
ease of video. The creative challenge is 
in keeping your audience's interest after 
the first 15 minutes. As your experience 
with video expands, you will discover the 
advantages of improving your camera 
handling techniques, developing a story 
line, editing, adding music and perhaps 
even narration. This is the ultimate chal- 
lenge of video and will be a major part of 
Our Upcoming Series. > 


Video taping U/W is simple. There is no adjusting focus or calculating exposure. Record- 
ings as long as two hours can be made on one cassette and the tapes can be reused. 





ADVANTAGES 


When compared to Super-8 movies 
or still photography, U/W video offers 
many advantages: 

*One miniature 8mm cassette will 
record up to two hours of video im- 
ages. With Super-8, this would require 
approximately 40 rolls of film. That 
adds up to 40 film changes and 40 
rolls to process, edit and splice. 

“Airport X-rays don’t affect video 
tape, but metal detectors and strong 
magnetic fields may affect recordings 
on them. 

*The built-in microphones provide 
excellent sound recording. 

*You can play back your tape any- 
place that has a compatible VCR and 
TV set. We even showed one tape 
while our group was riding on a bus 
(which had a VCR and TV mounted 
above the windshield) in the Philip- 
pines. Seeing ourselves on TV was 
more fun than watching the driver’s 
regular tapes. 

*You don’t need to wait for film 
processing or set up complex projec- 
tion equipment. The tape can be car- 
ried unobtrusively to a party and only 
brought out upon request. (You might 
look too obvious showing up with two 
projectors, a dissolve unit and a sound 
system!) The guests may feel more at 
ease enjoying your video story on a 
TV screen as opposed to being 
trapped in a darkened room for slides 
or movies. Making copies for relatives 
or friends is also easy. 

*lf your U/W efforts are not as you 
wished, you will know right away and 
can simply re-use the tape. You don’t 
have the expense of wasted film. In 
fact, you can re-use the tape again 
and again. 


DISADVANTAGES 


Naturally, there are some disadvan- 
tages to video: 

*You need a power source to 
charge batteries and power TV equip- 
ment. You can’t hold the tape up to 
the sun and scan it to find the part you 
want to see. 

*A good quality Super-8 movie will 
be much sharper. 

*At this time, prints made from vid- 
eo tapes have much poorer quality 
than prints made from standard trans- 
parency or negative film. So if you 
want to sell photos to the print media, 
have a scrap book of your adventures 
sitting on the coffee table, or hang 
beautiful enlargements on your office 
wall, you must use a still camera. 

*If electronic gadgetry absolutely 
confounds you, you may find it frus- 
trating. A video camera is a fragile, 
complex piece of equipment—if you 
flood it, forget it.

lus to traverse the Arctic Ocean under the 
polar ice and literally cross the top of the 
world underwater. 

The difference between the habitat and 
the submarine is more than mobility. The 
submarine has a pressure hull that pro- 
tects the crew from the high pressures of 
the deep ocean. This allows them to work 
for extended periods of time at great 
depths without concern for decompres- 
sion sickness, inert gas narcosis or any 
of the other problems of chronic expo- 
sure to a high pressure environment. 

Among the problems encountered in 
submarine environments is maintaining 
clean air. This requires removal of carbon 
dioxide, carbon monoxide, volatile sol- 
vent vapors, cigarette smoke, cooking 
fumes and many other contaminants that 
might enter the air. 

The submarines that assisted in the re- 
covery of the Challenger and the finding 
of the Titanic were small. They carry a 
crew of only two or three persons, but 
must have the same life support functions 
built into them as those found on larger 
subs. The pressure inside a submersible 
is, again, one atmosphere. The submers- 
ible Alvin, which surveyed the Titanic, 
was at depths of 12,000-13,000 feet 
when it released the small robot Jason, 
Jr. to photograph the inside of the ship. 
Alvin was surrounded by a pressure of 
more than 5,000 pounds per square inch. 

The submersible that helped with the 
Challenger recovery was the Johnson 
Sea-Link. This small submarine usually 
carries two passengers and is unique in 
having the pressure hull made of clear 
acrylic plastic. The full field of view 
makes the Sea-Link especially good at 
performing visual searches in waters 
where the visibility is good, such as the 
Atlantic coastal zone of Florida. 

Single person, one atmosphere suits 
are also being used for deepsea explora- 
tion. The prototype suit, called JIM after 
its inventor, allows one person to move 
freely on the seafloor. Like all other sub- 
marines, JIM has a pressure hull and a 
life support system. Its working time is 
somewhat less than larger vehicles, but 
its mobility allows a single person to per- 
form useful tasks to depths of 1,500 feet. 

Newer submersibles are being devel- 
oped that use the acrylic sphere for ex- 
tended visibility and are designed to be 
‘‘flown’’ underwater much like a small air- 
plane. These vehicles show promise of 
opening up the deepsea regions to fur- 
ther exploration and visits by sport and 
scientific diver-submariners. The future of 
deepsea exploration will depend much 
on these newer small, mobile sub- 
marines. When they arrive in quantity, all 
of us will have an opportunity to visit the 
deep ocean in a one atmosphere, shirt 
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sleeve environment. One of these can be 
found at present in Grand Cayman, 
where you can visit the deep reefs in a 
true submersible. Such is the future of 
our diving world. »#%

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hile Subatec may be a new name to 

American underwater photogra- 
phers, it is well known among Europeans. 
In Lausanne, Switzerland, this company 
has been in business 14 years, specializ- 
ing in the manufacture of underwater 
strobes, movie lights, video and profes- 
sional diving lights. 

The S100 is just one of four different 
strobe models. This Swiss import offers 
some special features that may be just 
what you are looking for. This model is a 
big gun strobe packaged in a compact 
case. It has a power rating of 150 watt/ 
seconds and a wide angle coverage of 
96 degrees. It is right up there with most 
of the heavy duty American built strobes. 

The Subatec case is constructed of 
heavy duty aluminum with a gold ano- 
dized finish both inside and out. Cylindri- 
cal in shape, this case is 3.5 inches in di- 
ameter and 6.12 inches long. It is a tough 
little package rated to a depth of 500 feet. 
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A Swiss Import With Special Features

The S100 has high quality craftsmanship 
with fine tooling and professional design. 
The $100 is a rechargeable unit, pow- 
ered by five C-cell nickel cadmium batter- 
ies. The neat thing about this strobe is the 
rechargeable batteries can be removed 
and replaced by alkaline batteries should 
the unit flood or should you be in a re- 
mote area where charging is not possi- 
ble. These Swiss think of everything. 

The front of the strobe features a 3.25 
inch diameter flash reflector and a circu- 
lar flash tube. The circular tube is de- 
signed to give a more even distribution of 
light. A dome port helps achieve the ex- 
treme wide angle coverage. 

The S100 is a standard manual expo- 
sure control strobe, which means that it 
is non TTL. This model is specifically for 
those U/W photographers who are not 
interested in automatic strobes. Subatec, 
however, does build a TTL version— 
called the S200—but that’s another story. 

We began this report by hinting that

this Subatec strobe has some unique fea- 
tures, and that is a fact. The first notewor- 
thy feature is the color temperature out- 
put. It is rated for 4,500° Kelvin, which is 
exceptionally warm. Most underwater 
electronic flash units are rated between 
5,400 and 5,/00° Kelvin, so you can see 
there is a big difference. This warm color 
temperature helps to produce richer reds 
and oranges and much warmer flesh 
tones, even when photographing divers 
four to five feet away. 

Another major feature of the S100 is its 
multi-oower modes. There are four of 
them: full, one-half, one-quarter and one- 
eighth. Each power setting is one f/stop 
less than the previous one, thus giving 
you a full four f/stop range of lighting 
control. It is the kind of feature for which 
professional photographers lust! 

Impressed? Well, there is more. You 
can have all four power modes with or 
without a focusing light. And, all of this 
control is built into one rotary switch on 
the back of the strobe. By turning this 
clockwise you obtain any desired power 
mode without the modeling light. How- 
ever, if you turn the switch counterclock- 
wise you get both the modeling light and 
the desired power mode. This is the only 
control switch on the entire strobe. 

One additional note on the modeling 
light. It is a flood lamp rather than a spot- 
light. Also, two bulbs can be used; a 10 
watt or a more powerful 20 watt. Running 
time with the 10 watt bulb can be up to 75 
minutes and the brighter bulb lasts about 
one-half that time. The modeling light is in 
the center of the flash reflector, thus giv- 
ing you an accurate representation of the 
flash's area of coverage. 

While we are on the subject of power 
modes we might also mention the S100 
has a very quick recycle time. On full 
power it will recycle in four seconds and 
at one-eighth power it recycles in one 
second. The ready light is a bright red 
LED with a magnifier port, just below the 
power mode switch. 

As for number of flashes, the S100 is 


impressive. At full power it will deliver 
150 flashes, which is approximately four 
rolls of 36 exposure film. That is not bad 
for a compact strobe. At one-eighth pow- 
er the output increases to 500 flashes. 

One more amazing feature of this 
strobe is the wide variety of charging 
units available. The S100 comes stana- 
ard with an international charger that will 
operate on either 110 or 220 volts; either 
90 or 60 cycles and 12 volt DC. It will 
work anywhere in the world. Charging 
time is eight to nine hours. There is also 
a 12 volt cigarette lighter adapter avail- 
able as an accessory for $16. Charging 
time is approximately the same as it is 
with the wall unit. 

The charger that really swept me off my 
feet is a solar panel that operates off sun- 
light. This will fully charge the batteries in 
10 hours. It is an optional accessory that 
sells for approximately $175. 

There are two flash arm and camera 
tray choices available for use with the 
S100. The modular version is a four joint- 
ed tubular arm that sells for $175. My fa- 
vorite, however, is a straight telescopic 
arm that sells for $125. It is a little more 
compact and the arm can be removed 
from the camera tray. 

One more interesting option is a slave 
sensor adapter that will convert the S100 
into a slave unit. This adapter screws on- 
to the Nikonos end of the sync cord, thus 
converting it from a manual firing strobe 
to a slave only unit. The sensor adapter 
sells for $89. 

Subatec’s S100 may not be for every- 
one, as this is not an inexpensive unit. It 
is a highly professional strobe with a 
number of very unique and specialized 
features. The strobe, with standard char- 
ger, sells for $775.

n the past, scientists had to grope blind- 

ly into the depths with instruments at the 
ends of long lines. This kind of ‘‘re- 
search’ has been compared with study- 
ing life on earth from an airship hovering 
above a dense cloud cover and lowering 
baskets, nets, grapnels or remotely oper- 
ated instruments to the surface. 

A few U/W researchers were able to 
observe life in situ by peering out of small 
portholes in cramped steel bells, slung 
from restricting steel wires. Others stud- 
ied marine life as best they could while 
floating on the surface and peering down 
into the water for a few meters. In spite of 
these restrictions, some excellent, al- 
though limited, findings were made. 

In the 1950s ocean research began to 
change. Sport diving equipment and 
techniques were adapted to use by ma- 
rine scientists. Underwater photography 


and television capabilities reached a 
point they could contribute to a project. 
Knowledge of diving physiology permit- 
ted excursions into deeper water for 
longer periods. Remotely controlled in- 
struments permitted still greater penetra- 
tion of the marine world. But, researchers 
could remain submerged for such a short 
time they could take only a quick look or 
a short series of photographs or video re- 
cordings. Then came saturation diving 
from submerged habitats. 

The National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA) Diving Manual 
states, ‘““Saturation is a term denoting a 
state in which the diver’s tissues have ab- 
sorbed all the nitrogen or other inert gas 
they can hold at that particular depth. 
Once saturation has occurred, the 
amount of decompression time required 
at the end of the dive does not increase

if the diver spends additional time at that 
depth.” In a saturation mode a diver usu- 
ally works out of a habitat the atmosphere 
of which is maintained at a pressure 
nearly equal to the ambient water pres- 
sure. Again, from the NOAA Diving Manu- 
al: ‘‘The term habitat is usually applied to 
a pressure or ambient pressure vessel 
placed on the floor of the ocean that pro- 
vides support, comfort and the base of 
operations for the divers and support 
equipment.’’ The use of a habitat for life 
support for the conduct of saturation div- 
ing permits almost unlimited time at depth 
with only one, usually long, decompres- 
sion schedule at the end of the dive. Be- 
cause of this one ascent mode of decom- 
pression following several days of satura- 
tion, the risk of decompression sickness 
is greatly reduced when compared to the 
many repetitive dives that would be re- 
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quired to attain the same number of 
hours of underwater work. 

In addition, by using saturation diving 
equipment and techniques, the scientists 
can study the marine world 24 hours per 
day for weeks and sometimes longer. 
Limited excursions into either deeper or 
shallower water can be made without 
some of the physiological problems en- 
countered in conventional diving. With 
proper planning and conduct of a mis- 
sion, scientists and their habitat can be- 
come part of the marine environment. 
They are no longer intruders. 

In 1985, marine scientist Laurie San- 
derson wrote, “‘At this very moment, | am 
sitting in the underwater habitat Hydrolab. 
I've been working here with three other 
scientists for a week. We are now in the 
ninth hour of a 16 hour decompression 
schedule following our seven days of sat- 
uration diving at a depth of 50 feet.’’ San- 
derson was part of a team of four, includ- 
ing the principal investigator, Dr. Kenneth 
P. Sebens, director of the Marine Sci- 
ence and Maritime Studies Center at 
Northeastern University, Boston, Massa- 
chussetts. The other scientists working 
from the underwater habitat were Dr. 
Richard Aronson and Dr. Mark Patterson. 

The principal mission of the Hydrolab 
crew was to study the effects of water 
flow on coral respiration and productivity; 
the kind of study that required 24 hours 
per day observation and instrumentation. 
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Such a project could best be conducted 
from a saturation system in which divers 
could be fed and housed in reasonable 
comfort for extended periods of time. Ac- 
cording to Sanderson, ‘‘During our seven 
days of research U/W, we accomplished 
the equivalent of one year or more of sur- 
face-based diver research activities.”’ 

In addition to the principal research 
project of Drs. Sebens and Patterson, Dr. 
Aronson and Sanderson made observa- 
tions on the foraging relationships be- 
tween yellowhead wrasses and goatfish. 
“It appears that yellowhead wrasses, 
which usually eat invertebrates off rocky 
surfaces, follow goatfish to sand patches 
where the wrasses feed on different spe- 
cies of invertebrates that are exposed as 
the goatfish excavate.’’ Sanderson add- 
ed, ‘This behavior makes an extra cate- 
gory of food resources available.”’ 

Sanderson’s interest in the marine 
world began at the age of six or seven 
when she became fascinated with sea- 
shells while living in Hawaii. Her diving 
career began in the mid-1970s. Again, 
her primary interest was seashells. It 
wasn't long, however, until other marine 
sciences attracted her. She finally settled 
On a career in marine biology and re- 
ceived a master’s in biology from Har- 
vard in 1984. She expects to complete 
her Ph.D. thesis research in 1987. She 
told me, ‘For my thesis | am studying the 
anatomy and functioning of fish jaws and 
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how this relates to the fish’s choice of 
food.’’ She selected Hawaiian fishes for 
her study because she had spent so 
much time observing them in the field. Al- 
oO, ‘I’ve been keeping Hawaiian fishes in 
aquariums in the lab at Boston where I’ve 
been using very fine wire electrodes con- 
nected to instruments to determine which 
muscles are used during feeding.”’ 

Sanderson’s comment, ‘‘Underwater 
habitats are such wonderful research fa- 
cilities,’’ reflects the opinion many marine 
scientists have had for more than 20 
years. The concept of saturation diving in 
a dry habitat is neither new nor limited to 
marine science. Dr. Albert Behnke sug- 
gested, in a report in 1942 (Effects of 
High Pressure; Prevention and Treatment 
of Compressed Air Illness) that, ‘lt would 
appear advisable to keep men at work on 
a job continuously under pressure.”’ 

Some saturation dry dives were made 
as early as 1945 in chambers to test cer- 
tain aspects of decompression tables. 
The late Dr. George Bond (Captain, Medi- 
cal Corps, U.S. Navy) suggested, in 
1957, that saturation diving would in- 
crease diver safety and capability. But, it 
was not until 1962 that actual saturation 
diving from a dry habitat began in the 
open sea. 

From 1962, when Bond conducted the 
first experiments in saturation diving, to 
1978, a total of 15 nations had carried out 
saturation diving programs, some from 
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=> Ocean Technology Systems

land-based facilities and some from sub- 
merged saturation habitats. Saturation 
depths for these programs ranged from 
26 to 2,000 feet. Originally, both the com- 
mercial diving industry and the U.S. Navy 
devoted a considerable amount of their 
research and tests on deep (500 to 2,000 
fsw) saturation diving. Both, but particu- 
larly the commercial diving industry, are 
now thinking in terms of saturation dives 
from 200 feet and deeper. NOAA, on the 
other hand, concentrated its efforts in sat- 
uration diving at depths ranging from 40 
to 300 fsw. 

Built in 1966, Hydrolab was not the first 
saturation dive system, but it was the first 
system constructed specifically for ocean 
research programs. Only one year after 
Bond’s chamber saturation tests with ani- 
mals and, eventually, humans, inventor 
Edwin Link developed and tested his sat- 


uration diving cylinder. Link himself was _ 


the first diver to use his saturation sys- 
tem. In August 1962 Link made a dive 
that lasted eight hours at a depth of 60 
feet. But, it was diver Bob Stenuit, work- 
ing with Link, who became the first 
‘“aquanaut,’’ a person who remained un- 
derwater for longer than 12 hours to be- 
come completely saturated. During his 
saturation dive at a depth of 200 feet, 
Stenuit made excursion dives to both 
shallower and deeper depths. 

Then came Conshelf | in 1962 and 
Conshelf Il in 1963, both French efforts. 
Link’s ambitious Man-in-the-Sea II satura- 
tion dive to 400 feet was made in 1964. 
These efforts were followed quickly by 
the U.S. Navy with its Sealab | tests, also 
in 1964, and Sealab Il in 1965. Conshelf 
Ill and Sealab Ill were also completed in 
1965. Commercial diving companies be- 
gan developing systems that culminated 
in saturation dives to 135 and 205 feet in 
Smith Mountain Dam in Virginia. 

One of the advantages of Hydrolab 
was that it was simply designed and easy 
and inexpensive to operate. The principal 
structure was a 16 x 8 foot cylindrical 
chamber. It was first developed in 1966 
by Perry Submarine Builders, Inc., in con- 
sultation with Edwin Link and Florida At- 
lantic University, who eventually became 
owners and operators of the unit. Follow- 
ing some operational difficulties, the habi- 
tat was modified in 1967 to nearly its 
present configuration. After a complete 
refurbishing in 1970, Hydrolab was 
moved to Grand Bahama Island where it 
was used for seven saturation dive 
schedules in 1971. In the period from 
1972, well into 1975, NOAA supported 
nearly 100 missions based in Hydrolab. 

An unattended, self contained life sup- 
port, twin-hulled barge floats at the sur- 
face near the Hydrolab. All life support, 
including electrical power, high and low 
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pressure air, and water is supplied to the 
aquanauts through an appropriate tube. 
Decompression is conducted within the 
habitat when the dive program is done. 

NOAA purchased Hydrolab in late 
1977 and, following major refurbishing, 
moved the system to the West Indies Lab- 
oratory, Fairleigh Dickinson University, 
St. Croix, U.S. Virgin Islands, where it re- 
mained operational until its decomission- 
ing in 1985. According to NOAA, ‘‘Hydro- 
lab was the world’s only scientific satura- 
tion diving habitat.’ This unique undersea 
dwelling was in the apex of a submarine 
canyon on St. Croix’s north shore at a 
depth of 50 feet. By utilizing saturation 
diving, teams of four aquanauts could 
spend up to two weeks living U/W. 

Certainly the principal advantage of 
saturation diving is the dramatic increase 
in underwater working time. For example, 
a diver working from the surface is limited 
to 100 minutes at 50 feet on an initial dive 
while a Hydrolab aquanaut can work as 
long as necessary at this depth without 
decompression, provided he/she returns 
to the habitat. 

Another distinct advantage is excur- 
sion dives to greater or lesser depths can 
be made without decompression, again 
provided the aquanaut stays within cer- 
tain limits and returns to the habitat with- 
out surfacing. In her letter, Sanderson ex- 
plained, ‘We have been able to spend 
three to five hours per day scuba diving 
with excursions as deep as 150 feet.’’

Surface support crews provided twin alu- 
minum 80 cubic foot dive cylinders for 
their ventures away from the habitat. 
Comparable diving from the surface 
would require hours of decompression 
time and a considerable risk of decom- 
pression sickness. 

One feature of Hydrolab is best de- 
scribed by Sanderson. ‘‘We have a lovely 
three foot diameter porthole at one end of 
the habitat and it provides hours of enjoy- 
ment. It is like watching an aquarium in 
which someone is always changing the 
fish population.’’ As an afterthought, she 
wrote, ‘‘Actually, | believe we are on dis- 
play and the fish keep swimming past us 
out of curiosity.’’ She also remarked, 
‘One of the four of us must be awake and 
on watch at all times to monitor the com- 
pressed air, instruments and to maintain 
radio contact (through the umbilical and 
the surface barge) with the onshore base. 
On one of my first morning watches | saw 
my first U/W sunrise—impressive!”’ 

For the first time ever, a personal com- 
puter was installed in a habitat and con- 
nected directly to instruments in the test 
area. Dr. Mark Patterson designed and 
built the system for this research project. 
An Apple lle microcomputer with appro- 
priate interfaces was installed in Hydro- 
lab. A Planar solid state electrolumines- 
cent screen was used instead of the con- 
ventional screen. The electroluminescent 
screen was used because of danger of a 
conventional monitor with a picture tube 





(similar to a regular TV tube) imploding 
from the pressure in the habitat. 

What were living conditions like in Hy- 
drolab? Sanderson said, ‘‘Hydrolab 
lacked any restroom facilities—quite a 
drawback! This will be remedied in the 
new habitat. A hookah was available for 
the inevitable trips outside for what the 
Hydrolab staff refer to as ‘physiological 
housekeeping.’ Freshwater showers 
were taken over the open hatch into the 
sea. Meals were brought to us daily in 
pots (modified paint sprayers that could 
be pressurized) in sealed plastic bags. A 
small hot plate was provided in the habi- 
tat and we warmed the food in boiling wa- 
ter.’ She later admitted, ‘‘! feel I’m only 
giving you a glimpse of the rather com- 
plex operation of the habitat.” 

Candidates for the use of Hydrolab 
spend three days studying the 71 page 
Hydrolab Operations Manual and in as- 
similating information concerning the 
habitat facility, its operational procedures 
and the physical environment in which it 
is located. ‘‘Research programs are op- 
erated with military precision and, fortu- 
nately, a sense of good natured humor,’ 
Sanderson wrote. Underwater areas are 
carefully delineated on the ocean bottom 
and divers must know precisely where 
they can go and what areas are off limits 
as well as where the emergency facilities 
are and how to use them. And, they must 
follow the rules for safe diving. Hydrolab

Thrills and Chills 
Canadian Style

f you missed dipping yourself in 31°F 

waters for the 23rd Annual Ice Floe 
Race down the treacherous Trent Canal 
near Peterborough, Ontario, Canada, you 
missed the greatest diving event on the 
North American continent. 

Perhaps challenged only by white wa- 
ter runs for thrills and chills, last year’s 
two mile race was sponsored by the Tri- 
dent Underwater Club of Peterborough. It 
was attended by 628 divers from the Mid- 
west and Canada. 

Teams of 10-20 men and women wres- 
tled 16 foot floes nearly two feet thick

across the swift currents of the canal sys- 
tem of the Otonabee River toward a finish 
line a few yards short of a dam. The trick 
was to place first in the timed event with- 
out being crushed or swept under the ice 
that jutted out from shore. 

Thousands of spectators—who arrived 
in campers, trucks, cars and motor- 
homes—lined the course. 

Coordinated by John and Heather 
Caldwell, members of Peterborough’'s 
Trident Dive Club, the two days of carni- 
val-like activity included a costume ball 
Saturday night. This drew more than 
1,000 revelers, some dressed as Vikings 
in horned helmets and bearskin robes. 
Others included clowns, nightclub acts in 
tights and top hats, hunters, Indians, etc. 
The Toronto vice squad arrived in drag, 
complete with long black hose, garter 
belts and voluptuous bosoms. 

The presentation party, following the 
Sunday race, was a duplication of the 
previous night's celebration. A highlight 
of the party was the exchange of club 
buttons and T-shirts. 

Thirty-six clubs from Michigan, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and Canada participated in 
the race. The heavy fog covering the Mid- 





west during the weekend reduced the an- 
ticipated attendance of many teams from 
llinois, Ohio, Michigan and other Great 
Lakes states. 

For the statisticians, the race was won 
in the record time of 20.46 minutes by the 
Canadian Sub Aqua Club of Toronto. The 
Port Maitland Divers followed with a time 
of 28.22 minutes and the friendly Metro- 
pol cops of Toronto were third with 29.7 
minutes. Slowest and coldest was the 
Ontario Underwater Club, timed at one 
hour and two minutes. 

American clubs were in the top third 
with the Wreck Shooters of Mt. Clemens, 
Michigan, timed at 32.22 minutes fol- 
lowed by the Ford Sealancers of North- 
ville, MI, 32.28 minutes; Bruno’s Dive 
Club of Mt. Clemens, 33.41 minutes; Aq- 
ua Amigos of Cleveland, Ohio, 32.24 
minutes; North Coast Divers of Lake- 
wood, Ohio, 36.44 minutes; Tri State Div- 
ers of Mars, PA, 40.27 minutes; and the 
Pittsburgh (Pennsylvania) Explorers, 
42.29 minutes. 

In addition to trophies awarded to the 
three fastest teams, the all-female Ottawa 
Beavers Scuba Club took first place 
among women’s teams with 30.31 min- 
utes. The women, by the way, beat out 
most of the other squads. 

The Pittsburgh Explorers walked off 
with first place in the costume competi- 
tion followed by the Super Turtles of To- 
ronto and the Tri State club of Mars, PA.

Best Participation award went to the To- 
ronto Police; Unique Propulsion, Port 
Maitland Divers; Best Female Participa- 
tion, Super Turtles of Toronto; and Best 
Club, Metropol of Toronto. 

Wet and drysuits, diving gear and a 
motorized underwater sled were among 
the dozens of prizes given away. 

Volunteers from the Trident Club spent 
Saturday morning with power saws cut- 
ting the 20 inch ice into chunks 16 x 12 


feet and poking them apart to keep them 
from refreezing. 

“The purpose of the event is to have 
fun,’ John Caldwell explained when it 
was noted that some floes were larger 
than others. ‘“We measure them by stag- 
gering and stumbling.’’ 

The course stretches between locks 23 
and 24 of the Trent Canal system, joining 
the Otonabee River. The floes rest in a 
dead area, remaining intact and out of the

swift current while the clubs turn their in- 
dividual hunks of ice into floats such as 
Egyptian slave ships, flags, huge replicas 
of dive gear, Viking and clown displays. 
Everything must be removed and ferried 
to shore at the finish line before reaching 
the dam site. 

Propulsion of the floes is left to the 
imagination of the teams, but electric mo- 
tors and gas engines are not allowed.

it becomes a matter of paddling like the 
devil toward the finish line, marked with 
a dive flag and hot soup.

It has a population of more than 
85,000 with a college and air, train and 
bus depots as well as friendly people. 

The 1987 race is scheduled for the 
third weekend of March and those clubs 
interested in participating may contact 
John and Heather Caldwell, General De- 
livery, Westwood, Ontario, Canada 3BO0;

regulations apply to all diving operations 
conducted from the shore base and/or 
utilizing Hydrolab equipment. Use of 
shore based equipment must not inter- 
fere with support of the saturated team. 

In its 20 year history, Hydrolab played 
host to more than 150 missions that in- 
volved hundreds of aquanauts. In 1985 
the unit was retired; it was moved to the 
Smithsonian Institution’s Museum of Nat- 
ural History in 1986. According to offi- 
cials, it was the largest manmade object 
ever moved into the museum. Hydrolab 
was placed on a platform with rollers and 
then pushed through the mall doorway 
from which workers had removed all four 
entrance doors and posts. 

The usefulness of a saturation habitat 
has been demonstrated many times in 
military, research and commercial diving 
endeavors. It seems important to me that 
habitats be developed for each of the 
several fields of work, but particularly so 
in research diving where truly productive 
work often depends on 24 hour per day 
observation and instrumentation—a regi- 
men not possible with surface diving. 

The original Hydrolab is gone, but 
NOAA is replacing it with a new, larger 
unit appropriately named the George F. 
Bond. In June 1986 the George F. Bond 
was still in drydock. The system will com- 
mence trial operations in Salt River Can- 
yon early this year. 

A NOAA brochure states, ‘“‘NOAA’s 
Undersea Research Program targeted re- 
search priorities critical for the under- 
standing, preservation and management 
of U.S. coastal waters: 1) Primary pro- 
duction and nutrient cycling; 2) Fisheries 
physiology and harvesting impact; 3) Ma- 
rine pollution; 4) Seafloor properties and 
processes; 5) Ocean services such as 
diving medicine, instruments, archaeolo- 
gy and marine monitoring. Hydrolab facil- 
ities have supported research relevant to 
the Caribbean in these areas.”’

ple seasonings will provide your already 
exciting cuisine a finishing touch. 

Depending on how you prefer to fry it, 
either whole or filleted, dressing the fish 
for the pan is a quick process. When pre- 
paring the fish whole, hold it firmly under 
running water. Position the scaling knife 
vertical to the fish, drawing it from the tail 
to the head, scraping the scales as you 
go. Then cut along the belly from the pel- 
vic fins to the anal fins. Remove and dis- 
card the entrails. Next, cut behind the 
gills and collarbone to remove the head. 
Remove the dorsal fin by cutting the flesh 
along both sides, then with a quick pull 
toward the head, remove the fin and root 
bones. Remove the rest of the fins in the 
same manner. Skinning the fish is easy. 
Try holding it by the head, and with a 
sharp knife, free a corner of the skin near 
the head. Pull the skin gently toward the 
tail, removing all the skin from one side. 
Repeat the same for the other side. 

Filleting the fish is much simpler. Using 
a sharp fillet knife, cut from behind the gill 
arch along the dorsal fin, separating the 
flesh from the backbone. Then, slide the 
knife between the skin and flesh at the 
tailfin, removing the skin from the meat. 
Repeat the same procedure on the other 
side. Try not to puncture the entrails and 
avoid severing the skin while slicing the 
fillet. When this procedure is done prop- 
erly, you should have two very clean fil- 
lets, with very little waste or bones. Now 
you are ready for pan frying! 

Pan frying fillets, steaks, or whole fish 
will be most successful if you have a skil-

let that distributes heat evenly. Choose a 
batter for your fish that’s simple and light. 
Try soaking the fish in whipped milk and 
egg, then roll the fillet in your choice of 
ground bread or cracker crumbs, flour, 
cornmeal or wheatgerm. For an added 
touch, sprinkle the fillet with chopped 
walnuts, filberts or almonds. In a wide fry- 
ing pan, heat either oil or butter until it 
foams, but doesn’t brown. Then add as 
many fish pieces to the pan as will fit with- 
out overcrowding. 

Turn each piece carefully with a large 
spatula until both sides are golden 
brown. Slice one large onion thinly and 
sauté with mushrooms in lemon juice and 
butter. Sprinkle the mixture lightly over 
the fish. For cheese dipped snapper, add 
grated parmesan cheese and lightly add 
slivers of green peppers and onion sau- 
téed in butter and accompanied with a 
zesty tartar SAUCE. >t

though not yet a household word, 
U.S. Tech is a major producer of scu- 
ba gear. Buoyancy compensators, regu- 
lators and gauges, all from OEM compa- 
nies, are offered under the U.S. Tech 
banner. The entire product line is Ameri- 
can made. At the present time, it is avail- 
able only through Berry Scuba, but if de- 
mand develops, U.S. Tech products will 
be sold through other dive stores as well. 
Three regulators are currently offered, all 
named after NASA space probes: Rang- 
er, Explorer and Vanguard. The top-of- 
the-line Vanguard comes with either a sil- 
icone or black rubber covered second 
stage and is the subject of this report. 
The Vanguard’s compact first stage is 
a balanced, flow-through piston design, 
with a stainless steel piston and spring. 
Four low pressue ports are on a swivel, 
which will feel tight to the first time user. 
Once the system is pressurized, how- 
ever, it lhosens up and moves more free- 
ly. But it is still tight enough to prevent 
hose flop when doffing or donning equip- 
ment. There are two high pressure ports, 
providing a choice of right or left sided 
placement for the submersible pressure 
gauge and console. Seven ambient pres- 
Sure openings encircle the first stage 
body. The diameter of the openings is 
small, to prevent entry of large sand 


grains and other contaminating particles 
into the piston chamber. 

The second stage body is chromed 
stainless steel, with a rubber cover held 
in place by a plastic retaining ring. It can 
be removed for cleaning by slipping a 
screwdriver into the notch on the bottom 
of the ring and prying it off. An advantage 
of the flexible cover is that you can press 
anywhere on it for purging. 

The logo on the front says Aris, which 
stands for Air Regulating Injection Sys- 
tem. This refers to an aspiration tube that 
directs the airflow toward the mouth- 
piece, initiating the venturi action that pro- 
vides maximum flow at lower inhalation 
effort. A hinged balance weight rests 
against the exhaust valve when the diver 
is in a head down position. This is de- 
signed to eliminate water leaking past or 
air escaping from the exhaust valve when 
descending. In practice, there was a 
slight airflow on descent (see test report), 
but this is a characteristic of most regula- 
tors and is not objectionable. There was 
no water leakage. 

Testing regulators for SKIN DIVER isn't 
all it’s cracked up to be. It is usually done 
in cold, deep water, with a long checklist 
that Keeps you busy writing on a slate in- 
stead of watching the scenery. The test 
unit is attached to one side of a Y-shaped 


slingshot valve, with a reference regu 
tor on the other. Its performance is co 
pared with a model intended for the sa 
market segment. Sometimes, subs 
quent tests are done with an ultra-hi 
performance model to sort out any am 
guities. You've got to breathe it down 
low tank pressure to see how it reac 
but that comes quickly because a lot 
alr is wasted doing freeflow and hea 
breathing evaluations. 

The test of the U.S. Tech Vanguard b 
gan as we descended into Scripps Ca 
yon through a layer of opaque green 
ter. But, at the lip of the canyon, an abr 
thermocline cleared things up to 40 fe 
of twilight on the rocky walls. A san¢ 
shelf was covered with the molts of p 
lagic red crabs and a large number of | 
ing ones peeked out from small crevice 
Larger crevices housed lobsters a 
moray eels, while the two largest clo 
nudibranchs | have ever seen worme 
their way across the sand. At times li 
this, it is difficult to keep your mind « 
regulator tests. Mine certainly wasn 
therefore another dive day was requiré 
to complete the procedure. 

Throughout the two days of diving, t 
Vanguard performed well. It proved to | 
a dry breathing regulator that compare 
favorably with my reference unit in t 





same price and performance range. Un- 
der high demand conditions at depth, it 
supplied all the air needed at the end of 
a hard inhalation. At first there was a 
slight restriction. But as | continued to in- 
hale, it felt as if the Vanguard suddenly 
kicked into high gear and air blasted in as 
though power assisted. This initial restric- 
tion was felt only on high demand when 
deeper than 100 feet. On all other tests, 
it breathed smoothly. 

Cracking effort is low, as evidenced by 
smooth flow when lying on the bottom 
and just sipping air. The textured silicone 
mouthpiece felt extremely comfortable. 

On a head down descent, there is a 
slight spilling of bubbles from the ex- 
haust, but not enough to be considered 


a freeflow. Many regulators exhibit this 
characteristic. Changing positions from 
prone to vertical had little effect on 
breathing ease. Only when | was on my 
back, looking upward, did breathing be- 
come more difficult. But there was no wa- 
ter leakage when | was in that position, 
which was not the case with my refer- 
ence regulator. 

There was a gentle freeflow when the 
Vanguard was removed with the mouth- 
piece up, but it stopped as soon as the 
mouthpiece was turned down. Purging 
required just a puff of air, with no residual 
water. Pressing anywhere on the rubber 
cover took care of clearing via the big 
blast method. 

Overall, the Vanguard's performance 


was comparable to other regulators with- 
in its price range. (The silicone cover ver- 
sion is $30 more.) It comes in a padded, 
hard plastic case large enough to accom- 
modate a console and octopus as well. 
All U.S. Tech regulators are serviced at 
U.S. Tech or Berry Scuba. Berry vice 
president Richard Drew promises a two 
day turnaround. The warranty, written in 
plain English, covers the housings and all 
moving parts as long as the original own- 
er keeps the regulator. All other compo- 
nents are covered for two years. 

At the present time, the Vanguard is 
available only from U.S Tech's distribu- 
tor, Berry Scuba. For further information 
contact Berry at 6674 Northwest High- 
way, Chicago, IL 60631. >t.

A Dive For The 
shipwreck Purist 


TEXT AND PHOTOGRAPHY

he time had come for a dive trip, and 
| Knew exactly what | wanted: an 
American East Coast shipwreck en- 
dowed with history and legend. Forget 
the Caribbean's gin clear waters, casinos 
and duty free shops. As much as | enjoy 
them, they only tend to distract me from 
my purist joy, researching and photo- 
graphing the shipwrecks that litter the 
East Coast. Loading my truck, | started 
the drive down I-95 to Virginia Beach, Vir- 
ginia. During the nine hours that followed, 
| mentally reviewed the research that was 
drawing me there like a magnet. 

In May 19438, the United States Navy 
had rallied its forces and made the Amer- 
ican East Coast shipping lanes a perilous 
place for U-boats. So effective were the 
new anti-U-boat techniques that German 
Admiral Karl Doenitz was forced to re- 
move his submarines from United States 
coastal waters. 

American industry was also flexing its 
muscles. War goods were flowing out of 
the factories at rates even the boldest 
economists had deemed impossible. This 
would all be to no avail however, unless 
the implements of democracy could be 
delivered quickly where they were need- 
ed most. 

To transport the goods, shipyards up 
and down the East Coast worked around 
the clock to build large cargo vessels. In 
early May, hull number 2128 slipped off 
her ways at the Bethlehem-Fairfield ship- 
yards. Known as a type EC2-S-Cl Liberty 
Ship, she was christened the SS John 








Morgan. On May 17, 1943, she began 
loading cargo in Philadelphia, Pennsylva- 
nia, for her maiden voyage to Bandor 
Shahpour, Iran. Her manifest documents 
commodities typical of her times. 

To feed the troups abroad, she loaded 
canned goods such as: hams, pork, pork 
sausage, cheese, wheat flour, vegetable 
beef stew, powdered milk and eggs. Oth- 
er cargo consisted of laundry soap, steel 
in sheets, bars, rails, track joints and 
spikes. Vehicles were in demand on the 
fronts and trucks, motorcycles and bull-

dozers took their places in the holds. 

With a war on one might suspect am- 
munition and weapons would comprise a 
substantial part of her lading. And com- 
prise it they did! Tons of 20mm and 
90mm cannon, 37mm armor piercing, 
.50 caliber incendiary and cases of mor- 
tar rounds were carefully secured below 
deck. Osrleken machine guns, 140 tons 
of TNT, 698 tons of smokeless gun pow- 
der, four 90mm anti-aircraft guns and 
722 tons of aviation fuel were written on 
her manifest and loaded below. 

Her holds overflowing, there remained 
room for more cargo only on the upper 
deck. Here were placed 28 P-39 Bell Air- 
cobra fighter planes and 10 Canadian 
built Valentine tanks. 

On May 27, 1943, the Morgan sailed 
for Norfolk, Virginia, to await a rendez- 
vous with a southbound convoy. She 
made the short run without incident and 
arrived on May 31. Her crew was in- 
formed of an early morning, June 1 de- 
parture, then given shore leave. For 
most, it would be their last! 

While the Morgan's crew enjoyed their 
liberty, the 16,000 ton oil tanker SS Mon- 
tana was heading north in convoy for 
Norfolk. At 11:15 am, she was sent a sig- 
nal informing her to divert to New York 
City. A copy of the radio transmission 
was sent to the War Shipping Administra- 
tion Office in Norfolk, but owing to red 
tape, it did not arrive there until 2:58 am, 
on the morning of June 1. At this time, the 
Morgan was already underway. Little did 
anyone realize that, because of lack of in- 
formation about the Montana’s new or- 
ders, the ships had been placed on a col- 
lision Course. 

At 0408 hours, an explosion occurred 
off the coast of Virginia. This was fol- 
lowed by blazing oil slicks that lit up the

skies for hours. The explosion was so tre- 
mendous that wreckage and debris hur- 
tled through the air and showered a 
Coast Guard ship one-quarter mile away. 

The Morgan perished in the blast, tak- 
ing 66 of 69 men to the ocean bottom. 
Eighteen of the Montana’s complement of 
82 were lost in the inferno. 

Deck Cadet W.J. Leonard was a Navy 
gunner assigned to the Montana. He 
gave the following macabre account of 
the collision. ‘‘The freighter (Morgan) 
struck the tanker’s (Vontana) port side a 
glancing blow.”’ The impact knocked 
Leonard down and saved his life. ‘“‘The 
amidship house was quickly ringed by 
flame and a sheet of flame swept through 
while | was on the floor. The captain, the 
first, second and third mates, six Navy 
gunners and two signalmen were in the 
house. | believe them all lost. They must 
have swallowed the flames.’ 

Leonard told Navy officials he heard 
two explosions, the first from the Morgan 
and the second from the Montana. He 
added, ‘‘the freighter disintegrated and 
went to the bottom almost immediately.’ 
To save his life, he jumped overboard 
and later found a life raft. “It was hotter 
than Hades on the raft. The wind kept 
changing, bringing the blazing oil nearer 
and then blowing it away from us. | heard 
some men yelling as they struggled in the 
oil, but we could not help them.’’ Leonard 
was fortunate and escaped with just mi- 
nor burns on his arm. 

A messman, Martin Varnell, was awak- 
ened by a shipmate and fled his smoke- 
filled quarters. Once on the deck, they 
started toward the lifeboats only to find 
‘a wall of fire.’ ‘| saw three men dead on 
the poop deck,’’ Varnell related. ‘‘!| be- 
lieve they were Navy gunners. One had 
his arms and legs blown off.’ Varnell and 
his shipmate jumped overboard and 
were picked up by a Coast Guard cutter 
an hour later. He said, ‘‘| don’t see how 
we got out of it.’ The Morgan’s entire 
merchant crew and 25 of her 28 man gun 
crew were lost. Of the three survivors, on- 
ly 20 year old Edward Matagora was in 
any condition to be questioned. 

Badly burned about the face and lying 
in a hospital bed, Matagora told how he 
was awakened by a shipmate, ran to the 
deck and jumped overboard without a 
lifebelt. He was rescued by a Coast 
Guard ship after swimming for two hours, 
the first 10 minutes of which he fought for 
his life. Diving under blazing oil slicks, he 
swam beneath the surface to openings 
between the flames. He said he would 
have “‘burned to death’ if he had been 
wearing a lifebelt, since it would have 
prevented him from diving. 

The Montana limped into Norfolk for re- 
pairs and eventually returned to service.

D's have a lot of stuff to worry 
about—everything from forgetting 
their fins to involuntary drowning. | hate to 
add to it. And, maybe | shouldn't, but why 
should | carry this burden alone? 

Diving in Monterey Bay off Santa Cruz 
isn't like diving at Catalina, Hawaii or the 
Bahamas. An enthusiastic and terribly 
optimistic diver might describe it as sub- 
dued. It’s cold and dark. In fairness, I’ve 
got to qualify this a lot by saying that Calli- 
fornia’s central coast sport diving is re- 
portedly some of the greatest.

Catalina one time. | reached into a deep 
hole for a lobster and massaged the head 
of a big moray eel for a minute or two be- 
fore | realized what | was fondling. One 
might call it explosive recoil. Fortunately 
for me, the moray rather seemed to enjoy 
the experience. 

However, all that has nothing to do with 
the unseen menace—it's just to provide a 
Suitable aura for what comes next:

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n baseball, hitting a triple is the closest 

thing to perfection. On a three bagger 
you touch all the bases but one. Ocean- 
ic’s triple is a gear bag selection that 
should answer the needs of almost any 
diver. And, just in case it doesn't, by the 
time you read this Oceanic should be 
marketing a fourth bag—touching all the 
bases. The three bags currently available 
are the Ocean Pro Duffle (82 x 13.5 x 
13.5”), the Ocean Pro Stowaway (24 x 14 
x 20”) and the Oceanic Wetgrip (24 x 10” 
in diameter). 

The big bag, the Ocean Pro Duffle, will 
accommodate a tremendous amount of 
dive gear. Built of ultra tough, slick, wa- 
terproof nylon, it will hold more weight 
than you can probably carry. The body is 
one piece, with the end segments double 
stitched to it under reinforcing seam tape. 
The main compartment is accessed 
through a twin tab, noncorrodible YKK 
plastic zipper. There is a large plastic D- 
ring attached near each end of the Zip- 
per. Nylon webbing handles on either 
side of the bag are actually one continu- 
ous strap of webbing that encircles the 
bag in two locations. Thus, the weight of 
gear in the bag is supported by the web- 
bing, not by stitching. However, the web- 
bing is sewn to the bag continuously 
around its girth and where the handles 
separate from the bag there is a reinforc- 
ing strip of webbing. 

One end panel of the bag is open 
mesh, which allows air to circulate inside. 
This mesh is reinforced by a diagonal 
Strip of nylon. The other end of the Duffle 
has a sewn-on, zipper accessed pocket. 
Another large zippered pocket, with 
mesh drain panels, is sewn onto the side 
of the bag. 

The Ocean Pro Duffle is a deep, shiny 
navy blue and its attached pockets are 
lustrous black. 

Built of the same rugged material as 
the big bag, the Ocean Pro Stowaway 
can be carried with a webbing handle or 
worn as a backpack. Padded, adjustable, 
snap-in shoulder straps are attached to 
the front of the Stowaway under rein- 
forcement. A long, zipper accessed 
pocket is sewn onto each side of the bag. 
One of these will hold your fins and the 
other your BC/tank backpack, if it has a

collapsible band. 

The main compartment of the Stow- 
away opens through a zipper that runs 
around three of its edges. Both the front 
and back of this grommet drained cham- 
ber are padded—to protect your gear and 
your back. One unique feature of this 
chamber is a roll-out changing pad. At 
the beach, you can sit/stand on the pad 
to put your wetsuit pants on without get- 
ting sand in them. The pad is also a great 
place to set masks and regulators to 
keep them out of the sand. When rolled 
up, the pad zips neatly out of the way. 

Two padded, zipper opened pockets 
are attached to the back of the Stow- 
away. These will protect regulators or 
other gear and can double as insulated 
storage for an after dive cool one. The 
top pocket also has a flap outside that will 
accommodate maps, dive tables, etc. 
The Stowaway offers lots of space. Trav- 
eling divers have been known to carry 
their dive gear and their clothing in one. 

Four adjustment straps (two top, two 
bottom) will help streamline the Stow- 
away and four triangular plastic D-rings

key clip sewn inside the main chamber.

light. They looked just as | had imagined 
them last winter when | traced their bills 
of lading to Canadian factories. | could 
not help wondering what commander 
cursed his misfortune at having never re- 
ceived them. Shades of Truk Lagoon | 
thought, as we worked our way toward 
the stern. Ammunition and equipment 
were strewn everywhere. 

The stern proved to be in excellent 
shape with its propeller and rudder still 
attached. On the deck was a large winch 
wrapped with steel cable. Hovering sev- 
eral feet above it, | was provided an ex- 
cellent photographic angle. 

Swimming back amidship, Ed turned 
on his light and disappeared into an open 
cargo hold. Shortly afterward, we re- 
turned to the main deck and continued 
Our progress forward. Encountering two 
ventilation shafts, Ed indicated we were 
going down one. For an instant | hesitat- 
ed, but then followed. 

The shaft opened into a corridor that 
was jet black. We followed it into a room 
that adjoined the main deck. From holes 
in the roof above, shafts of sunlight illumi- 
nated two Valentine tanks that were in ab- 
solute mint condition! | immediately be- 
gan photographing them. 

Swimming out onto the main deck, Ed 
motioned to the disappointing news on 
his bottom timer. It was time to terminate 
the dive. Regrettably, we ascended to 10 
feet for a precautionary hang. 

Back on the Cindy Loo, several ques- 
tions came to mind concerning the 
Morgan's cargo. What had happened to 
the P-39 Aircobra fighter planes? ‘‘Prob- 
ably blown up and tossed high into the air 
by the initial explosion,’’ Ed surmised. He 
added there is cargo strewn for hundreds 
of yards around the main pile. On occa- 
sion he has taken a Tekna diver propul- 
sion vehicle and explored pie-shaped 
wedges of the ocean floor around the 
wreck. This has always revealed new 
finds such as trucks and motorcycles. 
Discoveries such as these make the 
Morgan an exciting dive every time. 

During the long ride back to the Cindy 
Loo's mooring, members of the charter 
group questioned my sanity at having 
traveled such a long distance for such a 
short amount of bottom time. Smiling, | 
recited a verse from Robert Frost: ‘‘Hap- 
piness makes up in height what it lacks 
in length.”’

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iLearned About Diving From That 
Over The Falls At Zuma

he conditions were strange at Zuma 

Beach in Southern California that day 
many years ago. The surface was very smooth 
with long, low swells passing through the off- 
shore kelp beds. | was skin diving with a friend 
from Santa Barbara and we decided to return 
to shore. We were using inner tubes as sur- 
face floats and, by placing them beneath us, 
were able to float high in the water and talk as 
we swam. 

The slope of the beach at Zuma is quite 
steep and there is a trench very close to the 
water’s edge cut by the longshore current. | 
had dived in surf for years in Santa Barbara. 
| was only familiar with how waves behaved on 
shallowly sloping beaches, however, and 
didn’t realize there was such a difference 
when the slope was steeper. Under such cir- 
cumstances, the swells peak suddenly, quite 
close to shore, and break all at once. | was 
used to waves that broke some distance off- 
shore and tumbled a long way to the beach. 

So, the stage was set for a surprise because 
of my ignorance of the wave action at Zuma. 
As we approached shore talking and joking, | 
could see nothing to indicate a problem be- 
cause the sea appeared calm and we were 
looking at the back of the waves that broke 
within ten feet of shore straight down onto the 
steep slope of beach. In fact, | was disappoint- 
ed that, from my perspective, there wasn’t any 
surf because | had learned how to get a free 
ride to shore by catching a wave and surfing 
to the beach on my inner tube. 

| swam on, oblivious to the situation await- 
ing. | was very close to shore and considering 
dismounting the tube to exit when suddenly | 
was lifted slightly. It seemed as if the ocean 
had fallen away in front of me. In amazement, 
| looked down what seemed like ten feet to see 
coarse, wet sand. The surfers have a term 
called “over the falls,’’ which applies to a per- 
son falling down the front of a wave, and that’s 
what | did. It's amazing how you react, for my 
instinct was to clutch the tube tightly. That 
wasn't good, for | landed on my forehead. Eve- 
rything went black, but | was conscious. Jump- 
ing to my feet, | reached up and pulled away 
my mask to find it completely filled with sand. 
| recall being impressed that the sand inside 
the mask was a perfect mold of my eye sock- 
ets! The admiration of this sand sculpture did 
not last long, however, because the shock of 
the situation caused me to forget the waves 
were arriving every few seconds. As | stood 
there stunned by my fall over the front of a 


spilling breaker, another one crashed onto me 
from behind and sent me sprawling nearly up 
onto the beach. 

I've only had a leg cramp twice during 28 
years of diving and guess when one of them 
occurred? Yes, right then and there my right 
calf knotted up in rebellion. The water was 
cold, we had been diving for hours and it was 
a long swim to shore. Struggling to cope with 
the unexpected event during my exit was all 
that was needed to complete the overload on 
my calf muscle. 

Now let's paint a complete picture at this 
point: | had only pulled my mask away from my 
face when | found it full of sand and it had 
popped back into place when | was knocked 
down by the second wave. So, when | stood 
up the second time in ankle-deep water, | was 





blind, had sand in my nose and mouth, was 
hopping on one leg, holding a tube in one 
hand and trying to relieve the cramp in my leg 
with the other hand. | was stunned, shocked 
and in pain. What brought me out of it? The on- 
ly remaining sense | had that still worked— 
hearing—detected laughter. As | pulled the 
sand-filled mask from my eyes again, | saw my 
buddy doubled over with laughter. He had 
backed off his tube at the last moment, 
allowed the wave to break, then exited cleanly 
before the next wave broke. He had been able 
to observe my entire misfortune and proceed- 
ed to tell me it was the funniest thing he had 
ever witnessed. 

| failed to see the humor at the time because 
| was trying to work the soreness out of my leg, 
the sand out of my head and the pain out of my 


neck. | was very lucky | didn’t break my neck. 

What had happened? Why the surprise? | 
felt the ocean had betrayed me somehow. 
When | explained to my partner that | had nev- 
er experienced such a catastrophe and the un- 
usual way in which the wave had broken, he 
replied that he had thought | was familiar with 
the ‘shore break’’ at Zuma. He then went on 
to explain the difference between the spilling 
breakers of Santa Barbara and the plunging 
breakers of steeply sloping beaches. | was a 
very attentive student. 

Experience may be a good teacher, but it 
frequently gives the test before the lesson. My 
friend’s information only whetted my hunger 
for knowledge, however, and | quickly ob- 
tained and read a copy of Willard Bascom’s 
Waves and Beaches. | learned a great deal 
more about waves and surf. Had | done that 
first, | might have been able to recognize the 
situation at Zuma, but |’m not sure. |’ll explain 
how you can dive safely even if you can’t rec- 
ognize problems and offer a recommendation 
for diving anywhere the water movement is dif- 
ferent than that to which you are accustomed. — 

During the years since the unfortunate and 
unpleasant experience at Zuma, | have studied 
many books and articles on diving conditions 
in various areas. You can read all you want 
about drift diving, swift water diving, diving in 
the Gulf Stream current, etc., but reading 
alone will not be adequate preparation. To 
have fun safely, try following the lead of expe- 
rienced local divers. 

| have been surprised a few more times 
along the way by the power of moving water, 


* but only slightly. Why? Because | learned to 


approach new situations humbly, to ask ques- 
tions, to let local divers go first and imitate their 
techniques. | remember diving in West Palm 
Beach and watching a diver during an entry 
hold onto a line attached to the anchorline as 
he made a back roll from the boat. | followed 
his lead and was glad | did because | was im- 
mediately strung out on the line like a flag. The 
current was easily five knots. 

We must learn to be humble or we will be 
humbled by the power of water movement. 
Pride often leads to trouble. One diver insisted 
that a snorkel must always be worn. The drag 
created by the snorkel ina strong current can 
tear the mask from your face and he lost his. 
Diving practices vary according to the condi- 
tions. A good rule to keep in mind may very 
well be, “‘When in Rome, dive as the Romans 
dive.’” >t.

.. And A Twinkle

hile most divers are aware of the 

growth and promotion of travel, few 
of us realize the incredible magnitude of 
this booming industry. What was once 
the exclusive pursuit of the rich has now 
become a popular activity among the ma- 
jority of American divers. 

More than three-fourths of today’s div- 
ers take interstate trios and almost two- 
thirds travel overseas. Divers have be- 
come a nomadic breed. They trek to the 
far corners of the globe in quest of warm, 
clear waters and coral reefs loaded with 
strange and exotic marine life. 

Every two years SKIN DIVER conducts 
a national survey of its subscribers in or- 
der to determine the latest trends in div- 
ing. The recently released 1987 Sub- 
scriber Survey reveals divers are staying 
home less and enjoying travel more. 

On the domestic scene, the survey 
showed 75.4 percent travel interstate to 
dive. Where do they go? Florida is far out 
in front with a 61.5 percent market share. 
This is a 12 percent increase since the 
1985 survey. The next closest state is 
California, attracting 17.5 percent of the 
interstate dive travel business. Other run- 
ner-ups include the Great Lakes, middle 
Atlantic and gulf states. 

The big surprise is in overseas travel. 
A whopping 60.6 percent of SKIN DIVER 
readers travel outside the continental 
U.S. on dive vacations, with each one av- 
eraging 3.5 trips over the past three 
years. Comparing this to the 1985 figures 
of 55.3 percent of the readers making 2.9 
trips, the combination of more divers trav- 
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eling and more trips per diver has pro- 
duced a 33 percent increase in just two 
years. When projected against SKIN DIV- 
ER’s total reader audience, this means an 
estimated 600,000 Americans are now 
taking overseas dive trips. Where are 
they going? An estimated 90 percent 
choose Bahamas/Caribbean destina- 
tions because of their proximity to the 
United States, frequent jet flights and at- 
tractively priced vacation packages. Only 
30 percent have visited Pacific destina- 
tions owing to the longer distances and 
higher costs involved. The rest of the 
oceans of the world attract less than two 
percent of American dive travelers. 

How much do they spend? According 
to the 1987 survey travelers spend an av- 
erage of $1,598 per year on dive trips. 
This amounts to an annual expenditure of 
$960 million in airline tickets, hotels, 
meals and diving services. 

Where is it headed? What will dive trav- 
el be like in three to five years? SKIN DIV- 
ER is carefully studying the market with 
additional surveys and industry inter- 
views. A number of subtle changes have 
already been detected and these may 
eventually emerge as major trends. Here 
are just a few predictions: 

1) Within six years an estimated 80 to 
85 percent of SKIN DIVER readers will be 
going on overseas dive trips. 

2) Caribbean packages will be even 


less expensive than today, thus making 
dive vacations affordable for everyone. 
Large volume dive operators will be offer- 
ing low priced programs and making it up 
in volume. 

3) There will be a backlash to the large 
dive resort operations. A segment of ex- 
perienced travelers will be seeking small 
resort operations with personalized ser- 
vice. They will be willing to pay more, but 
will demand groups be limited to only 
about six to eight guests per boat. 

4) Dive travel to the Pacific will open up 
in a big way. Air fares will come down 
and Pacific dive resorts will be competi- 
tive with the Caribbean. Divers in Chica- 
go will find it difficult to decide whether to 
spend their vacations in Bonaire or Fiji, 
as the cost will be nearly equal. 

5) Live-aboard dive boat vacations will 
become a booming business. Live- 
aboards will be available wherever diving 
is popular. Accommodations aboard 
these boats will be just as good as they 
are at most small dive resorts. Many live- 
aboards will start offering split vacations 
with half the time aboard the boat and the 
other half at an island hotel. 

6) There will be a new trend toward ex- 
otic dive travel. These will be rough, safa- 
ri-like trips to primitive areas of the world. 
These expeditions will be very expensive 
and limited to only the hardiest, most ex- 
perienced divers. 

7) There will be a growing trend toward 
educational dive vacations. Divers will 
select specific resorts where they will 
dedicate their vacations to learning such 
skills as underwater photography, wreck 
exploration, underwater archaeology or 
marine life identification. 

One thing is for sure. Dive travel is here 
to stay. This is not a short term fad about 
to peak out. Instead, it has become a 
Steadily rising wave of underwater inter- 
est and enthusiasm. In fact, dive travel 
has become the basic motivation for en- 
rollment in scuba classes and purchase 
of dive equipment. Underwater wander- 
lust has become a national epidemic. >»

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ship’s bell tolled 52 times for each of 

the American submarines lost during 
World War |l, as more than 1,000 subma- 
rine veterans lined the dock at Pier Four 
during their national convention in 
Baltimore, Maryland. As a drum beat sol- 
emnly, roses were dropped into the water 
for each lost submarine. Later, a charter 
yacht sailed into the Chesapeake Bay 
with a final wreath in memory of the 3,505 
Submariners who died. Tom Yost, who 
served on the USS Silversides and the 
USS Scabbardfish, cried as he thought 
about his buddies and others who went 
down with their subs. 

‘‘There’s always the thought,’’ Yost ex- 
plained, ‘‘that it could've been you who 
died at an age where so much life was 
still ahead.’’ Yost, who turned 65 several 
days after the reunion, was a member of 
the organizing committee for the conven- 
tion. He had many close calls and trying 
times during his tenure aboard the subs. 
One time his vessel went 545 feet under- 
water to avoid torpedoes launched from 
a surface ship. The longest he was down 
was 19 hours where ‘'the air got so bad 
you couldn't strike a match.” 

Three other submariners—Orvel Pe- 
ters, Turk Turner and Earl Harper—were 
aboard the USS Perch when it was hit by 
the Japanese in 1942. The vessel lay 
submerged in the Java Sea three days 
before the men were forced to abandon 
it. Survivors were picked up by a destroy- 
er and taken to a Japanese prison camp 
in Indonesia and held 43 months—until 
the end of the war. ‘Starvation, malnutri- 
tion and beatings were commonplace as 
a prisoner of war,’’ Turner said. ‘‘It was 
rough, to say the least.”’ 

Richard O'Kane, a retired rear admiral, 
was skipper of the USS Tang that went 
down near Formosa in October 1942. 
“Nine of us—out of 87 men aboard the 
ship—survived,’’ O'Kane said. ‘‘We were 
in the water nine hours before we were 
picked up and taken to a secret naval in- 
telligence prison in Ofuna, near Tokyo. | 
weighed less than 90 pounds when | got 
out of prison, but | survived and |’m 
thankful to be here today.” 

Ed Caram, Jacksonville, North Caroli- 
na, is thankful he made contact with the 
son of a crewman of the U-576, a Ger- 
man submarine that sank off Ocracoke, 
July 15, 1942. The son, who lives in West 
Germany, sent Caram 168 actual photos 
of his father, the crew, the sub and every 
conceivable snapshot taken by the father 
when he was aboard the U-boat. Caram, 
a historian, diver and author of two books 
on the U-352, is putting together another 
book on U-boats sunk off the North Caro- 
lina coast.

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Answers: Safe Diving Practices 


1. Yes. Diving deeper than 130 feet is a violation. 
The maximum depth limit for recreational diving is 
130 feet, and diving to this depth is safe only for the 
properly trained and equipped. 


2. Yes. Pushing the dive tables to the limit is a 
violation. There is no safety factor in the tables. 


3. Yes. Making a planned decompression dive is a 
violation. This type of diving requires special support 
and arrangements and is considered a commercial 
operation. 


4. Yes. Missing required decompression is a violation 
simply because dives should be properly planned. 
However, you should know the procedures for omitted 
decompression. 


5. Yes. Ascending faster than 60 feet per minute 
violates safe practices because a rapid ascent can 
cause decompression sickness. 


6. Yes. Failing to reference the dive tables for a 
repetitive dive is a violation. Keep track of your dive 
profile and always consult the tables. 


7. Yes. Flying within 12 hours after diving is a 
violation. The old Group D ruie is no longer valid. 
Waiting 24 hours is even better. 


8. Yes. Failing to note the bottom time on a dive is 
a violation. The data is needed for calculations for 
other dives made within 12 hours. 


9. Yes. Smoking within 12 hours of a dive violates 
safety. There is a great deal of evidence available to 
support this. 


10. Yes. There is no doubt that using drugs within 
12 hours of a dive is unsafe, and that includes more 
than “social” drugs. Anything altering your physiology 
can be a problem. 


11. Yes. Drinking and diving is a dangerous 
combination for many reasons. Alcohol should also 
be avoided after dives. 


12. Yes. Diving with a hangover is hazardous. It 
makes your physiology abnormal and many problems 
can result. 


13. Yes. Diving with a cold or an illness is a 
violation, and there is more involved than just your 
ability to equalize pressure. 
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14. Yes. Diving at an unfamiliar site with no 
orientation violates safe practices. It can be 
dangerous when you do not know the correct 
procedures or the animals and terrain. 


15. No. Aborting a dive owing to poor conditions 
does not violate safe practices. This is a wise move. 


16. Yes. Exiting the water alone is a violation. Dive 
buddies should remain together throughout each dive. 


17. Yes. Diving without a flag when it is required or 
recommended violates safety practices. The flag may 
be troublesome at times, but it is necessary. 


18. Yes. Running out of air is a violation. You should 
have a submersible pressure gauge and check your 
air supply frequently. 


19. No. Diving without an alternate air source is not 
a violation of safe diving practices, but the use of 
one is strongly recommended and will soon become 
a standard safe diving practice. 


20. No. Failure to have your gauges calibrated is not 
a violation, but having them calibrated is a very good 
idea. 


21. No. Completion of refresher training is not a 
violation, but taking such a course periodically is 
certainly a good idea to increase safety. 


22. No. Completion of a continuing education course 
is not a violation. It is very beneficial and highly 
recommended. 


23. No. Having your regulator professionally serviced 
is not a violation. Not having it serviced is. 


24. Yes. Failing to inspect your buddy’s equipment is 
a violation. Buddy checks should occur prior to every 
dive. 








25. Yes. Entering the water with your air off or with 
equipment missing is a violation because these would 
have been prevented with a proper buddy check. 


26. Yes. Diving under ice without formal training is 
absolutely a violation. Training is essential and 
mandatory. 


27. Yes. Diving in a cave without formal training is a 
violation. For the untrained, this is extremely 
hazardous. 


28. Yes. Penetrating a wreck without formal training 
is definitely a violation. The only way to be safe is to 
be properly trained and equipped. 


29. Yes. Surfacing with less than 300 psi of air is a 
violation. There are several reasons for this, the most 
important of which is a safe ascent. 


30. Yes. Becoming exhausted while in or underwater 
violates safe practices. You must know your 
limitations and dive within them. Pace yourself, take it 
easy. 


31. No. Practicing the sharing of air is not a 
violation. It is, in fact, encouraged. Keep proficient in 
emergency skills with periodic practice. 


32. No. Intentionally discarding your weights while 
diving is not a violation. This is recommended when 
a problem arises, but the advice is often disregarded. 


33. Yes. Diving overweighted is a violation, no matter 
what the circumstances may be. 


34. Yes. Forcing equalization is a violation and can 
lead to permanent injury. Use nothing more than a 
moderate effort. 


35. Yes. Skip-breathing while diving is a violation. 
Slow and deep but continuous breathing is 
recommended. 


36. Yes. Surfacing down current from your exit point 
violates safe practices. Begin dives against any 
current. 


37. Yes. Diving with a buddy who is unfamiliar to you 
is a violation if you fail to coordinate thoroughly 
before diving together. 


38. No. Surfacing more than 100 yards from an 
intended point is not a safety violation, but it is not a 
very good idea and suggests you lack navigational 
skills. 


How safely do you dive? How many of the standard safe diving prac- 
tices do you violate? Being experienced does not justify abandoning 
safety practices. Accident studies show that divers who are highly ex- 
perienced and skilled are frequently victims because they consider 
themselves exempt from safe practices. Keep diving safe. Know and 
abide by the established and recommended practices.

Ed adds that he is a dis- 
tant relative of General Gates and wants 
to Know more about the ship named after 
him. The ship is actually named Gates 
and was a galley built in 1776 near White- 
hall, New York (Lake Champlain). She 
was one of General Arnold’s flotilla, 
blown up at Skenesboro, New York in 
1777 to prevent capture by the British. 
The 123 ton vessel carried 80 officers 
and crew. This information came from a 
book in the Haviland collection, Diction- 
ary of American Naval Fighting Ships, 
published by the Navy. 

Californians might be interested in a 
new book, Shipwrecks, Smugglers and 
Maritime Mysteries by Eugene Wheeler 
and Robert Kallman. The 160 page pa- 
perback includes two centuries of Califor- 
nia coastal marine accidents and ship-

ast month SDM reported on the SB- 

15, Nikon’s compact little land strobe 
for the Nikonos V. Now we would like to 
report on its bigger brother, the SB-16B, 
a larger more powerful flash that will also 
work with the Nikonos V. 

More sophisticated in design, the SB- 
16B is the type of unit professionals use 
for indoor bounce flash and other cre- 
ative lighting situations. It offers many 
more features for finite control and deliv- 
ers one to two f/stops brighter output de- 
pending on the lens and shooting condi- 
tions. It is especially effective when used 
with the Nikonos V and its 28mm land 
lens (LW-Nikkor). Any serious photogra- 
pher will find this strobe a welcome addi- 
tion to his/her equipment inventory. 


COMPATIBILITY 
There are actually two versions of this 
flash unit; the SB-16A and the SB-16B. 
The difference lies in the mounting foot. 
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Nikon 


The SB-16A has a special mount that fits 
only the Nikon F3 camera. The SB-16B is 
equipped with a standard TTL hot shoe 
mount, which will fit many Nikon models 
such as the FA, FE2, N2000 and, of 
course, the Nikonos V. 

Since the SB-16B is strictly a land type 
flash and cannot be submerged, it re- 
quires a special sync cord connector to 
operate with the Nikonos V. Nikon calls 
this the V-Type Sync Cord. It screws into 
the Nikonos underwater flash socket and 
converts the top mount of the Nikonos V 
into a hot shoe with full TTL automatic 
flash capabilities. 


DESIGN 

The key feature of the SB-16B is that it 
offers a rotating flash head that zooms in 
or out, changing the beam angle. It is a 
high quality unit with superior color bal- 
ance. Of course, it matches the TTL elec- 
tronics of the Nikonos V precisely. That it 
is compatible with most other Nikon cam- 
eras is another advantage. 

The flash unit is actually a bit larger 
than the camera itself. When laid out flat 
it measures 7.5 inches long, 3 inches 
wide and 2.25 inches thick. It weighs ap- 
proximately 18 ounces with batteries. The 
entire camera and strobe will fit easily in-

to a medium sized camera bag and still 
allow room for an extra lens, film and oth- 


-er accessories. 


The SB-16B is powered by four AA 
batteries and you can use either alkalines 
or rechargeable nickel cadmium cells. 
Using alkalines with the strobe set on full 
manual power, you can get as many as 
100 flashes with a recycle time of 11 sec- 
onds. If you use rechargeables, the num- 
ber of flashes drops to 40 but the recycle 
time is reduced to eight seconds. Keep in 
mind this strobe will deliver a lot more 
flashes on TTL setting since the circuitry 
has an excellent energy saver design. 

As indicated earlier, the main advan- 
tages of the SB-16B lie in the flash head. 
It has zoom capabilities with four settings. 
By moving the flash head in and out you 





can increase or decrease the beam angle 
to cover a 28, 35, 50 or 85mm lens. Each 
of the four settings is very clearly marked 
with an orange indicator in the window on 
top of the flash head. In addition to the 
four standard settings, an extreme wide 
angle adapter comes with the strobe and 
allows the flash to be used with a 24mm 
lens (not for Nikonos). 

The flash head can be tilted upward for 
bounce work. There are a total of six click 
stop settings ranging from straight ahead 
to straight up. In addition to tilting up- 
ward, the flash head can be swiveled 
(click stops) to the left in a full 180 degree 
horizontal arc, and to the right 90 de- 
grees (270 degrees total arc). The combi- 
nation of tilt and pan capabilities allows 
the photographer to direct the head in 
just about any position for bounce flash 
while holding the camera in either a hori- 
zontal or vertical position. 

Nikon has given the SB-16B one spe- 
cial feature seldom seen on this type of 
strobe. In addition to the tilting and swiv- 
eling main flash head, there is a small 
secondary flash head built into the front 
of the strobe. It operates as a fill flash to 
prevent eye shadows when using the 
main head in the bounce mode. 

On the back of the strobe there is an 
on/off switch at the upper right, an expo- 
sure Calculator wheel and a flash power 
mode panel. The SB-16B offers five dif- 
ferent modes with a selector slide switch. 
Each mode has its own LED so there can 
be no mistake as to which is in use. 

To the left of this mode selector switch 
there is a light that glows red when the 
flash is ready to fire. The ready light also 
doubles as a manual flash firing button

The five different modes for the SB- 
16B allow this flash to be used in a wide 
variety of ways and with many different 
Nikon cameras. The two flash modes 
most applicable to the Nikonos V are TTL 
and M. The TTL mode provides full auto- 
matic flash exposure, specifically 
matched to the electronics of the Nikonos 
V. This is a very accurate form of auto- 
matic exposure since the sensor is mea- 
suring the light coming through the lens 
(TTL). The TTL mode setting is clearly 
marked by a green light. 

The M mode allows you to use this 
flash on full manual power and would 
therefore work not only with the Nikonos 
V but also with previous Nikonos models 
such as the Ill and IV. 

Other flash modes include MD, for land 
type motor drive Nikon cameras. The MD 
mode allows the strobe to be fired eight 
times in rapid succession but puts out on- 
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ly 1/16 the power of the full manual flash. 
The final two flash settings are A1 and 
A2. These are standard automatic expo- 
sure modes that can be used with all 
types of non-TTL Nikon cameras. These 
two modes operate with an automatic 
flash sensor built into the front of the 
strobe. Al is a high power mode and A2 
is a low power mode for close-up work. 

A large exposure calculator dial is 
mounted above the flash mode panel. It 
allows you to dial in the ASA/ISO speed 
of the film and the zoom position of the 
flash head.

PERFORMANCE

perienced in exercise physiology and in- 
fections caused by marine organisms. 

The first article, by Louis W. Jankowski, 
Ph.D., covers several important concepts 
in fitness and exercise that are helpful in 
safe sport diving. Dr. Jankowski Is an as- 
sociate professor in the department of 
exercise science at Concordia University, 
Montreal, Quebec. He is also a consul- 
tant on therapeutic exercise at Constance 
Lethbridge Rehabilitation Center. A U.S. 
Coast Guard licensed captain, he oper- 
ates a charter dive boat on Lake Cham- 
plain, NY. 

The second article, by Paul S. Auer- 
bach, M.D., is helpful in understanding 
the problems of wound care when diving. 
Dr. Auerbach is an associate professor of 
surgery and medicine, as well as director 
of emergency services, at Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity Medical Center in Nashville, Ten- 
nessee. He is the author of Medicine for 
the Outdoors (SDM, Divers Bookshelf, 
September ’86).—Fred Bove. 


IMPROVING DIVER FITNESS 

Physical fitness is essential for success 
in all sports and diving is no exception. 
Divers should maintain the degree of 
physical fitness required to practice their 
sport without incurring risks caused by 
excessive fatigue. Fatigue normally fol- 
lows all prolonged physical activities and 
effectively decreases both physical and 
mental capacities. Rapid or excessive fa- 
tigue among sport divers therefore in- 
creases the risk of accidents and injuries. 
The physically fit diver has the capacity to 
perform all diving related activities with- 
out manifesting the signs of fatigue. 

Exercise physiologists can measure 
the rate of oxygen consumed to deter- 
mine the energy cost of any activity. This 
is usually expressed as the volume of ox- 
ygen consumed per minute (VO9). Simi- 
larly, the exercise capacity of any individ- 
ual may be ascertained by measuring 
their aerobic capacity or maximal rate of 
oxygen consumption (VO, max.). Oxy- 
gen consumption values are best under- 
stood when normalized for body weight 
and expressed as multiples of the resting 
metabolic rate, METs. An individual at 
rest normally consumes oxygen at the 
rate of 3.5 millimeters per kilogram of 
body weight per minute (3.5 ml/kg/min.) 
or one MET. The energy cost of walking 
is 3 METs or three times the resting meta- 
bolic rate. The average energy require- 
ment for scuba diving is 8 METs but dur- 
ing diving, the energy expenditure may 
vary from 2 METs, while quietly sitting on 
the bottom, to 18 METs when towing a 
buddy against a strong current. 

When obliged to exercise beyond 80 
percent aerobic capacity for more than a 
few minutes, one begins to manifest the 
physiological law of diminishing returns. 
Breathing increases and most of the extra 
oxygen obtained is used by the respirato-

ry muscles themselves. Consequently, 
working skeletal muscles begin to con- 
tract anaerobically (without oxygen) and 
produce significant quantities of pyruvic 
and lactic acid. These substances in- 
crease the acidity of the circulating blood, 
inhibit the efficient transport of oxygen, 
and further stimulate respiration. At this 
point, prolonged or intensified effort can 
cause a black-out, analogous to a break- 
er interrupting an overloaded circuit.

Well, this does describe my dive 
knife—partially. ““Tool: Any implement, in- 
strument, or utensil held in the hand and 
used for cutting, hitting, digging, rubbing, 
etc.’’ Aha—now that definition is a little 
closer. But, a dive knife has many func- 
tions, only a few of which are defined in 
Webster's New World Dictionary. If it is 
Wenoka’s 8612 compact Z-Lock, it has 
even more. 

The 8612 has a blunt tip. Need a screw 
diver to turn the maximum depth indicator 
needle on your depth gauge back to 0”? 
The compact’'s blunt tip fits neatly in the 
slot. Need a chisel to chip a scallop off a 
rock?

changeable. They are molded to fit your 
hand and have ridges that make them 
non slippery. All five compacts fit in the 
same size sheath. 

Although I've said it before, I'll say it 
again: Wenoka is known for its attention 
to detail. Z-Lock knives are unique in 
many ways. The butt cap unscrews, as 
does the Z-Lock button, and the handle 
comes off. The knife then breaks down 
into five stainless steel components— 
blade, butt cap, spring and two piece but- 
ton—for maintenance and cleaning. It is 
easily assembled and disassembled. 

Z-Locks are named for the ingenious 


system that secures them in their 
sheaths. These latter have have an open- 
ing into which a button on the knife fits. 
Depress the button to slip the knife into 
and out of its sheath. 

Wenoka knives are quality tools and 
deserve quality care. Disassemble and 
rinse your knife in fresh water after use 
and let it dry before assembly. A light 
coating of a moisture displacing oil will al- 
so help prevent rust.

versity exercise physiology research lab- 
oratories and commercial exercise facili- 
ties. While lab testing is essential for re- 
search and useful in counseling individu- 
als with particular problems, any healthy 
diver can estimate his/her aerobic ca- 
pacity using the performance criteria in 
Table 1. Those with the 10 MET minimal 
capacity can safely engage in warm wa- 
ter bottom scratching. They will typically 
begin to feel tired after approximately 35 
minutes of sustained diving and would be 
wise to limit themselves to one dive per 
day. Divers who maintain an adequate 
aerobic fitness level of 12 METs can per- 
form repetitive dives all year under virtu- 
ally any conditions. When diving under 
average conditions they work at approxi- 
mately 65 percent capacity and can dive 
for about four hours before becoming fa- 
tigued. Those who maintain an excep- 
tional aerobic fitness level of 14 METs are 
ideal buddies. These individuals perform 
all diving related activities with ease and 
will most probably reach the safe limits of 
the no decompression tables before feel- 
ing any significent degree of fatigue. 
After a period of inactivity or a pro- 
longed intermission from diving, the pru- 
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dent diver would be wise to estimate his/ 
her capacity using the classification 
scheme illustrated in Table 1. Sedentary 
individuals more than 40 years of age 
should check with their physicians before 
testing themselves. Those who find their 
exercise capacity is inadequate for their 
style and type of diving should train regu- 
larly to improve. To be effective, an aero- 
bic training program must satisfy the min- 
imal criteria of duration, frequency and in- 
tensity. A vast number of scientific stud- 
ies have concluded that an optimal physi- 
cal conditioning program must be con- 
ducted for at least 20 minutes, at least 
three times per week—preferably on al- 
ternate days—at a relative intensity be- 
tween 70 and 80 percent VOz max. The 
relative intensity of exercise is easily con- 
trolled by the target heart rate or target 
pulse technique illustrated in Table 2. 
Use of the target heart rate method to 
control exercise intensity facilities cor- 
recting for the desired training effect as 
well as any daily variations in capacity. 
As a general rule, heart rate decreases 
as capacity increases. As illustrated in 
Table 3, the improvement acquired after 
several weeks of training is reflected by 
a decreased heart rate. Individuals who 
monitor their heart rate during exercise 
are made aware of their improved capac- 
ity and must increase their training inten- 
sity to reattain the optimal training heart 
rate. Likewise, on days when one may be 


dehydrated, fatigued or otherwise ‘‘out of 
sorts,’ the heart rate is generally in- 
creased. Under these circumstances an 
individual temporarily decreases his/her 
training intensity to attain the target heart 
rate. In this way, undertraining and over- 
training are avoided, each training ses- 
sion is performed at the optimal intensity 
and rapid improvement is assured. 

The relatively low average energy re- 
quirement of diving, the necessity of 
maintaining a safe exercise reserve and 
the logistics of tri-weekly training ses- 
sions obviously eliminate diving as an 
aerobic training activity. Divers therefore, 
not unlike serious skiers and tennis play- 
ers, must train aerobically to acquire and 
maintain the physical capacity required 
for their sport. 

Contrary to conventional beliefs and 
popular opinion, swimming Is probably 
not the ideal training activity for divers. 
Swimming is essentially arm and shoul- 
der exercise but divers depend primarily 
on their lower limbs for propulsion. Fin- 
ning, swimming with fins and a kick- 
board, cycling, jogging, rope skipping, or 
aerobic dancing are good examples of 
more appropriate leg training activities for 
divers. A conscientious training program 
incorporating any or all of these activities 
should produce noticeable ameliorations 
in 6-12 weeks. Generally, the most dra- 
matic training effects are observed 
among individuals who were extremely 











unfit when they began. The highly trained 
typically manifest less remarkable re- 
sults. Superb athletes may even have to 
content themselves with the fact that they 
are training to maintain an excellent phys- 
ical capacity. 

It is axiomatic to state that good health 
and adequate physical fitness are abso- 
lutely essential for diving. Safe, enjoyable 
and frequent diving should be adequate 
motivation for all who truly love the sport. 
Avoid smoking, maintain proper weight 
and exercise regularly.—L.W. Jankowski. 


WOUND MANAGEMENT 

Every diver sooner or later is the victim 
of an abrasion or laceration (cut) that 
either occurs in the ocean or soon be- 
comes immersed in seawater. Coral cuts, 
dive knife nicks, sharp shell puncture 
wounds, sea urchin stings, propeller 
blade injuries, shark skin scrapes, thong 
and bootie blisters and other assorted 
wounds are collected regularly by any- 
one who ventures below the surface. 
While these are normally of nuisance de- 
gree only, they may become infected and 
heal irregularly and slowly, with unsightly 
scarring. On occasion, a small wound 
that began as an innocuous irritation or 
small area of inflammation may become 
a life-threatening infection. The reason is 
the bacteria that live and thrive in marine 
waters are not those commonly found on 
land and the antibiotics commonly pre- 
scribed for them may not be effective 
against ocean-dwelling microbes. 

Ocean water provides a saline milieu 
for microbes. The salt dissolved in sea- 
water, a fairly constant 3.2 to 3.5 percent, 
is 78 percent sodium chloride. Other con- 
stituents—in descending amounts—in- 
clude sulphate, magnesium, potassium, 
bicarbonate, bromine, boric acid, stron- 
tium and fluorine. The temperature of the 
surface waters varies with latitude, cur- 
rents and season. Tropical waters are 
warmer and maintain a more constant 
temperature than do temperate and sub- 
tropical waters. Shallow and turbulent 
coastal waters are generally richer in nu- 
trients than the open sea. Although the 
highest bacterial numbers are usually 
found near the surface, marine silts, sedi- 
ments and sand contain diverse bacteria 
and fungi. In ocean waters having 
marked differences in density, the great- 
est concentration of bacteria can usually 
be noted at the thermocline. This effect is 
lost in active coastal waters, where the 
constant mixture creates an even distri- 
bution of sediments, microbes, salinity 
and temperature. 

Wounds acquired in the marine envi- 
ronment are soaked in seawater and may 
be contaminated with bottom sediment, 
spines and teeth of marine animals, de- 
bris scraped from coral or the sharp 
edges of shellfish, or the venom of sting- 
ing coelenterates. Marine bacteria are 
generally salt-loving, motile creatures that 
obtain their nutrition from other carbon 
sources. Because they are used to living

in an oxygen-poor environment, they pro- 
liferate and thrive in the oxygen-rich envi- 
ronment created by human tissue. The 
number of bacteria that can denature or 
‘digest’ proteins (in other words, invade 
warm flesh) seems to be greater in the 
oceans than on land or in fresh water. 

The list of marine bacteria includes 
more than 30 pathogenic species, such 
as Aeromonas hydrophila (commonly 
found in fresh water; the perpetrator of 
serious wound infections), Clostridium 
perfringens (causes gas gangrene), 
Clostridium tetani (causes tetanus), Ery- 
sipelothrix rhusopathiae (causes ‘‘fish 
handler’s disease,’ “‘speck finger’ or 
‘blubber finger’’), Legionella pneumophi- 
la (causes Legionnaire’s disease), Myco- 
bacterium marinum (implicated in wound 
infections following dolphin bites), Pseu- 
domonas aeruginosa (causes hottub der- 
matitis) and numerous Vibrio species. It 
is the latter that is of the greatest potential 
concern to the diving physician (and cer- 
tainly, to the victim), because Vibrio spe- 
cies can cause infections that progress 
rapidly to a life-threatening condition 
Known as sepsis, where the body is over- 
whelmed by bacterial toxins. 

Vibrio species other than V. cholerae 
(which causes the violent diarrheal dis- 








ease cholera) are found worldwide and 
may cause rapidly progressive and life- 
threatening soft tissue infections. Vibrio 
species are Salt-loving, rod-shaped bac- 
teria found in coastal waters adjacent to 
the United States and in many exotic lo- 
cations frequented by recreational divers. 
They grow best at water temperatures of 
75-104°F and are rarely found in water 
colder than 47°F. In medical literature, 
most infections have been reported in the 
United States and European coastal re- 
gions during the summer months. Wheth- 
er this is owing to increased numbers of 
bacteria or increased numbers of people 
is as yet unclear. Without question, Vibrio 
species are found in tropical waters 
throughout the year. The two major forms 
of illness caused by Vibrio are gastroin- 
testinal (familiar to those who consume 
raw shellfish, particularly oysters) and 
wound infection. Persons who are chroni- 
cally ill or who suffer immunosuppression 
(a condition where the normal response 
to infection is inadequate) seem to be at 
greatest risk for rapidly progressive infec- 
tions of the skin and muscle. Such per- 
sons include those with diabetes, hemo- 
philia, liver disease (hepatitis, cirrhosis), 
those undergoing chemotherapy for can- 
cer, AIDS, or who are medicated regular- 
ly with corticosteroids (asthma, pro- 
longed severe allergy). 

The implication of all this is that your 
physician (and the hospital laboratory) 
may have a difficult time identifying the 





bacteria involved in a wound infection if 
it is acquired in the marine environment. 
Furthermore, the antibiotics used by most 
physicians to treat land-acquired wound 
infections are probably not adequate to 
destroy the ocean-dwelling microbes. 
From bacterial cultures of shark teeth, fire 
coral, sea urchin spines and ocean water 
harvested from areas as diverse as the 
Red Sea and San Francisco Bay, the 
most efficacious antibiotics have recently 
been identified. These include the oral 
drugs trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole 
(Bactrim or Septra), tetracycline (and 
presumably, doxycycline) and a number 
of antibiotics administered intravenously 
for more rapid action. Penicillin, ampicil- 
lin, erythromycin and cephalexin (Keflex), 
frequently used for land-acquired wound 
infections, were not effective in our labo- 
ratory evaluation. 

The issue of whether to begin taking 
antibiotics before an infection appears is 
controversial. Based on a review of the 
published medical research and our most 
recent studies, the following recommen- 
dations may be made: 

1. Minor abrasions or superficial cuts 
do not require the administration of antibi- 
otics in the absence of an infection. The 
exception is that any person who suffers 
from chronic illness as described above 
would begin to take trimethoprim/sul- 
famethoxazole (TMP/SMxX) or tetracy- 
cline (TCN) for three to five days, prefer- 
ably under the direction of a physician.

Remember that both drugs are photosen- 
sitizers (cause an intensified skin reaction 
to ultraviolet wavelengths in sunlight) in 
some individuals. A prompt and vigorous 
soap and freshwater scrub of all areas 
where the skin has been broken is basic 
first aid and should never be forgotten. If 
you are away from medical care and 
have started TMP/SMX or TCN, only to 
witness the onset of an infection (red- 
ness, swelling, pain, swollen lymph 
glands and discharge of pus), add peni- 
cillin or cephalexin and immediately seek 
medical attention. 

2. Serious injuries include large lacera- 
tions, burns, deep puncture wounds or a 
retained foreign body. Examples are 
shark or moray bites, stingray or sea ur- 
chin punctures, scorpionfish envenoma- 
tions and deep coral cuts. These should 
be vigorously irrigated with sterile normal 
saline (if available) or disinfected fresh 
water as soon as possible, to remove de- 
bris and seawater. The victim should be 
immediately transferred to a physician's 
care, who will explore and properly clean 
the wound. If available, TMP/SMX or 
TCN should be administered. Again, if an 
infection appears despite your best ef- 
forts and there will be a delay to physi- 
cian care, add penicillin or cephalexin to 
the treatment. 

3. Infected wounds should be cleaned 
as well as possible and antibiotics admin- 
istered. Seek physician care. If the infec- 
tion is minor and has the appearance of 
a classic erysipeloid infection (‘fish han- 
dler’s disease,’’ commonly seen follow- 
ing a nick or scratch during the prepara- 
tion or handling of seafood), one should 
add penicillin, cephalexin or erythromy- 
cin to the other antibiotic. 

Obviously, anyone who has suffered a 
serious wound or who has already devel- 
oped an infection should seek prompt 
treatment from a physician. However, it is 
not often a doctor will be with you on a 
boat at Apo Reef in the Philippines or the 
Blue Hole of Palau. Always be prepared 
with a proper first aid kit and have your 
physician explain the use of all medica- 
tions before you embark on your trip. 
Keep your tetanus immunizations up to 
date.—Paul S. Auerbach. >t.

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three steel modules for their sliding stabil- 
ity under strong wave/surge conditions. 
One module had circular members, one 
Square members, and the other modules, 
a half circular forebody and a half square 
afterbody.

The Donzi ZF33

Genes: ladies, boys and girls, get 
ready to start your engines! That's 
what pops into my head every time | see 
one of the Donzi Z series boats. They just 
look like they were made for nothing 
more than going fast. And, even though 
they do go very fast, the notion that they 
do nothing else couldn't be farther from 
the truth. 

When the manatees are in the Fort Lau- 
derdale waterway it’s a long, slow run 
from Pete Marzano’s Twin City Marine 
just south of the airport, out to the open 
ocean. The whole ride takes about 45 
minutes and it’s tough to keep your hand 
off the throttle when you know you could 
do the whole trip in 5 minutes. All the 
way, the Donzi ZF 33 patiently holds 
back, waiting for its chance. But it's tough 
for the pilot and passengers to be so pa- 
tient when this baby is just aching to get 
up and show her stuff. 

But | guess the slow ride is not totally 
wasted. It gives you lots of time to show 
off your new status symbol. And, believe 
me, the heads wi// be turning. The ZF is 
a sleek runner and Its twin 200 hp Yama- 
has are just waiting to scream. If you 
choose, you can make it run nearly 60 
mph! It's as classy as a Mercedes but 
Donzi's attention to detail makes you feel 
as if you are riding in a Lamborghini. 

SO, what does that mean to you, Mr. or 
Ms. Diver? Well, besides having a lot of 
people looking at you when you go by, try 
having breakfast in Fort Lauderdale, 
conch chowder for lunch in the Bahamas 
(and a couple of dives of course) and be 
back home in time for the evening news. 

Even though their name sounds Italian, 
Donzis are really an all-American breed. 
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from the stainless steel seat bases to the leather steering wheel. 





Older promotional material says the boat, 
‘is built for an owner who will simply nev- 
er compromise for anything less than the 
very finest.’’ Example: Donzi is so bent 
on perfection it refuses to hire a night 
shift. The company simply doesn't be- 
lieve it can get the kind of quality crafts- 
men needed to build its boats to work late 
at night. Donzi material says the compa- 
ny uses, ‘only craftsmanship of the high- 
est order, performed only in the exacting 
light of day.” 

With more than two generations of 
boats to its credit, Donzi is not noted for 
bringing out new boats just for the sake 
of a new year. So don’t expect your Don- 
Zi to become obsolete very soon. At 
33’1", the ZF’s 9 foot beam gives you al- 
most 200 square feet of walkaround 


room. In addition to being fast, she is also 
maneuverable and draws only 18 inches. 
The freeboard averages 34 inches and 
the average cockpit depth is 28 inches. 
At 4,200 pounds, she carries 270 gallons 
of fuel and 30 gallons of fresh water. 
Constructed fully of handlaid fiber- 
glass, the ZF’s molds are constantly 
buffed and rewaxed to ensure that each 
hull is perfectly cast. Once laid, it is 
allowed to cure overnight before being 
removed from the mold. This extra de- 
gree of patience produces a boat that 
looks like porcelain. It takes two to three 
times as long to build—compared with 
other boats of the same size—and has 
few options. You don’t really need them 
since almost everything comes standard. 
Donzi refuses to play the stripped down 








sales game and delivers each boat just 
the way they feel you will want it the day 
you first turn on the engines. 

The boat's components are gauged 
only by function, quality and prestige. Ex- 
ample: The leather steering wheel is the 
same type found on European Grand Prix 
racing cars. Its cost is several times that 
of a plastic copy, but cost is not a consid- 
eration. Another example: The vinyls 
used for seating material are seven times 
stronger than standard marine materials. 
And, so it goes throughout the boat's en- 
tire construction. 

With premium grade hardware, the 
Donzi will look great years after others 
have started to corrode. All seat bases 
are fabricated of welded stainless steel. 
The railings are chrome over brass or 
chrome over 316 stainless. The lavish 
console is outfitted with all VDO blue line 
instruments and warning systems just like 
fine European sedans and sportcars. 

Console switches are pressure sensi- 
tive and the entire electrical system has 
circuit breakers instead of fuses. Engine 
mounts and trim tabs are through-bolted. 
One hundred ten volt shore power is 
standard and a Kenwood AM-FM stereo 
system is built into the forward cabin. 
Sleeping three, the cabin also contains a 
galley, portable head, ventilated port 
lights and storage compartments. 

All the topside storage and a freshwa- 
ter washdown system are hidden in the 
walls and deck. If you like to fish as well 
as dive, you will find ten inch deep rod 
boxes that will hold eight rods up to sev- 
en feet long. The deck also contains a 35 
gallon live baitwell and several insulated 
boxes. To complete the package, all 
safety equipment required by the United 
States Coast Guard is included. When 
you take delivery of your ZF 33 all you 
have to do is get in the cockpit, turn on 
the key and go! 

Along with its exceptional luxury is the 
Donzi ZF 33’s impressive price tag. With 
twin 200 hp Yamahas, the fully equipped, 
ready to run price is $74,995. Compared 
with stripped down boats in this general 
class the price is reasonable when you 
add on the accessories necessary to 
bring them up to the standard Donzi level. 
If that price is a bit more than you are 
ready to pay, you might want to take a 
look at the ZF 33’s little sister, the ZF 23. 
It has the same basic appointments but a 
considerably lower price.

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LESSON Il: Camera Electronics

he thing that sets the Nikonos V apart from all other am- 

phibious 35mm cameras and prior Nikonos models is its 
electronic circuitry. This is a very smart camera that can take 
perfectly exposed pictures or warn you conditions are not quite 
right. It makes underwater photography a whole lot easier. 


THE BRAIN 
Nikon describes this electronic circuitry as the Nikonos V's 
brain. It is basically a miniature computer preprogrammed for 
specific functions. The system is built into a flat metal strip that 
fits into the top of the camera body, under the viewfinder. 
This circuitry is similar to the electronics designed for some 
of Nikon’s most professional SLR cameras. 


POWER SOURCE 

As with all computers, the Nikonos V brain relies on a Source 
of electrical power. In this case, it is a small battery in the base 
of the camera body. 

Nikon gives you a choice of using either one, three volt bat- 
tery or a pair of 1.5 volt cells. The Nikonos V manual provides 
specific information on what batteries can be used. 

How long do the batteries last? That depends greatly on the 
age of the batteries, amount of camera use and outside tem- 
perature. Cold weather/water use shortens battery life. You 
should always carry a spare set of fresh batteries. 

Does a dead battery mean the camera will no longer oper- 
ate? Not entirely. You do lose the automatic exposure function, 
but the camera will fire on the M90 setting. This is a mechanical 
shutter mode operating at 1/90 second. 


DATA INPUT 
As with all computers, the Nikonos V brain depends on data 
inputted by the operator. In this case it is very simple. 
First, set the ASA/ISO film speed. This control is a dial on 
the top left of the camera, just under the rewind crank. 
Next, dial in the shutter speed you intend to use. This control

is on the top right side of the camera, just under the film 
advance lever. The shutter speed selector offers a wide range 
of options ranging from A for automatic to six different electron- 
ic shutter speeds. 

Once the brain knows the film speed and shutter mode, it will 
operate automatically. 


TTL SENSORS 
The brain is also equipped with a pair of electronic eyes. 
These are deep within the camera body, near the shutter. They 
are called sensors—specifically, silicone photo diode (SPD) 
sensors. The sensors measure only that amount of light that 
has already passed through the lens and is striking the shutter. 





The camera’s electronics are powered 
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This system is known as TTL metering. It is a very accurate and 
dependable method of calculating automatic exposure. 

The two eyes perform different jobs, but often work in uni- 
son. The top sensor measures only ambient sunlight rays strik- 
ing the film. The bottom sensor measures only the incoming 
light from an electronic flash or multiple flash units. This sensor 
has to be really quick since the duration of the electronic flash 
is only 1/500 second. The two sensors feed this data into the 
camera's brain so that it can instantly compute the correct ex- 
posure setting. 


EXPOSURE CONTROL 

The Nikonos V exposure system is based on aperture prior- 
ity. This means you manually set the lens aperture and the 
camera's brain automatically selects the shutter speed. If you 
set the shutter speed selector dial on A the brain will automati- 
cally select the right speed. With available light, that can be 
anywhere between 1/30 second to 1/1000 second. If an elec- 
tronic flash (TTL type) is used, the brain will select 1/90 second 
for flash synchronization. If the correct exposure is out of the 
range of the camera settings, the brain will give you a number 
of different warnings, depending on the problem. 


DISPLAY WINDOW 

The viewfinder of the Nikonos V is a little bit like the video 
screen of a computer, but much more simplified. Spread out 
along the bottom of the viewfinder window is an electronic data 
display. This is how the camera brain communicates with you 
and tells you exactly what is happening. This display consists 
of a single row of symbols and numbers. They light up when 
certain information is being transmitted by the brain. 

For example, the arrow at the left of the screen will light up 
if there is too much light coming through the lens. This is the 
overexposure warning. 

An arrow at the right of the screen lights up when there is too 
little light for correct exposure. This is the underexposure warn- 
ing signal. 

Next to the right arrow there is a tiny lightning bolt. This lights 
up when the flash is ready to fire. The appearance of this light 
means the shutter is set on 1/90 second if the camera is on 
automatic. This symbol transmits even more information, which 
we will explain in future lessons on flash. 

Between the exposure arrows there are six numbers. From 
left to right they read: 1000, 500, 250, 125, 60 and 30. These 
correspond to the shutter speeds of the camera. When the 
camera is set on automatic, one of these will light up. The brain 
is telling you what speed it has selected to match the aperture 
setting. If you are not satisfied with it, change the aperture. With 


Light passing through the lens is reflected off the shutter 
and into the light sensors deep withing the camera. 








your eye to the viewfinder and one hand adjusting the aperture 
control, you can achieve the correct exposure combination. 

Should you decide to turn the selector dial to a specific shut- 
ter speed (such as 1/60 second), the corresponding 60 will 
light up in the display window. If it is the right shutter speed for 
the selected aperture, everything will appear fine. However, if 
it is the wrong shutter speed, a number will flash. This is the 
brain's way of warning you of an incorrect exposure. The flash- 
ing number indicates the correct shutter speed for the chosen 
aperture. You can correct the problem by changing either the 
aperture or the shutter speed setting. 


MORE THAN AUTOMATIC 

As you can see, the Nikonos V contains a remarkable com- 
puter brain. It does a lot more than just control exposures auto- 
matically. It Keeps track of exposure controls and reports this 
information to you via the viewfinder display. It is the photogra- 
pher’s helper and coach all wrapped up in one. Even profes- 
sional photographers find this kind of feedback to be a tremen- 
dous help in achieving great photos. »#

ea’ be pardner, strap on your pink 
saddlebags and vamoose.”’ As | 


carried the Ocean Pro BC out of the DE- 
MA show, | fully expected the door guard 
to say something like that. It didn't hap- 
pen, and | was glad. It’s not that the BC 
was unattractive, it’s just that | would 
have chosen another pocket color. Of 
course, the huge pink pockets were easi- 
ly removable—! learned later. 

In an era of complications to every fac- 
et of daily life, the Ocean Pro takes a 
unique stand: rugged simplicity com- 
bined with adaptability. The former is pro- 
vided by the BC’s sleek, bladderless de- 
sign, and the latter by a variety of adjust- 
ments and removable pockets. 

The Ocean Pro BC is constructed of 
durable Armanol (Cordura/Antron fiber) 
coated with extra thick polyurethane for 
waterproofing. The combination gives the 
BC an almost bulletproof feel. All seams 
are heat welded and have sewn-on nylon 
edge taping for durability and good 
looks. The jacket is contoured and baf- 
fled to fit in close to the body and thereby 
reduce drag U/W. 

The Ocean Pro's shoulders are pad- 
ded and feature snap-in straps for easy 
adjustment and quick donning/doffing. 
These are sewn on under reinforcing 
plastic patches. Velcro closing hose 
guides are sewn onto each shoulder. 

The front of the Ocean Pro closes with 
two adjustable, snap-in straps. The waist 
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is secured with either a nylon webbing 
strap with a Snap-over buckle or a combi- 
nation waist strap with Velcro closing 
neoprene comfort band. This latter is 
available in four sizes and adjusts to fit in- 
between waists. As its name implies, It in- 
creases diver comfort by holding the BC 
in snugly and helping distribute the 
weight of a tank (topside) on the hips. 

The Ocean Pro’s plastic backpack fea- 
tures a curved tank support and an ad- 
justable webbing band with stainless 
buckle, Velcro tab and rubber non-slip in- 
sert. This collapsible arrangement allows 
the entire BC to be carried in a small gear 
bag or suitcase. (I carried one in my suit- 
case back from the DEMA show.) 

The Ocean Pro has an overpressure 
relief valve on the back and a combina- 
tion manual/power inflation hose at- 
tached to the left shoulder. Pulling down 
on the hose opens a valve on the shoul- 
der and vents the jacket. This hose has 
a Velcro tab to keep it in place. With other 
BCs I’ve found such tabs hard to reattach 
underwater once they've pulled loose, so 
the nylon hose guide sewn onto the left 
shoulder was a pleasant surprise. It will 
assure the inflation hose is where you 
want it when you need it. 

Many experts feel CO, inflation mech- 
anisms are a thing of the past on BCs, 
and the Ocean Pro comes without one. 
This is fine with me. It’s one less thing to 
care for—and in keeping with the rugged, 





basic nature of the jacket. 

For those desiring a streamlined, hy- 
drodynamic BC, a pocketless Ocean Pro 
is the perfect choice. However, strap 
guides are sewn onto the BC so that one 
or two expandable 9.5 x 12.5 inch pock- 
ets can be attached in moments. These 
are big enough for a Nikonos, tools, aba- 
lone or possibly even a just-barely-legal 
California lobster. They feature Velcro 
closing top flaps and full mesh backs for 
quick drainage. And, color-wise, you can 
pick pockets to complement, contrast or 
even clash with your jacket. (Oceanic will 
soon offer a variety of pocket shapes.) If 
you can't fit everything in the pockets, 
there's also a plastic D-ring attached to 
the lower edge of the Ocean Pro. 

You can get the Ocean Pro in three 
versions: The deluxe BC comes with two 
pockets and the waist strap/comfort 
band and retails for $357. It comes in roy- 
al blue, pink or lavender. The standard 
BC comes with one pocket and a waist- 
band only. It is available in the same col- 
ors and retails for $328. The economy BC 
comes with the waistband only and no 
pockets. It's only available in black and 
retails for $294. A deluxe BC kit ($30) in- 
cludes one pocket and the comfort band. 
This will upgrade a standard Ocean Pro 
to deluxe. Pockets (in royal, pink or lav- 
ender) are available for $10 each and 
comfort bands are $20. You can strap 
‘em all on at your Oceanic dealer. »# 
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h! Picture it: the drops of moisture 

condensing on the cool glass of your 
Corona as you sit on the sunny deck of 
a dive boat. You're looking good—in step 
with the latest trend. Sounds refreshing 
doesn't it? Wrong, this isn’t about beer. 
We're talking about the Corona dive 
mask. And, what are you doing sitting in 
the sun with your mask on? 

The Corona, from Mares/SeaQuest, is 
right in step with the current fashion in 
dive masks: attractive colors, low vol- 
ume, wide view and comfort. But, it’s for 
smaller faces and smaller budgets. It util- 
izes a wide single lens of tempered glass 
set into a tough, lightweight polycarbon- 
ate frame, available in translucent red, 
blue or fuchsia. These colors comple- 
ment those of snorkels, BCs and fins in 
the SeaQuest/Mares line. 

The Corona’s silicone rubber skirt is 
soft and features a double face seal for 
comfort. Silicone has the added advan- 
tages of being hypoallergenic and resis- 
tant to breakdown by sunlight and ozone

(but keep it away from black rubber prod- 
ucts, which can cause yellowing). The sil- 
icone skirt also allows added light to en- 
ter the mask. This latter helps illuminate 
the faces of underwater models, enhanc- 
ing photography. The skirt keeps the 
mask frame well away from the face so 
there are no pressure points. This also al- 
lows easy access to the nose pocket. 

Only five and three-fourths inches 
wide, the Corona is designed for narrow- 
er faces—so it will fit many adults as well 
as children. It offers a wide field of view, 
plus low volume, which translates to easy 
clearing underwater. 

The Corona’s silicone rubber head- 
band is wide at the back and has a tex- 
tured inner surface and three large holes 





Pull on a strap end to tighten the Corona. 


to help it remain in position. The strap 
ends pass through slots in the mask 
frame. This, and ridges on the strap, 
allow the wearer to tighten the headband 
with one hand by pulling on a strap end. 
To loosen the headband, remove the 
mask to release tension on the strap, 
then pull the ends back through the slots 
in the frame. 

One of the nicest features of the Coro- 
na mask is its price. At $24, it’s perfect 
for the diver on a budget and the under- 
water photographer who wants to have 
several masks, in different colors, to 
match the gear of underwater models. 
The Corona might also be a good choice 
if you're introducing a gaggle of kids to 
snorkeling and need easy to operate 
masks and a total price tag that won't re- 
quire time payments.

A Compact Superboat |

Niovaranine 2 of Olbia (Sassari), Italy, 
produces a wide range of inflatable 
boats, spanning 16 basic models in three 
different classes. The smallest is the Na- 
vy 305, a four passenger, eight foot yacht 
tender. The largest is the RH 1000, a 32 
passenger, 29'10” rigid hull behemoth, 
which also comes in a 340 horsepower, 
twin turbo diesel, jet drive version. 

More practical to most divers than 
these extremes, however, is the inflatable 
reviewed this month, the Navy 535. With 
an overall length of 12’10”, the Navy 535 
is a midline boat, but it exhibits the same 
quality materials and construction meth- 
ods used in the larger and more expen- 
sive models. 

The Navy 535 is one of Novamarine

performance. The deep V-hull, formed by 
the rigid, laminated hardwood keel and 
braced by the hardwood/plywood floor- 
boards, provides good directional stabil- 
ity or tracking, and helps the boat to 
plane at fairly slow speeds. 

The relatively light weight of 155 
pounds and compact size when packed 
for storage or transportation lend great 
versatility to the Navy 535. It can be easi- 
ly assembled and disassembled by one 
or two persons in a fraction of an hour. 
Literally, this boat can be transported and 
launched just about anywhere. Despite 
its short 3.9 meter length, it provides a 
surprising amount of usable space, main- 
ly because of the square bow. . 

Eighteen inch diameter tubes and a 
5'11” beam give good lateral stability with 
more than enough buoyancy to support 
SIX passengers or four divers with gear. 
The rated load capacity is a hefty 1,760 
pounds—more than 11 times the boat’s 
own weight. 

Construction of the Navy 535 begins 
with a fabric of tightly woven 1,000 denier 
Trevira polyester. This material, Known 
for its ruggedness and resistance to 
stretching, is then treated with an elasto- 
mer to improve the bond between the 
fabric and the adjacent layers of neo- 
prene. Two layers of neoprene are next 
applied to the inner surface of the fabric 
in two separate calendering processes 
(Operations where the neoprene is bond- 
ed to the fabric under high heat and pres- 
sure). Another layer of neoprene Is calen- 
dered into/onto the outer surface of the 
fabric, followed by a layer of 100 percent 
Hypalon. Constructed in this manner, the 
material exhibits strength and dimension- 
al stability, owing to the Trevira polyester; 
airtightness and suppleness, because of 
the three layers of neoprene; and resist- 
ance to abrasion, sunlight, ozone, heat 
and saltwater, owing to the layer of Hypa- 
lon. The material is then cut into the de- 
sired patterns. Separate pieces are 
joined together with seams made by 
overlapping adjacent edges and hand- 
gluing the mating surfaces with a special 
two component rubber adhesive. Each 
seam is given additional reinforcement 
with a one and one-half inch wide tape 
bonded to its inside surface. 

In the completed boat, the tubes con- 
tain three independent air chambers, 
each with its own noncorrodible, low pro- 
file valve. These valves screw into 
place—for easier maintenance—and offer 
two stages of protection against air leak- 
age: an inner one-way valve for inflation 
and an outer O-ring sealed cap. 

Skirting the entire outboard edge of the 
tubes is a large Hypalon rubrail. Hypalon 
is used for its resistance to sunlight and 
because it does not mark a fiberglass 
boat when secured alongside. 

Attached to the forward half of the side 
tubes, near the top, are lacing cuffs, to 
which are tied the one inch diameter Da- 
cron grab lines. Since they are forward,

he purpose of this lesson is to intro- 

duce you to three shots that will add 
interest to your U/W videos: the cut-in, 
cut-away and overlap. These will add va- 
riety to the basic LS, MS, CU and LS pat- 
tern presented last month. 

To show how cut-in and cut-away 
shots are used, let's begin with a fish 
feeding adventure at the Balboa off 
Grand Cayman. Jim began with a wide 
angle LS to establish the location and 
subjects: two divers kneeling on the 
sandy bottom. Then, he swam in slowly— 
without turning the camera off—to identify 
the divers with a MS and introduce the 
action: Cathy was feeding the yellowtails 
as Ro (Robert of Sunset Divers) watched. 
After about ten seconds of shooting, Jim 


SELF ASSIGNMENT 


If you can, modify this assignment for 
one or more subject divers, or for pool or 
open water. The topside shots will de- 
pend on the weight of your camera sys- 
tem. If you don’t have a pool, modify for 
a topside shoot of two or more persons. 
Here is the basic sequence: 

1. Topside LS showing divers entering 
the pool. 

2. Underwater LS overlap shot of div- 
ers entering the pool. 

3. Slow LS pan of divers approaching 
a large shell (or other object). 

4. MS of a diver picking up the shell. 

5. CU of diver’s head and shoulders as 
he/she examines the shell. 

6. ECU cut-in of just the shell in the 
diver’s hand. 

7. CU cut-away of diver’s face. 

8. MS of diver placing shell on bottom. 

9. Underwater LS—slow pan as divers 
swim to ladder and leave pool. 

10. Topside LS overlap of divers 
breaking surface at ladder and leaving 
the pool. 





shut the video camera off. 

He moved in and shot an ECU cut-in to 
show the yellowtails going after the noz- 
zle of the pressurized cheese can. After 
about five seconds, he shut the camera 
off. Once the viewer sees several fish bite 
at the nozzle, additional viewing would be 
boring. It was time to cut-away to a relat-

ed action. Because Ro, who was watch- 
ing the feeding, was shown in the intro- 
ductory LS and following MS, his interest 
was related to the main action. Thus, for 
the CU cut-away, Jim shot about three 
seconds of Ro's face as he watched the 
fish antics. 

It was time to end the fish feeding part

of our video movie, SO we needed to re- 
solve the action and set up a transition to 
another U/W activity. To do so, Jim 
pulled back for a MS (basically the same 
as the MS used to identify the action ear- 
lier) and shot several seconds of Cathy 
feeding the fish with Ro watching. Then, 
as preplanned, Cathy and Ro turned and 








GLOSSARY 


Cut-in Shot: A brief CU or ECU that 
cuts into the main action. For example, 
if a MS shows a diver reading a depth 
guage, a brief cut-in CU can show the 
diver’s view of the gauge. 

Cut-Away Shot: A brief CU, ECU or 
sometimes a MS, that cuts away from 
the main action. It cuts to a related sub- 
ject or a separate action that is occurring 
at the same time. For example, if a MS 
shows a diver looking at a fish, you could 
use a brief CU cut-away of just the div- 
er’s face. A cut-away subject should be 
established as part of the main action, 
directly or indirectly, before the cut-away 
shot is made. 

CU: A close-up shot that pinpoints the 
main action. LS and MS shots usually 
lead to the CU. 

ECU: Extreme close-up. 

A LS showing the divers swimming away ends the fish feeding sequence. Establishing Shot: A shot, usually a 
LS, that introduces the viewer to a scene 
or action. 

LS: A long shot, usually wide angle, 
showing the overall view of the scene. 
These are usually used to establish 
scenes and to resolve sequences. 

MS (medium shot): It provides the 
transition between the LS that estab- 
lished the scene and the CU that pin- 
points the action. 

Overlap: To reshoot the same ac- 
tion—but from a different angle—that oc- 
curred at the end of the previous shot. 

Resolving Shot: A shot, usually a LS, 
that shows or implies the end of an ac- 
tion or sequence of shots. The resolving 
shot may also provide a transition from 
one scene to another. 

Scene: The overall view of a subject 
or subjects. 

Sequence: A series of related shots in 
a logical order. A video is made of a se- 
ries of related sequences. 

Shot: The time from when you turn the 
camera on until you turn it off. 

Shoot: The act of taking a shot (verb); 
a shooting session when several shots 
are made (noun).

swam away (for a LS) and out of the 
frame to left of camera. 

The ending scene—Cathy and Ro 
swimming away from camera—provides 
a natural transition to the next action se- 
quence. If they swam out of the frame to 
the left, we could have them swim back 
into the frame from the right (for smooth 
directional continuity) when we estab- 
lished a new location and action. Had 
they swum out of the frame to the right, 
we would have them swim back into the 
frame from the left. If they swam directly 
away from the camera, they could swim 
into the frame from any angle to establish 
a new location. 

Our next sequence was shot at a cave- 
like opening in the upside down hull of 
the Balboa. Jim wanted Cathy and Ro to 
‘‘discover’’ the opening, pause and then 
swim inside. In order to smooth the tran-

dents are dispersed into communities of 
4,000 people or less. A four story limit to 
building heights keeps structures no taller 
than surrounding tree tops. The one main 
highway is a 90 mile, horseshoe shaped, 
shoreline drive running from the Napali 
Coast to the Kalalau Lookout. Kauai’s 
pristine beauty is exemplified as the para- 
disiac set for many of Hollywood's pro- 
ductions. Every year since the early 
1950s, a major motion picture has been 
filmed here. The list includes such clas- 
sics as South Pacific, Paradise Lost, King 
Kong and Raiders of the Lost Ark. 
Seventy-two miles northwest of Oahu 
is Lihue’s newly completed airport com- 
plex. The resorts are in the Poipu/Koloa 
area on the south shore, Wailua-Kapaa 
region on the east coast and Hanalei/ 
Princeville on the north shore. 
Underwater, Kauai is a blend of ancient 
lava formations, rare, unique and abun- 
dant tropical fish and the everpresent 
chance of close encounters with exciting 
pelagics. The south shore area, close to 
Poipu, has several sites divable year- 
round. Sheraton Caverns are three 10 
foot high lava tubes that run parallel to 
each other. The tubes are 35 to 60 feet 
deep and wide enough for four divers to 
swim abreast. There is a resident host of 
friendly eels and an abundance of lob- 
sters. Occasionally, a turtle or whitetip 
reef shark can be sighted. The area is al- 
ways protected from rough seas. There is 
never any current and, most important to 
Terry O'Halloran, co-owner of FATHOM 
FIVE DIVE SHOP in Old Koloa Town: 
‘‘The fact our sites are rarely dived 
makes them special for marine life obser- 
vations.’’ With partner Frank Adams, 
O'Halloran runs dive charters to the near- 
by south shore aboard a 24 foot Radon 
year-round. Having recently refurbished 
every facet of its business, Fathom Five 
has a reputation for running an efficient 
operation. Morning charters return by 
noon and afternoon trips by 5:00 pm, al-

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lowing divers time to enjoy the pleasures 
of above water Kauai. 

General Store is a horseshoe shaped 
ledge lying in 65 to 80 feet. There is an 
abundance of lemon butterflyfish, black 
coral and remnants of a 19th century 
steamer. Brenneke’s Ledge is a series 
of three dive sites with high potential for 
pelagic sightings. At the southeast corner 
of the island, it is a long ledge, running 
from 60 to 95 feet. Turtles are often seen 
sleeping here. Other south shore favor- 
ites include Turtle Bluffs and Fishbowl. 

Not all the areas of Kauai are divable 
year-round. Dive site accessibility is dic- 
tated by seasonal changes and daily vari- 
ations. From June through September, 
Pete Ricciardi of AQUATICS KAUAI likes 
to take charters to Mana Crack off the 
Napali Coast. He says, ‘‘It is the only true 
barrier reef off Kauai.’’ Covering an area 
of about seven miles, rock formations, 
ledges, lava tubes and a circus of sea life 
live in waters that offer 85 foot visibility. 
Established in 1976, Aquatics Kauai's 
two boats, the 26 foot Nani Kai and the 
38 foot Ginne Mae, run every day. 

When everything clicks, the north 
shore is a visual spectacle. Accessible 
from May to September, Oceanarium is 
a pinnacle with deep cracks, large black 
coral trees and rare fish. Depth varies 
from 65 to 140 feet, making it an area for 
experienced divers only. Truck Stop is 
an archway large enough for a semi to 
drive through. The top of the arch starts 
at 55 feet, is 50 feet wide and 100 feet 
deep. The archway is densely packed 
with cup corals, black coral, lionfish, a 
sponge crab and banded angelfish. 

Nick Konstantinou is the owner of SEA 
SAGE in Kapaa. He works closely with 
manager Howard Albers and boat own- 
ers Ken and Linda Bail. Nick states, 
‘We're a tight corps of instructors—con- 
servation minded, with our hearts into the 
marine life.’’ Linda and Ken operate their 
21 foot Radon exclusively through Sea 
Sage and are constantly seeking the best 
areas possible. 

On the east coast, popular sites in- 
clude Ahukini Landing, Aquarium and 
Dragon’s Head. As good as the dive of- 
ferings are, Kauai is a balanced vacation 
destination. Albers best sums it up, ‘‘If 
you want to get away from it all, it’s here. 
And, if you’re an active vacationer, you 
won't be bored.”’ 

There's one last ‘‘must’’ to do on Kau- 
ai: South Seas Helicopters is one of sev- 
eral companies that runs aerial tours in 
and around Kauai. Passengers don ster- 
eo headphones for a musically accompa- 
nied, 50 minute, ‘‘E ticket’’ symphony 
that will take one’s breath away. Don't 
miss it!

OAHU 

Oahu is known as ‘‘the gathering 
place.’’ The third largest of the island 
chain, it is the political, economic and cul- 
tural center of Hawaii. Eighty percent of 
the state’s one million people live on Oa- 
hu, one-half of them centered in and 
around the capital city of Honolulu. 

The island is studded with white sand

beaches and visitors can sun worship, 
wind, body or boardsurf, snorkel, swim 
or just spectate. The most famous (and 
most crowded) beach is Waikiki. The ad- 
jacent strip along Kalakaua Avenue is 
host to 33,000 hotel rooms and a myriad 
of shops, nightclubs and some of the fin- 
est dining available. 

A drive around Oahu brings travelers 








by fields of sugar cane and pineapple 
plantations. Hanauma Bay, Pali Lookout 
and Diamond Head Crater are rated as 
three of the state's ten best panoramic 
vistas. Poignant reminders of World War 
ll can be seen at the National Memorial 
Cemetery of the Pacific at Punchbow! 
Crater and the USS Arizona Memorial at 
Pearl Harbor. 

Divers and nondivers, young and old, 
will enjoy learning about Hawaii's plenti- 
ful marine life community at either the 
Waikiki Aquarium or Sea Life Park. 

Dive offerings around Oahu are as di- 
verse as the island itself. Turtle Canyon 
in Maunalua Bay has a sand and lava 
ridge bottom. Its shallow waters are 
home to several dozen green sea turtles, 
and divers can observe and swim along- 
side them. It is a fun, easygoing dive and 
one of the personal favorites of Jackie 
James, owner of ALOHA DIVE SHOP at 
the Koko Marina Shopping Center. She 
approaches diving with a contagious en- 
thusiasm that belies her 16 years in the 
business. The staff caters to new divers 
and immediately learns the first name of 
all customers. “| want to make people 
feel like they are coming into my home, 
Jackie says. Her two boats, the 30 foot 
Easy Diver and 29 foot Easy Two are 
berthed outside the back door of the 
shop. From there it is a short ride to the 
dive sites. “VW 






We want to sell fun, and 
above all, safety,’ she says. All dives are 
50 feet or less. Besides Turtle Canyon, 
Jackie enjoys Anglerfish Reef, the 
home of anglerfish, eels and tropicals. 

Another business that operates in the 
Maunalua and Hanauma Bay areas is VE- 
HON VENTURES, owned by Don and 
Eileen Vehon. Charters aboard one of 
their two 25 foot custom dive boats origi- 
nate from their store at the Kaupa Kal 
Shopping Center. Manager Mike Hasa- 
gawa likes Palea Point at the north tip of 
Hanauma Bay. It is a wall dive that starts 
at 15 feet and drops to 100. The pinnacle 
is loaded with tropical fish, crabs and 
several species of lobsters. A colorful site 
with caves and archways, it is great for 
night dives as well. Six Fingers in 
Maunalua Bay is a series of ridges run- 
ning perpendicular to the shore in 30 to 
55 feet of water. lt is a good spot for be- 
ginning and seasoned divers alike. 

OCEAN ADVENTURES INC. is a PADI 
Five Star facility based in Pearl City. Op- 
erated by Brad and Debi Revis, the store 
has recently purchased a 28 foot custom 
Delta dive boat for use in conjunction with 
a dive/accommodations package with 
the Sheraton Makaha. Diving the leeward 
side of Oahu, Revis enjoys the wreck of 
the Mahi and the Makaha Caves. “On 
the leeward side visibility runs from 60- 
100 feet, 350 days a year.”

45 foot deep shore dive is honeycombed 
with lava tubes and caverns where open 
ceilings allow light to penetrate in a spec- 
tacular visual array. 

Established in 1971, AARON’S DIVE 
SHOP of Kailua has been running dive 
Charters to Oahu’s windward side for 
several years. “‘All our sites are a 20 to 
45 minute boat ride, offer visibility aver- 
aging 100 feet, excellent photographic 
opportunities, pristine corals, lava tubes 
and caverns,’ says Manager Brian Gra- 
bel. He also says Moku Manu, an island 
two miles seaward of Mokapu Point, is 
one of the best areas for sighting big fish, 
rays and sharks. Other sites frequented 
by Aaron’s are Rabbit Island, Twin Is- 
lands and Bird Rock. Recently, owner 
Jack Aaron formed an association with 
SCHRADER’S WINDWARD MARINE RE- 
SORT, a 50 unit complex at Kaneohe. 
Managed by Jeff Bond, the resort is dedi- 
cated to the watersports enthusiast. 
Guests can partake in kayaking, wind- 
surfing, snorkeling and fishing—all in 
nearby Kaneohe Bay. 

For wreck diving enthusiasts, Oahu 
has three sites accessible by boat, easy 
to dive and fun to experience. Lying up- 
right in 50 to 80 feet of water, the 200 foot 
Kahala Barge was sunk as an artificial 
reef. The pilothouse is intact, penetrable 
and often home to a large green sea tur- 
tle. Tropicals have started to move into 
the area and spotted eagle rays are often 
seen swimming by. 

One mile off the coast of Wainae is the 








fully intact wreck of the Mahi. The 165 
foot minesweeper lies upright in 70 to 90 
feet. Sunk as an artificial reef in 1982 by 
Ken Taylor of SOUTH SEAS AQUATICS, 
the wreck has become home for blue- 
striped snapper, goatfish and yellow mar- 
gin eels. Ken is also responsible for the 
underwater placement of a single engine 
aircraft. The cockpit is open and divers 
can sit in the pilot’s seat. 

The diverse dive offerings, panoramic 
vistas, untouched beaches and excite- 
ment of Waikiki make Oahu an ideal fami- 
ly vacation destination. 


MAUI COUNTY 

‘‘Maui no ka of’ means Maui is the 
best. It is an old Hawaiian saying that is 
hard to dispute. The island Is a tropical 
playland with picturesque mountains, his- 
toric villages and seaside resorts. 

Maui County consists of four islands: 
Maui, Lanai, Molokai and Kahoolawe. !n- 
ter-island dive charters run daily and are 
the keys to diving Maui's waters. The 
boat trips are an adventure in them- 
selves. ‘‘Half the fun of the charter is the 
boat ride out there,’ says Steve Knight, 
manager of HAWAIIAN REEF DIVERS. 
“The scenery of the West Maui moun- 
tains is gorgeous, the chance of seeing 
whales and having dolphin escorts is as 
exciting as the diving.’’ Hawaiian Reef 
Divers, owned by Jim Bellamy, runs char- 
ters from Lahaina aboard its 38 foot cus- 
tom built Hydronaut every day. Taking up 
to 18 passengers, “‘we try our best to 
help people have a good vacation in Ha- 
waii and safe diving at a price they can 
afford,’ Knight says. 

‘The Friendly Isle’ of Molokai is eight 
miles northeast of Maui. There are no div- 
ing operations on the island, but off its 
easternmost tip lies an island called Mo- 
ku Hooniki. A deep (up to 95 feet) clear 
water dive, this rarely visited site can be 
a wall, drift, pinnacle or reef dive. The 
marine life is big and beautiful and pelag- 
ics are common. Its exposure to the open 
sea and predominant northeasterly trade 
winds make this a rarely accessible spot. 
Another vulnerable but beautifully pristine 
area is Hidden Pinnacles on the wind- 
ward side of Maui. Marvin Wolpa, man- 
ager of LAHAINA DIVERS says, ‘the site 
is so rarely accessible, owing to the nor- 
mal trade wind patterns, | always feel 
privileged when we get to dive there. The 


geological structures and the wealth of 


diverse marine life make for high voltage 
diving at its best.”* Lahaina Divers, owned 
by Blain Roberts, runs daily two tank 
charters to Lanai and Molokini Crater. 
‘Our staff uses humor and a personal 
touch to put our customers at ease.” 
Their 43 foot Delta, Reliant, comfortably 
carries 16 divers while Nomad, a 31 foot 
Radon, takes up to 10.

more than six dive from one of two 21 
foot Boston Whalers. ‘‘We try to take peo- 
ple to places that are not regularly dived 
by other operations,’’ Ed says, and the 85 
foot deep Hawaiian Reef ‘has diverse 
flora and fauna and a good cross section 
of all the marine life found in Hawaii.” 
Molokini Crater is the favorite dive 
destination of John Phipps, co-owner of 
THE DIVE SHOP OF KIHEI. John, his wife 
Marilyn and partner Linda Kowalsky run 
daily charters aboard their 25 foot Boston 
Whaler. Molokini is the mostly sub- 
merged tip of a small volcanic ‘‘tuff 
cone.’ It offers shallow and deep dives, 
abundant reef life and excellent visibility. 
A popular site with charter snorkeling 
boats, anchoring can sometimes get to 
be crowded.

HUMPBACK WHALES 


One of the most exciting times of the 
year in Hawaii begins each November. A 
segment of the North Pacific humpback 
whale population migrates to the waters 
of Hawaii to calve, cavort and possibly 
mate. The mystique of their songs, pa- 
gentry of display and enchanting magne- 
tism excites even devoted landlubbers. 

Starting in late November, reports of 
sightings circulate throughout the is- 
lands. Cameras, telephoto lenses and 
binoculars are ritually brought on all 
boating outings. With high expectations, 
all eyes become alert for the telltale 
spout. Seldom are viewers disappointed. 

Dive charters start having a two-fold 
purpose. Transit times turn into whale 
watching cruises. The sometimes curi- 
ous whales may swim up to boats, dis- 
play tail or pectoral slaps, spy hop or 
perform a heart stopping breach. Imag- 
ine a 40 foot long animal weighing 40 
tons coming straight out of the water, 
turning and falling back with a cascade 
momentarily rivaling any display in the 
animal kingdom—all within 20 yards of 
the boat!! 

According to Greg Kaufman, research 
scientist and president of the Pacific 
Whale Foundation, the whales’ numbers 
vary between 600 and 1,200 annually. 
Though sighted for a six month period 
(peaking in February and March) individ- 
ual whales only stay about 75 days. The 
greatest concentration of whales cen- 
ters off the west coast of Molokai, then, 
in declining order, the whale populace 
centers around the inter-island basin of 
Maui, then Kona, Kauai and Oahu. 

The interpretation of their casual be- 
havior is at best speculative and under 
research by a few organizations with fed- 
eral permits. Humpbacks have been offi- 
cially designated Hawaii’s Marine Mam- 
mal. Through the Marine Mammal Pro- 
tection Act and the Endangered Species 
Act it is against federal law for any boat, 
plane or swimmer to come within 100 
yards of the animals. When sighted, boat 
captains bring their vessels to a halt and 
often as not the whales come over for a 
closer look. Nevertheless, divers fre- 
quently hear their melodious songs and 
sometimes feel the vibrations from an 
amplified bellow. It is an exciting encoun- 
ter one rarely forgets.

rine environment. For several years he 
studied wave action on pipes and other 
forms placed in surf areas. These forms 
were instrumented to indicate and record 
stresses and movement as surge washed 
across the installation. Some of the re- 
sults of these experiments, and of other 
studies, are presented in his excellent 
book, Marine Outfall Systems; Planning, 
Design and Construction. This book is 
published by Prentice-Hall, Inc. 


NEW BOOKS-—IN BRIEF 

While on the subject of books, we’d 
like to mention three relatively new publi- 
cations. The first is The Diver's Reference 
Dictionary, the only publication of its kind. 
With more than 3,000 entries, it gives 
concise, understandable explanations of 
many diving terms and phrases. 

Other important contributions to a bet- 
ter understanding of the wide scope of 
the literature of diving are the nearly 40 
pages of conversion factors. Many times, 
as a book dealing with the underwater 
environment is read, reference is made to 
a numerical function seldom used and 
difficult to relate to. The exhaustive series 
of conversion tables will help all divers 
cope with this problem. The Diver’s Ref- 
erence Dictionary is available from Best 
Publishing Company, P.O. Box 1978, 
San Pedro, California 90732 for $17.50 
plus $2 postage. 

Another useful book, also available 
from Best Publishing Company, is Medi- 
cal Examination of Sport Scuba Divers. 
This is designed primarily to serve as a 
guide for the medical profession. In the 
preface, editor Jefferson C. Davis, M.D. 
States, “‘These guidelines are dedicated 
to further improvement of the enviable 
safety record of the sport of scuba diving. 
We are committed to the concept that 
sport scuba diving is an athletic pursuit 
and that participants require a high de- 
gree of physical and mental fitness.”’ 

Two of the three appendices are im- 
portant contributions that will help profes- 
sionals in evaluating the physical condi- 
tion of the diver. The book contains 61 
pages, including a comprehensive three 
page index. Medical Examination of 
Sport Scuba Divers sells for $13.50, plus 
$1.75 postage. 

In the Spring of 1986 Technifacts men- 
tioned a new book on dive rescue train- 
ing then in preparation. Dive Rescue 
Specialist Training Manual is now avail- 
able from Dive Rescue Inc./International, 
2619 Canton Court, Fort Collins, CO 
80525. It sells for $14.95. 


SQUALUS FOLLOWUP 
A letter was received from Bill Rupert, 
Raton, New Mexico in which he asked, 
‘‘My uncle Joseph Eiben served on the 








USS Falcon and was involved with the 
salvage of the S-57 and S-54. Growing 
up | listened for hours while he told 
stories of his diving experiences, but | 
don't remember hearing about the Squa- 
lus job. Can you tell me if my uncle—the 
crew called him Quiet Joe—was involved 
with that rescue and salvage?”’ 


| have researched my files and can find 
no record of your uncle having been on 
the Squalus job. | also met with Captain 
Sibitzky, who was attached to the Falcon 
at the time of the Squalus job, and he 
states positively that Joseph Eiben was 
not on the Falcon at the time of the Squa- 
lus disaster. However, we checked the 
captain's files and found a record of Qui- 
et Joe being on the Falcon during the sal- 
vage of the S-57. In the book, On the Bot- 
tom, by Ellsberg, there is a photograph of 
the divers who worked on the S-57. Your 
uncle is in that photograph. Captain Si- 
bitzky believes he was transferred from 
the Falcon in 1936, about three years be- 
fore the Squalus rescue and salvage. 

Donald Montgomery, Sr., Granbury, 
Texas wrote, ‘“‘Congratulations on the 
story, Salvage of the USS Squalus. | 
have a question: Was the Falcon an ARS 
type vessel?”’ The answer, Donald, is no. 
The Falcon was designated an ASR. 
While an ARS is a rescue and salvage 
vessel dedicated primarily to the rescue 
and salvage of surface ships and their 
cargoes, an ASR Is a vessel equipped 
and dedicated to the rescue of the per- 
sonnel and salvage of submarines. New 
models of both ARS and ASR type ves- 
sels are a huge improvement, in most re- 
spects, from the older, World War || moa- 
els. Actually, the Falcon was a WW | 
minesweeper, as you said in your letter. 

Montgomery also wanted to know the 
whereabouts and condition of the USS 
Grapple (ARS-7). He wrote, ‘‘| served on 
the Grapple from 1963 to 1966 and did 
numerous salvage jobs for the navy. 
Later, my home was destroyed by fire 
and | lost all my photos and other infor- 
mation about the Grapple. Can anyone 


tell me what happened to it? Does any- | 


one have photos of the vessel ?”’ 

| have no definite information about the 
Grapple. However, | served on board the 
USS Escape (ARS-6) and worked with 
several other ARS type vessels. Probably 
both the ARS-6 and 7 have been decom- 
missioned and possibly sold, either for 
scrap or other recycling. Some of the 
newer ARS type vessels, the Conserver 
and Preserver (ARS-38 and 39), to men- 
tion two, were still in commission in Pear! 
Harbor as recently as three or four years 
ago. Perhaps a reader can help locate 
the information requested.

they present no entanglement problems 
for divers entering or exiting aft. 

Amidship, at the top of the side tubes, 
are two molded Hypalon grab handles, 
also designed to serve as oarlocks. Aft 
are two additional molded Hypalon han- 
dies—these are fitted with transverse pins 
to allow their use as tie-off cleats. 

Low on the bow stem is a combination 
Stainless steel grab handle and painter’s 
eye, bonded to the hull fabric. (For towing 
in heavy seas, I'd be inclined to secure a 
towing yoke to the handles aft, leading 
each leg to the eye at the stem.) Inboard, 
low on each of the side tubes, are Velcro 
fasteners for securing the two hardwood 
oars out of the way. The marine plywood 
transom is permanently bonded to the 
side tubes and is rated for outboards up 
to 40 horsepower, although 15 to 25 hp 
is recommended. Floorboards are also of 
marine plywood, treated with a non-skid 
surface and riveted to the stringers. 

In addition to the ash oars already 
mentioned, standard equipment includes 
an air pump with pressure gauge, a flag- 
staff, a repair kit, bailer scuppers with 
one-way valves, one main and one auxil- 
lary engine mounting plate on the tran- 
som. Optional equipment includes a 
wooden foredeck/bowdodger, a swim 
ladder, a steering console, driver and 
passenger seats, transport bags, a wood 
and rubber fuel tank retainer and a boat 
and motor cover. 

Sea trials for the Navy 535 took place 
in San Diego’s Mission Bay and in the 
choppy waters outside the harbor. The 
ride inside the bay was slow (because of 
the speed limit) and comfortable, but 
once outside we could run to our hearts’ 
content. Picking up speed after passing 
the jetty, the boat climbed to an easy 
plane. At speed—! couldn't guess how 
fast, but we were going at a pretty good 
clip—the boat bounced some as the deep 
V-hull pierced each crest. Tracking was 
quite straight, as much as could be ex- 
pected under these conditions, and sharp 
turns were executed with relatively little 
sideslip. Generally, the Navy 535 per- 
formed admirably for a boat of this size. 

Overall, the Novamarine 2 Navy 535 
appears to be a quality product. Nova- 
marine 2 has so much confidence in the 
construction that it warrants the Hypalon 
material and its seams for ten years. Its 
compact size, light weight, well planned 
design and features make this a very ver- 
satile boat, especially well suited to small 
diving expeditions.

sition from the outside view to the scenes 
inside the darkened interior, Jim decided 
to overlap and match the action. From the 
outside, he shot as they approached the 
opening and turned the camera off as 
they paused to look inside. Then, Jim en- 
tered the hull and began his next shot 
with Cathy and Ro pausing for a few sec- 
onds and then swimming inside. The re- 
sult was an overlap of a matching ac- 
tion—the outside and inside views of the 
divers pausing before swimming inside 
the hull. 

To sum up this lesson, you can make 
your U/W videos much more interesting 
if you develop your action sequences 
with a basic LS, MS, CU and LS pattern 
and use cut-ins, Ccut-aways and over- 
lapped action to break up long scenes. 
You don't, however, need to follow the 
exact pattern each time. Vary it to fit 
changes in the action and purpose of 
YOUr VIGEOS. >

LONG ISLAND 


DIVER STUDY 


In the spring of 1986 the Long Island 
sound Taskforce put out a call for volun- 
teer sport divers to report on conditions 
they observed at various sites in western 
Long Island Sound. The purpose of the 
study was to identify areas that might 
show signs of eutrophication, a state of 
low dissolved oxygen owing to excess 
nutrients in the water. 

From the results of the 1986 diver re- 
ports, it would seem the western Long Is- 
land Sound is relatively healthy. Prelimi- 
nary studies however, by investigators for 
the EPA’s Long Island Sound Study, Dr. 
Barbara Welsh and Dr. Don Rhoads, 
have found low dissolved oxygen values 
in the same general areas that were 
dived. Thus, the Long Island Sound Task- 
force will again call for volunteer sport 
divers this spring.

Witers Cay is a small island of 
approximately 100 acres at the 
uppermost tip of the Bahamas, in the 
Abaco chain. Unlike so many of the 
dry, flat islands that dot the Caribbean, 
Walker's Cay features a broad ex- 
panse of lawn, mature hardwood trees 
and a hilly elevation some 80 feet 
above sea level.

Here private and charter fishing 
craft depart for their daily excursions 
to the sand flats to cast for bonefish, 
or offshore to try their luck with such 
open ocean pelagics as blue and 
white marlin, dolphin, wahoo and tu- 
na. The reef fishing is also productive 
at Walker's Cay, but the resort is sen- 
sitive to providing for the needs of 
both the divers and fishermen among

its clientele. To that end, the fishing 
and diving are generally conducted on 
separate reefs. The groupers the dive- 
masters have so carefully trained and 
handfed over the years are thereby 
spared catch of the day status. 

The full service dive shop is dock- 
side and operates under the direction 
of Sue Graves, with a staff including 


two instructors and two divemasters. 
The dive boat is a sturdy and spacious 
34 foot Ensign V-hull diesel that can 
comfortably accommodate up to 24 
divers, although the average load is 
considerably less. As with most cus- 
tom dive boats, there are tank racks, 
a walk-through transom and a plat- 
form, but the extra touches such as a 
camera rinse barrel and complimenta- 
ry towels help make the Walker's Cay 
daily excursion more special. 

From the moment the diver arrives 
at ihe dive shop, the emphasis is on 
service. lf instruction is requested, 
Walker’s Cay is a PADI training facility 
able to handle resort courses, open 
water certifications or even divemas- 
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ter training. For those wishing daily 
reef excursions, the tanks will be wait- 
ing on the boat and rental equipment 
is easily accessible. The dive sites are 
within 15 minutes of the resort and are 
typified by shallow reef structures, 
coral canyons and caverns and abun- 
dant marine life. While the majority of 
the dive sites are in the 35 to 60 foot 
range, there is also a deeper reef 
found in 90 to 100 feet. 

The deep dive is generally a drift 
over low profile corals in a spur and 
groove formation punctuated by color- 
ful barrel sponges and scattered huge 
concentrations of hard corals. The 
shallower dives are typically done with 
the boat at anchor and feature corals 
of much higher profile, swim-through 
caves and ledges and a tremendous 
variety of Caribbean tropical fish life. 
Queen’s |l is an example of such a 
reef. The top is at 35 feet and it drops 
to 60 feet along a mini-wail. Here elk- 
horn, star and brain coral are most 
prolific, visibility is often in the 100 foot 
range, and encounters with pelagic 
species such as yellowfin tuna, jacks, 
turtles, and eagle rays almost predict- 
able. There is consistent schooling 
fish activity as well. Especially interest- 
ing is the resident school of ballyhoo. 

During our recent stay at Walker's 
Cay we were able to dive with Sue 
Graves and Cheryl Kirz. Cheryl pres- 
ently serves as director of sales for the 
resort but worked as a divemaster/in- 
structor for several years prior. We 
asked Cheryl and Sue to show us 
some of their favorite sites, and one 
we were all especially thrilled with was 
White Hole. Here the maximum depth 
is but 35 feet (more like 20 to 25 feet 
over most of the reef) and the coral 
concentrations particularly thick and 
healthy. Although the coral formations, 
filled with glass minnows and copper 
sweepers, are beautiful, the fish feed- 
ing antics are perhaps the most mem- 
orable events. As soon as the divers 
enter the water the groupers and rock 
hind approach, expecting a handout. 
sue fulfilled their expectations with 
morsels of conch. Nassau, tiger and 
black groupers gathered in a con- 
trolled frenzy oblivious to the pres- 
ence of the photographer. 

Nick’s Reef is unusual for the forma- 
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tions of black coral found in less than 
35 feet, and while it is not a common 
occurrence, porpoise have been spot- 
ted cruising the reef on more than one 
occasion. Jeanette's Reef features 
garden eels in the sand at 35 feet, 
huge stands of elkhorn coral with high 
profile brain corals along the periph- 
ery, stingrays and eagle rays and 
beautiful reef populations. 

Jeanette's also served as our night 
dive site and proved rich with lobster, 
crabs, parrotfish, barracuda and even 
a cooperative octopus of aquama- 
rine shading. Sue’s Reef is another 
example of a shallow reef honey- 
combed with coral arches and pas- 
sageways. Once World War Il relics 
were frequently uncovered here, but 
now rays, small Caribbean tropicals 
and reclusive jawfish are the most fre- 
quent treasures. 

since these reefs are so close to 
the resort, the time we might have 
spent in transit was often spent relax- 
ing on one of the sandy beaches. 
Seal’s Cay is especially well-suited for 
an afternoon's R & R. This small islet 
offers a scenic stretch of sand and

able to accommodate boats as long 
as 130 feet. It also operates its own 
airline, out of Ft. Lauderdale, flying

fascinating snorkeling just offshore. Its 
proximity to the prime dive sites 
makes it a fine spot for a picnic be- 
tween dives. Sunset Beach is within a 
ten minute walk of the resort and fea- 
tures shelling, palm trees and, of 
course, world-class sunsets. 

Walker's Cay operates its own air- 
line—Walker’s International—from Ft. 
Lauderdale, flying DeHaviland Twin 
Otters (16 passengers). The one hour 
nonstop flight from Ft. Lauderdale to 
Walker's is particularly easy. There is 
free parking at the Ft. Lauderdale end, 
courteous Bahamas Customs and |m- 
migration at the Walker’s Cay end and 
nowhere to misplace bags in between.

EAGLE ANNIVERSARY 


December 19, 1986 marked the one 
year anniversary of the sinking of the Ea- 
gle. A 287 foot freighter, the Eagle is 
among Florida’s largest artificial reefs. 
Approximately five miles offshore l|sla- 
morada, she lies in 110 feet of water, ris- 
ing to within 65 feet of the surface. Over 
the past year divers have observed the 
transition from a deteriorating ship to a 
burgeoning reef. Lady Cyana Divers, vis- 





iting the Eagle an average of three to four 
times per week, reports the presence of 
numerous tropical inhabitants. 

To commemorate the first anniversary 
of the Eagle’s sinking, Lady Cyana Divers 
held a special dive trip. Many of the proj- 
ect’s sponsors joined in for the festivities. 

Out of concern for uninhibited growth 
and development of this artificial reef, lo- 
cal dive shops in the Islamorada area 
have voluntarily prohibited their divers 
from spearfishing on the Eagle. Private 
dive boats are asked to honor this mora- 
torium. In addition to the spearfishing 
ban, for diver safety, local dive operators 
have developed and privately maintain an 
underwater mooring buoy system to elim- 
inate anchoring on the wreck. 

Lady Cyana Divers has added Donna 
McLaughlin, underwater model and pho- 
‘to instructor, to its staff. She heads the 
reservation department. 

Lady Cyana Divers trips are scheduled 
twice daily on 40 and 60 foot boats. A 
PADI and a NAUI Pro Facility, it offers a 
variety of scuba education courses from 
open water to divemaster and specialties. 
Underwater photography courses are of- 
fered by Chris McLaughlin.

For ex- 
ample, the wreck of the Oro Verde is 
straight out from the Holiday Inn Beach, 
less than a four minute boat ride. In the 
same area are such sites as Paradise 
Reef, Holiday Inn Reef, Sand Chute, 
Three Trees, Peter's Reef and Aquarium. 
A short distance to the north are such 
spectacular wall dives as Trinity Caves, 
Big Tunnel, Orange Canyon, Sentinel 
Rock, Big Dipper and Northwest Point. To 
the south are a number of excellent pho- 
tography sites such as Royal Palms 
Ledge, Soto’s Reef and the Balboa 
Wreck—just to name a few.

WEATHER 

While location is important there are 
other factors critical to the success of the 
Guaranteed Diving Program.

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away from any large land mass that might 
cause thunderstorms. The weather is 
balmy and the winds, gentle, year-round. 
Some describe it as 80/80—both the wa- 
ter and air are 80°F. 

The Holiday Inn is able to offer the 
Guaranteed Dive Program because it has 
better house odds than Las Vegas. Ron 
Kipp, president of Bob Soto's Diving, re- 
ports he ran his dive boats continually for 
more than 1,000 days before encounter- 
ing a day so bad they could not go out. 
The nice thing about this bet is that every- 
one wins. Being assured of diving every 
day is every dive traveler’s dream. 


DIVE SERVICES 

Another key factor in the Holiday Inn 
program is the well organized services 
and extensive facilities of the dive opera- 
tor.

eter Hughes !s no stranger to creating 

dive resorts. Flamingo Beach Hotel 
on Bonaire, perhaps the most successful 
dive resort in the world, was his first. Ti- 
ara Beach, on the island of Cayman Brac, 
came next. Operations on Curacao and 
Barbados followed and a standard of div- 
ing excellence was established that re- 
mains unchallenged to this day. If it’s a 
Peter Hughes resort, the boats are state 
of the art, the operation runs smoothly 
and the guides are professionals. 

Peter's newest resort comes complete 
with engines, anchors, navigational 
equipment, captain and crew and cruises 
at 14 knots. Peter Hughes Diving/Divi 
Hotels have commissioned and launched 
a 100 foot live-aboard called Sea Danc- 
er. Originally a boat designed to ferry 
crew members out to offshore oilrigs in 
the Gulf of Mexico, the aluminum hulled 
ship has been completely refitted for 
brand new goals: to combine the ameni- 
ties of shore based resorts with the free- 
dom of a cruising vessel and become the 
finest live-aboard dive boat afloat. 

Our destination was the Turks and 
Caicos, a small island nation just south- 
east of the Bahamas. Geographically 
close to the U.S., these islands are a little 
more than an hour by Pan Am jet, but still 
an uncharted underwater frontier. | 
boarded Sea Dancer on Grand Turk, well 
Known as the hub of diving in the Turks 
and Caicos chain. The only problems 
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The Sea Dancer combines the 
amenities of a shore based 
dive resort with the freedom 
of a cruising vessel. This 
freedom allows her guests to 
dive established sites and 
sites rarely visited by other 
divers.

with diving Grand Turk in the past ten 
years have been less than reliable air ser- 
vice and only a handful of small resorts 
from which to choose. Pan Am has 
solved the air problem, and, with five div- 
ing operations, Grand Turk is now a seri- 
ous contender to become the Caribbe- 
an’s newest “‘hot’’ diving destination. 
Sea Dancer is a dream: One hundred 
feet long and 21 wide, every inch of it has 
been designed with diving in mind. More 
than one-third of the main deck is dedi- 
cated to diving. You store your gear just 
a few steps away from the spacious dive 
platform and don’t move it until you de- 
part the boat. Cameras go on a ten by 
five foot table, centrally located on the 
dive deck. Tanks are continually filled by 
two compressors and a large air bank; 
one is always ready for your use. There's 
a choice here. You can don your tank on 
the deck and enter the water there or de- 
scend either of two wide stairways to the 
dive platform. If you don’t like walking a 
few steps with your tank on, there are al- 
so tanks on the dive platform. Just attach 
your BC and roll into the water. There are 
hot showers on the deck or dive platform 
when you return and inflatable boats for 
quick shore trips or exploring. 
Accommodations are well designed. 


The four deluxe cabins on the main deck 
are spacious by live-aboard standards 
and even feature queen sized beds along 
with private baths. The eight cabins be- 
low the main deck are average in size. All 
cabins are air-conditioned. The rooms 
have standard 110 volt electricity and 
there is a photo center and mini boutique 
on board as well. There’s no problem 
charging even a lot of equipment and the 
boutique stocks toiletry items and a good 
selection of T-shirts and the like. E-6 film 
processing (good for Ektachrome and 
Fujichrome slide film) is available and 
conforms to the same high standards that 
characterize all operations on the boat. 


Breakfast, lunch and dinner are all 
served on the top deck. Service hours 
are pretty flexible, so you don't have to 
rush to fit in any meal. The dining area is 
open air in good weather and enclosed if 
rain or wind threaten. The crew on my 
cruise (one of the first) turned out good 
meals, so don't expect to shed too many 
pounds on your vacation on this boat. 

Only time and diver opinion will tell 
whether Peter Hughes has the ‘best’ 
live-aboard dive boat. It’s certainly com- 
petitive with anything on the market right 
now. The new generation of big, reason- 
ably fast live-aboards spells great news 
for travelers. Sea Dancer has been de- 
signed for people who want to dive, dive, 
dive—anytime, night or day. The only re- 
striction is that you tell the divemaster 
you're going in so he/she can log the in- 
formation. This is advanced diving at its 
best. You’re given a description of each 
site with depth and bottom time left to 
your discretion. The whole idea of a Peter 
Hughes live-aboard actually came from 
those who had stayed at Flamingo Beach 
or Tiara Beach. According to Hughes, 
“They kept asking me to design an oper- 
ation strictly for the experienced diver, 
and my answer is Sea Dancer.”’ No basic 
instruction is available on the vessel and 





divers are their own bosses underwater. 

We spent the first few days cruising 
around Grand Turk. The very first dive 
showed Sea Dancer's range. Rather than 
just diving the spectacular walls for which 
Grand Turk is famous, we traveled to a 
virgin site (as yet with no name) off the 
northern tip of the island. It is normally a 
choppy area, but an unexpected drop in 
the trade winds provided us with very 
calm water. Divers spotted plenty of 
schooling fish, one or two small sharks 
and abundant numbers of groupers and 
reef fish. This philosophy is the prime at- 
traction of Sea Dancer: She will take you 
to places no one else can get to—and 


that usually translates into great diving. 

The next few dives were made on 
Grand Turk’s steep walls. Very sheer, 
they begin anywhere from 30 to 60 feet 
down and are actually undercut in some 
places. Advanced divers, if they don’t al- 
ready dive with an Edge decompression 
computer, will be pleased to know that 
units (and instruction in their use) are 
available for a modest rental charge on 
the boat. The walls of Grand Turk are 
spectacular, easily ranking with the best 
diving destinations in the Caribbean. 

We next headed over to South Caicos 
and met with unexpectedly rough condi- 
tions. Although | had dived here before, 
it was not to be on this trip. One of the 
true advantages of live-aboard diving 
quickly became apparent. We just hauled 
anchor and headed for another site. In 
this case, it was North Provo Wall, one of 
the most consistently ‘‘wild’’ diving areas 
anywhere. The first dive turned up reports 
of eagle rays, sharks, tuna and first class 
walls, stories to be repeated each time 
we dived. Afterward we cruised to West 
Caicos, where no one had ever dived be- 
fore. It was spectacular, but is tough to 
reach unless the weather is perfect. Sea 
Dancer will concentrate on the Grand 
Turk area, but may run trips to Provo and 
West Caicos when conditions permit. 

We sampled a few West Caicos spots, 
where the Grand Turk Bank meets the 
deep ocean. Rather than spectacular 
walls, these sites slope gently into the 
depths. We named one Middle of No- 
where, since we were out of sight of land. 
There were masses of staghorn coral in 
25 feet of water and deep valleys and 
caves provided plenty to explore. Without 
ever going deeper than 50 feet, | cruised 
for more than an hour, joined twice by a 
pair of eagle rays (the same ones, | think, 
but who can really tell) and surrounded 
by schooling fish. This bank area, from 
the few sites we saw, shows great prom- 
ise for the future. 

We finished our cruise with a trip to 
Salt Cay, a small Turks and Caicos island 
300 people call home. Sea Dancer provi- 
sions out of this small island and dinner 
was served on shore at a romantic get- 
away resort called The Windmills at Salt 
Cay. It was a truly first class small resort 
and a change from our nights on board. 
Next day we were back in Miami before 
we knew it, and Sea Dancer was already 
playing host to its next group of divers. 
The boat will run all year, with only a cou- 
ple of weeks out for planned mainte- 
nance. Peter Hughes has learned a lot 
about divers in his years in the land 
based resort business and has been suc- 
cessful in making Sea Dancer a state of 
the art live-aboard.

with Northwest Airlines to offer conven- 
ient flight service to the island from more 
than 40 states in the U.S. Northwest ac- 
quired Republic Airlines in August 1986 
and has since increased the number of 
flights by 33 percent and expanded the 
air route network substantially.

Suns at Sunset House. |’m snorkel- 
ing in crystalline waters at the edge of 
the wall. The first rays of morning sun 
brighten coral fingers leading to the blue- 
gray abyss. Even though it’s early the wa- 
ter is warm. Low, but close on the hori- 
zon, iS a wide slice of coral rock: Grand 
Cayman Island. At the shoreline is the 
Sunset House resort, nestled among 
stands of palms and pines. 

Sunset House is a treasure within the 
treasure of Grand Cayman Island. What 
began as a small cottage/hotel in 1958 
has evolved into one of the friendliest and 
most efficient dive resort operations 
found anywhere. Today, Sunset House is 
not a house at all but a small grouping of 
elongated two-story buildings of tradition- 
al/contemporary architecture set upon 
the craggy ironshore on the western 
coast of the island. 

The resort offers 42 attractive, air-con- 
ditioned rooms, two waterfront apart- 
ments with kitchens, a spacious restau- 
rant, boutique, seaside bar and dive 
shop. The rugged shoreline has been 
modified for divers and sunseekers with 
cement decks, slipways and steps cut in- 
to the hard limestone. Rails and ladders 
have been added for easy exits and 
entries. A large swimming/training pool

has been cut just inside the ironshore 
with an opening to the sea. 

Judged on location alone, Sunset 
House is very special. Shore diving is not 
only logistically easy, but its quality, ex- 
cellent. Good, live coral exists at nearly 
all depths with visibility ranging from 60 
to 150 feet. The highlight is the marine life 
in the area. Although individual animals 
come and go over a period of months, 
there is normally an assortment of sizable 
critters and reef fish formations accessi- 
ble from shore. Day or night diving re- 
veals schools of yellowtail snapper, 
huge, friendly groupers and barracudas, 
moray eels and more. Many of these ani- 


mals have been fed by divemasters and 
the constant flow of visitors creates one 
of the Caribbean’s most dependable U/ 
W petting zoos. Many compelling and 
dramatic photos of divers hugging group- 
ers or entwined in huge, green moray 
eels have been taken here. 

The resort’s location allows for easy 
access to all of Grand Cayman’s famed 
western dive sites: Orange Canyon, Trini- 
ty Caves, Sand Chute, Big Dipper, Span- 
ish Anchor, Eden Rocks and the wrecks 
of the Balboa and Oro Verde. The entire 
west coast from Northwest Point to Eagle 
Ray Rocks in the south can be covered 
by boat in the same day. North coast and 
south coast trips are possible on sepa- 
rate diving days. The west coast is nor- 
mally in the lee of prevailing trade winds 
and the water on this side of Grand Cay- 
man is most often calm and clear. In the 
event of a rare ‘‘nor’wester’’ or northern 
cold front, Sunset House boats are 
moved over to a dock on the southwest 
side of island. Divers and equipment are 
then bused or trucked over to the boats 
to dive here. 

The combination of the shallow, “‘natu- 
ral’’ saltwater pool and the excellent 
shore diving with progressive depths as 
well as resort and certification courses, 





makes Sunset House ideal for either nov- 
ice or experienced divers. 

Topside conditions also give Sunset 
House high points. You can walk to 
George Town (capital and commercial 
center) for shopping and sightseeing or 
take a taxi to popular Seven Mile Beach. 
Joggers will appreciate the south coast 
road, where it is possible to jog past sev- 
eral miles of pleasant white picket fences 
shaded by bougainvillea. 

Another important point of logistics is 
both the shop and boats are on the resort 
premises, allowing easy transfer of 
equipment and minimum movement from 
room to boats that are normally boarded 


at protected slipways behind the resort. 

The two main dive boats, Leopard Ray 
and Eagle Ray, are 36 feet long—big 
enough for 20 divers but not too large or 
impersonal. A slightly smaller version, the 
31 foot Sun Diver (16 passengers), com- 
pletes the Sunset House fleet. The ap- 
pointments are straightforward, practical 
and direct—lots of space, a wide platform 
and adequate storage areas. The boats 
are roofed for protection from the strong 
Cayman sun. 

Upon arrival at Sunset House | was 
greeted by Ron Levanas, the dive opera- 
tions manager for the past eight years. 
He is a new friend who had helped me 
complete a recent assignment and | was 
genuinely pleased to see him again. Most 
everything with Ron is no problem and, 
from a guest's point of view, one has to 
wonder if the man ever gets in a bad 
mood. After a few friendly digs about how 
much photo equipment | had brought, 
Ron and a couple of his staff members 
helped me carry boxes and bags to an 
oceanfront room. Other than that and 
some sincere advice as to where and 
when to dive, no special attention was 
devoted to me as an emissary from SKIN 
DIVER. Ron and his staff are genuinely 
nice to everyone; every safe and sane re- 
quest is met with courtesy and attention. 
Ron has been officially recognized for his 
consistent hospitality and professional- 
ism, including an award for ‘‘divemaster 
of the year,’ by an organization that con- 
siders everyone in the Caribbean. 

Further examples of professionalism 
and courtesy at Sunset House are found 
throughout the resort. From the efficiency 
of the check-in crew to the friendliness of 
dive tenders and the waiters, the staff 
makes everyone feel at home. The warm 
feelings, to a great extent, are examples 
set by the owners of the resort, Adrien 
and Bonnie Briggs, who have been man- 
aging Sunset House since its earliest ac- 
ceptance by divers. Adrien and Bonnie 
are found at the resort most every day 
and evening, overseeing the activities 
and often socializing with guests. 

The Sunsetter Restaurant is a large, 
plantation-style facility surrounded on 
three sides by screened windows with a 
view of sea and palms. The setting is re- 
laxed and the service by maitre d’ 
George and his Caymanian staff, impres- 
sive. For the evening meal there is nor- 
mally a choice of entrées ranging from 
continental cuisine to local specialties. 
Lunch and dinner at Sunset House are al- 
ways well prepared and served in ade- 
quate quantities. Breakfast is a choice of 
egg/bacon/sausage combinations or 
French toast. A large pitcher of orange 
juice is waiting on each breakfast table 
and a bottomless coffee pot is ready 
when the doors open.

he nearly 30 year old freighter Nor- 

mannia had seen her share of rough 
weather on several oceans, but the aging 
vessel was totally unprepared for what 
was later called one of the fiercest winter 
storms to hit the East Coast. 

In mid-January of 1924, the 2,681 ton, 
312 foot long Danish vessel was loading 
mahogany logs in Black River Bay, Ja- 
maica. These were to be taken up the 
East Coast of the United States to 
Charleston and Philadelphia. Within a few 
days, Captain Blom, his wife Anna, their 
two dogs and a crew of 26 departed Ja- 
maica and headed the fully loaded vessel 
north to Charleston. 

On Wednesday, January 16, the Nor- 
mannia was about 24 hours from her 
destination and running in building seas 
and winds. By noon the winds had 
reached gale force and battering seas 
began to take their toll on the well worn 
freighter. Her aging hull plates buckled 
and began to leak. By mid-afternoon sea- 
water had extinguished the fires in her 
boiler room. Without power the hapless 
vessel was blown far off course as the 
fierce storm continued to rage throughout 
the afternoon. By dusk the Normannia 
was about 30 miles east of Cape Fear. 
Night fell and darkness added another di- 
mension to the terror of the storm. Cap- 
tain Blom sent out an urgent SOS. The 








call was received by the navy in Charles- 
ton and two Coast Guard cutters were im- 
mediately dispatched to the rescue. The 
steamship H.R. Mallory also picked up 
the distress signal and, since she was on- 
ly ten miles northeast of the Normannia, 
was the first to arrive on the scene. How- 
ever, when she got to the Normannia’s 
radioed position, there was no sign of the 
sinking freighter. The gale was worsening 
and Captain Barstow of the Mallory did 
not want to become another casualty of 
the storm. He also feared collision with 
the out of control freighter nearby. 
Finally, a lookout spotted a light flash- 
ing off the Mallory’s starboard bow. Bar- 
stow radioed Blom to set off some flares. 
Once located, Barstow moved to within 
one-quarter mile of the foundering ves- 
sel’s stern. He dispatched a boat to the 
Normannia, which returned with a mes- 
sage. Captain Blom requested the Mallo-

ry tow them to safety, saving his precious 
vessel and cargo. Captain Barstow re- 
fused and sent another lifeboat back to 
remove the captain and those aboard. 
Mrs. Blom, two dogs and all of the crew— 
except six—were taken safely back to the 
Mallory. The six chose to ride out the 
storm with Captain Blom. 

However, it soon became clear the 
Normannia was going to sink. The next 
morning Capt. Blom and the last of his 
crew abandoned ship in one of the life- 
boats and were rescued by the freighter 
Charles E. Hargood. Blom was soon re- 
united with his wife in Charleston, after 
having survived one of the worst winter 
storms to hit the East Coast. 

The Normannia sank in 110 feet of wa- 
ter about 28 miles east of Frying Pan 
Shoals and 35 miles southeast of Mason- 
boro Inlet. One of the most interesting 
shipwrecks off the southern North Caroli- 
na coast, she is visited often by divers 
during the diving season. 

The vessel settled to the sand in an up- 
right position, but years on the ocean bot- 
tom have changed her appearance con- 
siderably. The midships portion broke up 
and collapsed to the sand, pulling the 
bow and stern upward to an angle of 
about 45 degrees to the bottom. The 
wreckage is scattered in a straight line 
running west (bow) to east (stern).

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Searching For Lost Slots 


In East Texas 
BY CHARLES GARRETT 


Seomersec somewhere 20 feet be- 
neath the surface of a small East Tex- 
as lake lie several pre-depression era slot 
machines, filled with a small fortune of lib- 
erty head and buffalo nickels. The story 
behind these mechanical treasure chests 
is true, dating back to the day they were 
unceremoniously tossed into the lake in 
the summer of 1919. Numerous times 
since my father first related this story to 
me | have dreamed of diving for the lost 
slots, but the pressures of business and 
other treasure hunting projects have al- 
ways prevented it. Still, they are there for 
the taking. 

But let's not get ahead of ourselves. 
Let's go back to the very beginning on a 
warm summer evening in the sleepy little 
ton of Lufkin, Texas. In 1919, my father 
was just a boy, at an age when every- 
thing excited him, especially the carnivals 
that would occasionally travel through 
town. Back then, most carnivals consist- 
ed of a few horse-drawn rides, side 
shows such as the elephant man, the la- 
dy with two heads and a snake charmer.

One summer evening, Dad rode his bi- 
cycle to a carnival that had just arrived in 
town and immediately began to explore 
the midway. Before long, one of his 
friends ran up shouting and motioning,

boys ran between a couple of tents and 
into a back area where another tent

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ring of the wheels as people put their 
nickels in and “‘shook hands’’ with the 
one armed bandits. Only occasionally did 
he hear the clatter of nickels falling back 
out. My dad's friend liked what he saw 
and shouted, ‘‘Come on, Wayne, let’s win 
ourselves some money!”’ 

Dad walked over to the nearest slot 
machine, dropped a nickel in the slot and 
pulled the lever. The wheels whirred as 
the pictures of lemons, oranges and oth- 
er fruit blurred past the windows. Each 
wheel clunked to a stop—but no coins fell 
into the winner's bowl. After a few more 
woefully unsuccessful tries Dad realized 
he had wasted enough money. 

It didn't take long for Dad’s young 
friend to lose most of his money as well 
and he was anxious to begin moving on 
down the midway. Dad told him to go 
ahead, he would be along shortly. For a 
time, Dad just stood there with childlike 
inquisitiveness, watching the people 
place more nickels in the slot machines 
to try their luck. 

Suddenly, a boy came into the tent and 
ran up to a young man who happened to 
be standing near Dad. He overheard the 
boy say to the young man, ‘‘The sheriff's 
looking for you!”’ 

Dad remembers the young man turned 
sharply and walked out under the tent 
flap. A few minutes later he returned with 
an older man and the two of them imme- 
diately raised the rear wall of the tent and 
began to load the slot machines into the 
bed of a Model-T Ford pickup. After they 
had loaded all of the machines, the pair 
climbed into the cab; the older man fired 
up the engine and they drove off toward 
the carnival entrance. 

Dad chased along behind the Model-T 
until they reached the entrance of the car- 
nival grounds where he had left his bike. 
Wasting no time, he hopped on his bike 
and began pedalling as fast as he could 
in an attempt to keep up with the pickup. 

Unknown to Dad at his young age, dur- 
ing that period in East Texas, the once- 
open attitude toward gambling machines 
was being replaced by laws that restrict- 
ed the placing of slot machines and other 
gambling devices in public places. Al- 
though he didn't know about the laws, he 
knew the two men in the pickup were 
frightened and were on their way to, as 
the older man had said to the younger, 
‘“.. dump these machines.’ 

Because it was beginning to get dark, 
the men could not see Dad furiously ped- 
alling behind them. Even though he had 
fallen about one-half mile behind, he 
could still hear the noise the old truck 
made as it chugged down the dirt road. 
Soon, it turned onto a road that ran near 
Jones’ Lake. Dad had been here many 
times before—it was his favorite swim- 
ming hole. 

Pedalling closer to the lake, he heard 
the truck’s engine stop and the doors 
Slam. Leaving his bike some distance 
away, he sneaked toward the car. As he

neared the lake, he heard a loud splash, 
then another and another. Once he was 
close enough to see the men, he watched 
as they picked up each machine out of 
the truck, staggered under the tremen- 
dous weight, and carried it to the end of 
the pier. There they heaved the machines 
into the water. Dad remembers that each 
man made about six trips, meaning that 
at least 12 slot machines plunged to the 
bottom of Jones’ Lake that night. When 
they were finished, the men jumped into 
the truck, cranked up the engine and 
drove off into the night. 

Many times in the years that followed, 
Dad returned to the lake for a swim. Each 
time, he thought about the slot machines 
lying on the bottom. One day, when he 
was about 18, he decided to dive and 
make a recovery. On his first attempt, 
however, he failed to even reach the bot- 
tom at ten feet and he shot to the surface 
with his lungs screaming for air. He 
hadn't realized how deep the water was. 

Determined to succeed, he dove 
again, groped around in the dark, murky 
water and grabbed one of the machines. 
On the next dive, he was able to drag it 
a few feet along the bottom and so on for 
several successive dives, until he had 
wrestled the one armed bandit into shal- 
low water along the lake’s edge. He 
waited until nightfall, then used a crowbar 
to break into the machine and empty the 
coin box. Then he carried the machine 
back to the end of the pier and returned 
it to the water. 

For more than 50 years, Dad kept the 
secret of the remaining 11 slot machines. 
Because of the difficulty he had in recov- 


ering just one machine and his fear of. 


what the sheriff might do if he discovered 
Dad's “‘booty,’’ he never attempted to re- 
cover the rest of the lost slots. 

One day, however, as the two of us 
were driving in East Texas, he began tell- 
ing me the story. Drawn like a magnet to 
the lake, we parked the car there and 
looked the place over. Then, some time 
later, we returned to the site with Jim 
Cross of Cross International, an U/W sal- 
vage organization. It was a cold fall in 
Texas and Cross was under contract to 
dredge a channel in a large East Texas 
lake. Because he was available for a few 
days and had the right equipment with 
him, we decided the time was right for 
going after the drowned carnival slot ma- 
chines. For this search, we would be 
joined by others from the Cross outfit. 

To begin the search, we used a 
Lowrance sonar to make careful grid sur- 
veys of the bottom. Fish were every- 
where. At one point, the stylus on the so- 
nar chart mapped a very long pencil-like 
shape on the paper, about halfway be-

tween the lake bottom and the surface. 
someone said that the mark represented 
one of the largest fish he had ever seen 
recorded on a sonar printout—but that 
night we learned the object may not have 
been a fish after all. Alligators, according 
to Lufkin locals, have been seen many 
times in the lake. 

None of us was particularly fond of 
meeting up with an alligator, but we were 
determined to find those lost slots. So the 
exploratory survey went on. 

The sonar showed the deepest part of 
the lake—the portion along the dam—was 
about 18 feet deep. In numerous places 
the sonar drew objects that were protrud- 
ing out of the bottom. In fact, it appeared 
the whole lake bottom was covered with 
slot machines! 

selecting a likely area, Cross was first 
to don diving gear. A drysuit would keep 
his entire body dry and two way radio 
communications would allow him to stay 
in constant touch with those on shore. 
The communications link would give a 
tremendous edge in security and safety 
as he began to work in a lake so dark his 
hand was visible only when pressed 
against his facemask. 

Cross had only taken a dozen steps 
when he realized he was walking in 
heavy silt. “Great Scott!’ he exclaimed. 
‘This mud is knee deep!’’ As he contin- 
ued to walk, the mud got deeper, reach- 
ing a depth of about six to eight feet as 
he neared the area of the present-day 
pier. He was able to make his way 
through the mud walking on the solid clay 
bottom. Then he discovered the bottom 
under the pier was littered with junk of 
every size, shape and description. 

Because visibility on the bottom was 
zero, Cross would walk slowly across the 
bottom until he bumped into something. 
Then he would reach down, feel the ob- 
ject and try to determine its identity. For 
all of his effort, however, the first dive 
produced no slot machines. 

Beginning with the next dive, an under- 
water metal detector was deployed and 
used whenever it could be forced through 
the mud. In the junkyard beneath the pier, 
dozens of metal objects caused the de- 
tector to sound off; but again, none of 
them even resembled a slot machine. 

As Cross worked his way out, he sud- 
denly piped through the radio, “‘l’ve 
found a motorcycle!’’ Digging through the 
silt with his hands, he felt the frame and 
spokes of two wheels. We listened intent- 
ly as he described what he had found— 
but we determined the low value of the 
machine was not worth the trouble it 
would take to pull it free of the suction- 
like grip of the mud. As Cross resumed 
his search, he marveled at the many bot- 
tles scattered across the bottom. His sec-

ond search produced nothing. 

After a short lunch break, Cross’ broth- 
er donned the drysuit and took up the 
search where Jim left off. Making his way 
north from the location of the motorcycle, 
he began a circular grid search using the 
metal detector and feeling his way as he 
walked along. He found fishing poles, 
spears and an endless assortment of oth- 
er fishing paraphernalia, along with the 
usual bottles. 

Suddenly he exclaimed, “‘l’ve found 
something! I’m standing on top of it in 
mud that comes well over my head. The 
mud must be eight feet deep at this point. 
The object is rounded and is roughly the 
size and shape of a slot machine!”’ 

In his excitement, he dove headfirst in- 
to the mud. Working with his hands, he 
began to uncover the object—we were 
certain he had found the first of the slot 
machines! But as the object emerged 
from the silt, it turned out to be a large 
piece of concrete. Later, in talking with a 
park attendant, we learned that some 
years ago park personnel had broken up 
an old concrete building and thrown large 
chunks of it into the lake. 

Disappointed but undaunted, the diver 


and 


continued the search. He next found an 
intact wooden boat, and an object he be- 
lieved to be the bed of a large wagon, 
about four feet wide and eight feet long. 
By the time his energy was depleted, the 
lost East Texas slots were still as lost as 
they had been when we started. 

While the divers were in the water, | 
worked the water’s edge with a metal de- 
tector. | knew the lake had been used for 
swimming for perhaps 60 or 70 years 
and | believed that many coins, rings and 
jewelry might be there for the taking. The 
mud along the banks, however, was at 
least two feet deep and a tremendous 
quantity of tree limbs, broken wood, con- 
crete and other junk was strewn along 
the bottom. Bottles and broken glass 
were everywhere. After about an hour | 
gave up my search, realizing the only 
way to recover coins and rings from this 
lake was to drain it and sift through tons 
of mud and debris. 

During our evening meal we made 
plans for the next day. We had studied 
the sonar charts and were curious about 
the identity of several objects along the 
bottom near the dam. We theorized these 
might be objects that had been thrown in- 
to the lake or perhaps the remains of oth- 
er piers that predated the one we were 
working near. 

The next morning Cross and | donned 
the drysuits and worked along the steep 
slope of the dam. He found numerous

rotted posts sticking up out of the mud— 
confirming our theory about previous 
piers. The most remote piling was at a 
depth of 18 feet. Burrowing down through 
the mud another ten feet, he finally 
reached hard packed clay. As at the oth- 
er site, it was very difficult to search here 
because of the vast amounts of junk. At 
one time during his dive, Cross felt some- 
thing bump into his backside from out of 
the muck—not once, but twice! Remem- 
bering the story of the alligators, he had 
to force himself to suppress some fear. 

| concentrated my search in the shal- 
low water along the dam. | made two 
passes along the embankment, search- 
ing with my hands as | pulled myself 
along on my stomach. | found the now- 
mundane assortment of bottles, logs and 
various other junk, including a 15 foot 
long metal rod. | wondered if someone 
else had been there before us, using the 
rod to probe down into the mud. 

At one point well into my dive, | 
reached my hand forward to pull myself 
along and, as | did, | grasped a rounded 
object. As | reached my other hand for- 
ward, | lost my balance—and the object 
started moving! As | reeled backward try- 
ing to get away from the ‘‘alligator’’ that 
| imagined was before me, | accidentally 
flipped over and began sliding uncontrol- 
lably down the steep embankment, down 
to the bottom of that 18 foot deep hole! 

When | finally came to a stop, | was tan- 





gled up in a rat’s nest of air hose, safety 
line, tree limbs and various other junx | 
had gleaned from the muck as | slid 
along. After a few very anxious moments, 
| righted myself, untangled my line and 
began to work my way back up the un- 
derwater incline. | knew there was no- 
where to go but forward, so | cautiously 
pulled myself along the bottom back into 
shallow water. At one point in the zero- 
visibility soup | again grabbed a rounded 
object. This time, however, | realized | 
had a tree root in my hand; flimsy evi- 
dence the object | had grabbed earlier 
was not the hungry alligator | envisioned. 

| continued my underwater search 
throughout the morning and the others 
followed suit, finding an endless list of 
objects—but no lost slots. Near the end of 
the second day—cold, tired and alligator- 
jumpy—we decided to call it quits.. We 
packed our gear and headed west, with 
visions of slot machines packed with buf- 
falo nickels still haunting our thoughts 

As we debriefed later, we theorized 
that Dad's pier, circa 1919, could have 
been anywhere along two different 
shores of that lake. We believe that if the 
slot machines are still there, they most 
likely rest on the clay bottom beneath a 
combined depth of 20 feet of water and 
thick, suffocating silt. 

And, the way we see it, they may be 
guarded by several hungry, but financial- 
ly secure, East Texas alligators! >s.

ach year the Underwater Society of 

America recognizes significant contri- 
butions to sport diving by presenting NO- 
Gl awards to four members of the diving 
community. To clear up any confusion, 
the following distinguished people are 
listed as the 1985 NOGI winners (that’s 
when they were nominated), which 
means we normally would have run this 
article in 1986 (that’s when they receive 
their awards). Belatedly, and with apolo- 
gies to these fine people, here are the 
1986 NOGI award recipients: 

Jim and Cathy Church/Arts: SDM’s 
own contributing photo editors, Jim and 
Cathy Church, have possibly done more 
to ‘turn divers on”’ to the world of under- 
water photography than anyone else. 
Through their courses, books, articles 
and seminars, they have introduced thou- 
sands of divers to this fascinating activity 
and, indirectly, taught them to appreciate 
the creatures of the sea. 

Jim and Cathy began writing for SKIN

told. To some, she is the Peacock, the 
Spirit of America or the American Eagle. 
To others, she is just the Sweeper. Like 
many sailors’ legends and sea stories, 
her sinking is just as enigmatic. Some 
say she was sunk for a movie. Others 
claim she was beached for many years 
until some intrepid salvor attempted to 
bring her back to Ventura to convert her 
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into a private yacht. Allegedly she was 
towed out to 60 feet of water in Scorpion 
Anchorage and promptly sank. Her 
name? How she sank? Who knows? 
Who cares? What's really important is 
her existence. Because she is, without a 
doubt, the finest accumulation of sub- 
merged wood and iron found anywhere 
in Southern California. 

Sitting in 60 feet of water on the sand 
bottom, her superstructure and bow are 
about 40 feet deep. The deck Is rotting in 
many places. Her wooden hull is deterio- 
rating. Her remains are home to a multi- 
tude of invertebrates, including what 
are—unofficially—the largest purple and 
orange Spanish shawl nudibranchs in the 
world. There is a menagerie of rockfish, 
anemones and octopus, making the 
wreck an alluring target for marine life en- 
thusiasts as well. 

For a diver descending on an anchor- 
line, it is easy to determine the wreck’s 
location by the swarms of blacksmith 
schooling over the hulk. On days with ex- 
ceptional U/W visibility, the wreck can be 
viewed while snorkeling on the surface. 
Visibility ranges from 15 to 60 feet, and 
since Scorpion Anchorage is relatively 
well protected, surge is minimal or non- 
existent. The great benefit of this wreck 
for divers is the almost always prevailing 
current that runs from bow to stern. Be- 
cause of this, even when divers stir up

the sediment away. 

On top of the wreck divers can swim 
over the iron beams that yield rotten 
planking and rusty nails. Many of these 
Openings are large and allow easy entry 
and egress. The beams and ribbing 
along the upper decks make for dramatic 
photo backdrops as masses of fish swim 
through the old timbers. Part of the mast 
lies on the port side, the very top embed- 
ded in the sand. The bow is home to 
blacksmith, perch and bass. Divers 
should take a moment to drop to the sand 
and ponder the massive bow that sits up- 
right with a slight list to port. 

Inside the wreck there are many rusting 
iron fixtures, deteriorating planks and spi- 
der webs of rigging. These obstructions 
are easily negotiated. When sunlight 
streams through from burst seams and 
collapsed decking, divers can safely ne- 
gotiate the hull without lines. A light is 
recommended for use in exploring the 
darker crevices and a sharp knife is 
essential for cutting monofilament fishing 
line snagged on the wreck. 

Once inside the ship itself, one can ex- 
perience the awe of true shipwreck div- 
ing. Fully penetrable wrecks are rare on 
the West Coast, and although the Santa 
Cruz Minesweeper is not a Rhone or Hil- 
ma Hooker, it certainly does offer great 
wreck diving opportunities. Starting in the 
rudder area, the diver ventures through a 
short hallway that opens into the first ma- 
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Call Poseidon — 


jor compartment. Once-watertight doors 
are now open, rusted fast on their hinges. 
The green-gray interior of each compart- 
ment is highlighted by the sun-filled light 
bursting in from the openings on the up- 
per deck. 

There are two main penetrable areas 
forward: the chain locker and bow com- 
partment. The wood inside this area is re- 
markably intact. Here, a light is absolutely 
necessary, aS divers venturing inside will 
discover total darkness. Above, through 
several hatchways, divers can gain ac- | 
cess to the upper deck. The ribbing is In- 
tact, but side panels have long since 
been claimed by the sea. Scores of fish 
congregate here, including calico bass. 

Exactly who she is or how she really 
ended up at Scorpion Anchorage doesn’t 
really matter. What is important is that she 
is. For experienced wreck divers, the 
Santa Cruz Minesweeper offers a great 
new dimension to California diving: a rel- 
atively intact wreck! 

If you are one of those detail oriented, 
documentation freaks who has re- 
searched the dusty archives of maritime 
libraries and has the story of the ‘Sweep- 
er down to every nut, bolt and brass tack, 
please keep your discoveries to yourself 
for now. Don't spoil the intrigue for all of 
those peglegged old salts who love to 
spin sailor's yarns along old fog-filled 
seaside wharves. Please, don’t wreck the 
fun! >

here may be few things more gratify- 

ing than to be able to combine your 
avocation with your vocation. To make 
your play your work brings much person- 
al satisfaction. Just ask the guy or gal 
who taught you to dive. There are few oc- 
cupations more enjoyable than theirs. 

lf you have considered living in the 
Caribbean, escorting travel groups to ex- 
otic dive locations or owning your own re- 
tail dive store, becoming a dive instructor 
opens a lot of doors. With the current 
growth in diving, the need for qualified 
professionals has outpaced their availa- 
bility. To get some answers on just what 
it takes to earn an instructor certification, 
SKIN DIVER recently asked Dave Inman, 
owner of Divers Unlimited in Fort Lauder- 
dale, Florida, some of the questions we 
thought you might ask if you were about 
to look at a career in diving. Operator of 
the largest retail dive store in the United 
States and a popular Florida dive resort 
with three boats, Inman is also the direc- 
tor of the largest PADI instructor training 
school in the eastern half of the U.S. His 
school has a remarkably high reputation, 
near 100 percent, for helping to place 
graduates in prime positions. 

SDM: Advertisements for some 
courses Claim you can become certified 
in only one week. How long should a can- 
didate expect to train before beginning a 


career as a professional instructor? 
Inman: Today there are some seven 
day testing programs, but there is a lot of 
training that leads up to those seven 
days. To teach diving right, candidates 
need a very strong rescue program, then 
a strong divemaster program where they 
get a good understanding of all the aca- 
demics such as physics and physiology. 
Then they might be able to come to a sev- 
en or nine day testing program and dem- 
onstrate they know how to teach that in- 
formation. We encourage candidates to 
complete our entire triad program, which 
is done over four weeks. The primary re- 
quirement is an advanced open water 
certification, which we can arrange for 
candidates to also earn here as a prep 
course before joining a triad program. 
The first instructor triad module is rescue 
training, where candidates are qualified 
in CPR and other necessary skills. After 
that, we go directly into divemaster train- 
ing. Many who already hold that certifica- 
tion learn a lot more. Candidates are 
taught to fully understand the PADI sys- 
tem while actually assisting in teaching 
entry level classes and giving classroom, 
pool and open water presentations on 
which they are evaluated. They gain valu- 
able experiences that will help them in 
the instructor training portions. We then 
go through two and one-half days of 











comprehensive |DC [Instructor Develop- 
ment Course] preparation before they 
even enter the instructor training pro- 
gram. Finally, they go through an evalua- 
tion where they are strictly tested for cer- 
tification as an instructor. All of the train- 
ing, from rescue through instructor, is a 
learning and evaluation experience rather 
than simply a daily test. Our candidates 
learn in a relaxed and fun atmosphere. 
Only in the last two days are they really 
involved in testing. 

SDM: How long has DU been running 
instructor programs? 

Inman: We have been training instruc- 
tors for 12 years—several hundred each 
year. We are the only Florida state li- 
censed vocational training school for dive 
instructors. We have scheduled 12 triad

programs for 1987. Also, we have a full 
time staff that doesn’t do anything other 
than instructor training. 

SDM: What does a person have to do 
in the way of preparation to become a 
dive instructor? 

Inman: The first step is getting the right 
training at the rescue and divemaster lev- 
el. This is where the real academics and 
skills are learned. These are not glory 
cards just to be added to your wallet, but 
serious courses that require a lot of 
knowledge, skill and dedication. You 
must have that strong background train- 
ing in order to become a knowledgeable 
and professional instructor. 

SDM: What kind of person does it take 
to make a good instructor? 

Inman: The main thing is attitude. That 
and a desire to help others become in- 
volved in a sport for which they (the in- 
structors) have strong feelings. The real 
enjoyment is in seeing a student's face 
after his/her first dive. If you can have fun 
teaching others to have fun, and you like 
being in the classroom, pool or water, 
you can become a good instructor. 

SDM: How strenuous is the training? 

Inman: Instruction isn’t strenuous, it’s 
fun. Instructors don’t need to be Johnny 
Weismuller-type swimmers or macho. 

SDM: For a long time, diving was mis- 
takenly looked at as a macho, male domi- 


nated sport. Compared to five or six 
years ago, has the percentage of males 
to females changed? 

Inman: Yes. Especially over the last 
two or three years, the percentage of 
women has gone up considerably. | don’t 
know what that figure would be on a na- 
tional level, but three or four years ago 20 
percent of our instructor candidates were 
female. Today almost 35 percent are. 

SDM: What are the opportunities for 
women as diving professionals? 

Inman: A lot of the professional 
schools and stores teaching entry level 
classes prefer to have a balanced in- 
structor staff. Female participation in the 
sport overall is growing at a much higher 
rate. Females often learn better and feel 
less intimidated when learning from 





another woman. The male students seem 
to like it, too. 

SDM: What kind of environment does 
the instructor candidate learn in at DU? 

Inman: Our classroom is right on the 
Fort Lauderdale Beach. Our pool is Olym- 
pic size and directly across the street. 
Our three boats are also berthed adja- 
cent to our facility. 

The training program is broken into 
thirds: one-third is in the classroom, one- 
third in the pool and one-third in the 
ocean. The environment in South Florida 
is very nice, primarily because the water 
temperature is higher on a year-round 
basis. We do a lot of our training on the 
coral reefs just off Fort Lauderdale in rel- 
atively clear, warm water. Here, a one- 
eighth inch suit, most of the time with 
short sleeves and legs, Is quite sufficient. 

SDM: How much of the training is fun 
and how much is skills demonstration? 

Inman: We try to make the whole oro- 
gram a fun experience because that’s 
what they are going to be doing when 
they leave here as instructors. They are 
going to go out and teach people how to 
a good time underwater. | can recall 
when | became an instructor that at the 
end of the program we were required to 
put all of our gear into a gunny sack and 


throw it into 50 feet of ocean water, swim 
down, assemble it, put it on and surface. 
You can see that macho routine has noth- 
ing to do with learning how to dive or be- 
ing a good instructor. Our emphasis is on 
teaching you how to teach and be a suc- 
cessful professional instructor while en- 
joying yourself. 

SDM: Does DU offer anything that 
some others don't? 

Inman: One of the major things we of- 
fer is a free placement service for our 
graduates. All our triad program instruc- 
tors qualify for it. Currently we know of 
more available jobs than we have candi- 
dates to fill. It's been that way for two or 
three years. 

SDM: How many instructor positions 
are currently available? 

Inman: The numbers | have seen re- 
cently indicate there are well in excess of 
400 openings in the U.S. and around the 
tropical world. 

SDM: Name some locations where 
these positions are available. 

Inman: Literally all over the United 
States, including our own stores, Grand 
Cayman, Jamaica, Cozumel, Bonaire, the 
Hawaiian Islands and all the popular Car- 
iobean dive destinations. In the Bahamas 
we know of openings in Bimini, Freeport 
and Nassau. 

SDM: Do these employers indicate to 
you a preference on the type or length of 
training for potential employees? 

Inman: Yes, some definitely do. We 
work closely with many major Caribbean 
dive operators and cruise lines that have 
dive and snorkel programs. Many give 
our graduates preferential treatment be- 
cause they know they have been here for 
at least a month and have gone through 
some vigorous training as well as making 
a real commitment to diving. 

SDM: What can a new instructor ex- 
pect to earn? 

Inman: That depends a lot on where 
they are going. Some of the Islands, as 
well as the cruise lines, supply room and 
board. That has to be computed into the 
Salary. Most openings we are aware of 
currently pay $12,000 to $20,000 per 
year. For highly qualified instructors, 
there are some even above that. 

SDM: How can people interested in 
diving as a career get information on Div- 
ers Unlimited? 

Inman; Call us directly at our Fort Lau- 
derdale/Hollywood facility: (305) 981- 
0156. If they want to write, the address is 
6023 Hollywood Boulevard, Hollywood, 
FL 33024. We have a whole packet of in- 
formation including a self-administered 
written exam that will give them an indica- 
tion of their current level of dive knowl- 
edge and readiness to enter the sport as 
a profession. Once they take the test and 
realize what they need to know, the really 
serious candidates recognize the impor- 
tance of going through a complete train- 
ing program. >t.

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The Dream Of Diving For 
Gold By The Raven 
Brothers In 1850 Stil 

Beckons Hundreds Every 
spring And Summer

guess | ought to start by explaining how 

this article came to be. I'm a freelance 
writer now, but | once spent a lot of years 
as a sport, salvage and commercial aba- 
lone diver, along the Pacific Coast from 
Monterey to Acapulco. |'m also a native 
Californian whose ancestors on both 
sides of my family go back to miners, 
muleskinners and saloon keepers who 
worked the gold fields, some of them 
coming to California even before the 
great gold rush of 1848. 

since | specialize in writing about the 
history of the American West and Califor- 
nia in particular, | acquired a rare journal, 
published in 1853 by an East Coast man 
who, like thousands of others, tried his 
luck searching for gold in California. 

What is unique about this journal is it 
gives a vivid account of one of the first, 
if not the first, attempts to dive for gold in 
the chilly river waters of California's gold 
country. And so, | couldn't resist passing 
the story on to others interested in the 
history of diving. 

The story is laughable, but also horrify- 
ing for breaking all the rules of common 
sense. Wherever possible, | have left in 
the flowery, jaded prose of the day in or- 
der to keep its 1800s flavor intact. 

The story is narrated by Ralph Raven, 
who kept the journal. Owing to the writing 
style of those times, Ralph Raven ne- 
glects to mention minor details such as 
what town he and his brother, Tertium, 
are from and the exact date of their de- 
parture for California. He makes it clear, 
however, they are from a New England 
coastal town, probably Nantucket. Raven 
states that Tertium is 18 years old but 
never tells his own age, although he is 
probably in his early 20s. 

With two friends, the Ravens sailed 
from the East Coast on the Leucothea af- 
ter the first of February 1849. The 
planned four month journey around the 
horn to San Francisco took six months, 
with the ship dropping anchor in San 
Francisco Bay on August 27 or 28, 1849.

Naively, Ralph and Tertium thought 
picking up solid gold nuggets in pastoral 
California would be like digging clams 
from the sand on their Atlantic seacoast. 

Needless to say, their dreams of riches 
were quickly dashed by the harsh reality 
of fruitless toil along the already over-

worked and dug out riverbanks on the 
western slope of the Sierras. 

They settled at Mormon Island, on the 
South Fork of the American River, not too 
far from Sutter’s Mill. They quickly ran the 
gamut of methods then known trying to 
dig for gold. They even worked for other

miners, earning as much as $8 per day, 
more than the amount they usually made 
from their own diggings. 

Evidently, they were from a well-to-do 
family on the East Coast and never seri- 
ously in need of money, as most of the 
49ers were. Even so, by the winter of 
1849-1850, their dreams of making 
$1,000 per week in the gold fields were 
transformed into the hard realization that 
$100 to $200 per day was just for the 
lucky few, $20 per day was a reasonable 
expectation, and $5 per day each is what 
they would usually end up making. 

They seemed content to rework dig- 
gings that had been thoroughly explored 
instead of striking out into less traveled 
territory. They spent the winter settling in- 
to a permanent camp to use as a base of 
operations for the spring and summer of 
1850. They also learned to cope with the 
worst kinds of weather and to tolerate life 
in the wild, from roving grizzly bears to 
the miseries of poison oak. 

After Thanksgiving 1849, Raven writes 
of a group of well-equipped miners that, 
‘had brought with them various improved 
and scientific machines, and among them 
one for dredging in the bottom of the riv- 
ers, of which they seemed to have 
formed the same idea as myself.’’ 

He apparently spent the next two 


months stewing about all that untoucha- 


ble underwater gold, for on January 20, 
1850, he wrote, ‘It was but too evident

And, oblivious to the practical logistics of 
diving, he and his brother went on mining 
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blissfully while waiting for the arrival of 
their diving suit. And, with naive renewed 
hope, they followed their dreams of rich- 
es, joined by a third brother, St. John, in 
the beginning of February 1850. 

While waiting for their Submarine ar- 
mor, the three brothers and their friends 
continued to work the banks of the South 
Fork by any and every means possible, 
but they learned averaging one-half 
ounce of gold per day each was about all 
they could expect. 

As the weather got better, their impa- 
tience mounted and they began jumping 
from new claim to new claim, continuing 
to scrabble out a basic existence, thwart- 
ed in part because the river was swollen 
by rains and melting snows. Their mining 
endeavors were repeatedly flooded and 
two neighbor miners were buried in the 
collapse of a river embankment. 

Finally, in the middle of April 1850, the 
Ravens decided to move their base camp 
to Georgetown, on the Middle Fork of the 
American River, where news of good dig- 
gings had mining going at a renewed 
pace. They settled at a spot called Ford’s 
Bar and continued to buy and work 
claims. But, by the end of May, they 
faced the sad realization that even here 
the riverbanks had already been mined 
and the river was still too high to allow 
them to work untouched diggings. 

Unexpectedly, Ralph Raven discov- 
ered someone else had visions of diving 
for gold, for the brothers were offered a 
chance to invest in a diving suit that had

evidently just arrived in California ahead 
of the one they had ordered. 

Raven writes, “Early in June we at 
length obtained possession of one-fourth 
ownership of a Submarine armor. We 
paid $325 for it, or nearly one-half our lit- 
tle capital; but such was my confidence 
in the success of our schemes that | part- 
ed with the money that had cost us so 
much labor without the least reluc- 
tance .... The remaining shares (in the 
suit of diving armor) were held by men at 
Big Bar, eight miles farther up the river; 
but, for the first scene of operations, they 
had selected a spot about three miles 
from Ford’s, reported to be one of the 
richest on the Middle Fork.

use the diving suit, Raven lets his fancy 
get the best of him, comparing his broth- 
er St. John to a squire who is accompa- 
nying a medieval knight, the knight being, 
in reality, a 49er named Ethan Allen, who 
is the representative of the other share- 
holders in the suit of diving armor. 
Raven writes, ‘“One glowing summer's 
day, in the pleasant month of June, two 
travelers might have been seen slowly 
winding along the narrow path that led 
from Ford’s Bar, on the Middle Fork of 
the American River, to Big Bar, eight 
miles above.

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[° the early morning sunlight, the humid 
air from the previous evening's rainfall 
saturates the atmosphere. The just- 
washed smell of wood, pitch and con- 
crete steams in the warm sun. From the 
terrace of The Buccaneer, | watch as the 
dazzling sunlight pours over the tiny town 
of Christiansted. The welcoming rays 
cast a warm glow over the bright pastel 
buildings with red roofs, while large co- 
conut palms throw long shadows over 
the many gift shops and restaurants that 
line the cobblestone streets. Nearby, 
there is the sweet smell of breakfast be- 
ing prepared. It is morning in St. Croix 
and the start of another day in paradise. 

St. Croix is the largest of the more than 
100 clustered islands, islets and cays that 
form the United States Virgin Islands. It is 
about 1,200 miles southeast of Miami 
and less than 60 miles from Puerto Rico. 

The two centers of commerce on St. 
Croix are the cities of Frederiksted on the 
west coast and Christiansted on the north 
coast. Christiansted is the capital of St. 
Croix and one of the prettiest cities in the 
Caribbean.

than 20 years. Their fine reputation and 
knowledge of the fringing reefs guaran- 
tee great diving every day of the year. 
With a staff of 25, Larry operates two 
dive shops in downtown Christiansted, 
three satellite beach operations at d ffer- 
ent hotels and a large fleet of watersport 
craft including five custom dive boats and 
assorted fishing boats and sailboats. 
Larry and his staff at CSA generally op- 
erate two daily dive trips aboard the 40 


foot custom Deliverance or the 42 foot 
custom Phoenix. The morning trip de- 
parts The Buccaneer pier and consists of 
two one tank dives at different locations. 
The afternoon trip is a single tank dive at 
another location. Night diving is sched- 
uled several times a week, depending 
upon demand, and an excursion to the 
Frederiksted pier is usually arranged. The 
pier is famous for its seahorses. 

Larry and his staff have discovered 
and catalogued more than 50 excellent 
dive sites around the island. One of Lar- 
ry’s favorites is only a few minutes from 
The Buccaneer dock. Green Cay Slope is 
a fascinating array of coral fingers that 
cascades from 35 feet of water into more 
than 100. This reef, well Known for its 
pufferfish, offers the first time visitor a 
view of huge elkhorn and brain corals 
and healthy patches of staghorn. 

At Gentle Winds, the undulating coral 
ridges are covered in magnificent hues of 
soft corals and encrusting sponges. Gen- 
tly sloping seaward, the reef is abruptly 
interrupted by a sheer wall that starts as 
shallow as 35 and drops vertically to a 
sandy plateau at 85 feet. The wall is cov- 
ered with forests of gorgonians and mac- 
ro subjects. At Salt River Wall, the coral 
precipice drops into several thousand 
feet of water. The wall is deeply marked 
with crevices and overhangs. Large pur- 
ple and yellow tube sponges grow pro- 
fusely along the wall. 

The Stacks is also one of Larry's favor- 
ite dives, and after visiting the site, | have 
to claim it as one of mine. The coral reef 
runs perpendicular to shore in the 40 to 
65 foot depth range. Deep valleys of 
sand accent the large coral mounds and 
mini walls. Large populations of school- 
ing fish can be found here and often sea 
turtles and eagle rays can be found cruis- 
ing overhead. There are many dive sites 
to choose from, but space limits our de- 
scription. However, some of the more 
popular sites you will want to check out 
for yourself are: Shark Alley, Grapetree 
Caves, Scotch Bank, Cane Bay Wall and 
Buck Island National Park. 

Pan American flies directly into St. 
Croix from Miami and New York—daily— 
from points originating elsewhere in the 
U.S. and Canada. With so much to see 
and do on St. Croix, a week’s stay will 
never be enough. Since the Virgin Islands 
is a U.S. territory, there are no customs 
or immigration. Maybe that’s why they 
call it the “American paradise.”’

ble companion, and the deadly mischief

St. John then picks up the narrative af- 
ter the arrival at the diving site of several

representatives of the other shareholders 
in the suit of diving armor, writing, 

.we at once set about making the 
necessary preparations for putting the 
machine (the diving suit and its air pump) 
in Operation. 

‘From 100-200 pounds of shot were 
required to overcome the buoyancy of 
the armor; and as this could not be ob- 
tained nearer than Coloma, Allen started 
alone on this errand, leaving to the rest of 
us the work of constructing a raft. Incred- 
ible as it may seem, the preliminary oper- 
ations necessary to this simple undertak- 
ing occupied us one whole week... .”’ 

A comedy of errors now began, with 
the diving expedition spending days 
climbing up and down mountainsides to 
cut trees for a raft, only to find the fresh 
green logs sank instead of floated. Work- 
ing in blistering 105°F summer heat, the 
men eventually found dead logs to use 
for their raft, and St. John’s narration of 
the episode continues: 

‘On fastening our logs together by 
wooden bolts and ropes of bark, we 
found the raft thus constructed altogether 
inadequate to sustain the necessary 
weight consisting of four men, the armor 
weighing about 100 pounds, and nearly 
double that quantity of shot; but by 
means of ropes attached to the outer cor- 
ners, and made fast to rocks, we made 
it sufficiently buoyant to answer for the 
first experiment; and our impatience 
would not admit of any longer delay. 

‘As none of our company felt willing to 
play the part of diver, we hired for that 
purpose a man who had already been 
down in one of the ‘masheens’ at home, 
and now gladly embraced the opportunity 
of making somewhat higher wages than

he had been in the habit of receiving. It 
was not a little curious and amusing to 
watch the operations of his toilet while 
preparing for the descent—seldom is the 
proudest belle while being dressed for a 
ball waited upon by more zealous and 
obsequious attendants.... 

‘Our nabob, divested of all but shirt 
and pantaloons, seated himself on a 
stone, while two of his ready servitors 
pulled on his boots and breeches all in 
one—a suit of genteel black, very wide at 
the hips, and having a copper ring 
around the waist.

sand tied over his shoulders and around 
his waist—the visor closed, and the air- 
pumps at the same moment put in mo- 
tion. A long hose of India rubber connect- 
ed the pumps with the top of his helmet, 
and as the unwieldy figure rose to its feet 
and waddled forward to the edge of the 
raft, while the inrushing air puffed out his 
flabby skin to its full extent, he looked like 
an infant elephant on its hind legs, or 
some of the monstrous idols of heathen- 
dom, among which, however, he would 
certainly have carried off the palm for ug- 
liness. He was not like most other am- 
phibious animals, awkward and clumsy 
on land, but all alert in the water; his awk- 
wardness never deserted him and the ri- 
diculous splash, it could hardly be called 
a plunge, with which he settled into what 
seemed a more congenial element, re- 
minded me of nothing so much as Ma’am 
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Bridges sitting unexpectedly down in her 
own washtub. 

‘After he had been gone some ten 
minutes, and no signal twitch had been 
given at the cord provided for that pur- 
pose, we began to look at each other with 
a mysterious sort of dread and debated 
the expediency of pulling him up. My own 
position at the pumps prevented me from 
taking any more active part, but | did my 
best to induce my companions to haul 
him in without further delay and they at 
length yielded to my expostulations. But, 
to our infinite consternation, we now 
found all our strength unable to move him 
from the bottom; and crying out, all at 
once, to a party of miners on the opposite 
bank, two of them came in a canoe to our 
assistance and by pulling directly over 
the spot where the river lay, succeeded 
in bringing him to the surface. 


This 1913 diver wears a variation of 
Siebe’s diving suit—not much different 
from that used by the Raven brothers. 


‘‘We drew him hastily to the shore and 
opening the visor saw, within the depths 
of the helmet, a countenance paler than 
that of Ivanhoe when he fainted in the 
very presence of the Queen of Love and 
Beauty, at the gentle and famous pas- 
sage of arms at Ashby de la Zouche. 
Long after his (the diver’s) armor had 
been removed, he still lay apparently life- 
less and it was an hour before he could 
give us any account of his misfortune. He 
then told us that walking along the bottom 
he had suddenly stepped into a hole be- 
hind a rock and was having the best time 
he ever had in his life, when all at once 
he fell asleep. 

‘‘He was not in the least disturbed by 
the imminent danger he had escaped so 
narrowly, and declared his readiness to 
make a second trial, if a place could be 
found free from rocks, and where the wa- 
ter was sufficiently clear for us to see him 
from the surface. 

‘As no such place was to be found in 
that vicinity, all our previous labor went 
for nothing; we abandoned our raft and 
moved several miles farther up the river 
to a spot not far below Big Bar; and said 
in the high flown language of the miners 
to contain a cartload of gold. 

‘The sand bags proving quite unfit for 
the purpose, Allen again set off in search

Missouri's 
Billion Galion 
Lake Resort

t's going to surprise many people to 

learn that Bonne Terre, Missouri has the 
most intriguing dive destination in the 
continental United States. West End Div- 
ing Centers’ Billion Gallon Lake Resort 
and the Mansion Hill Country Inn fit to- 
gether to offer North American divers one 
of the greatest weekend getaway pack- 
ages. For three days you spend your time 
touring the unique freshwater world of the 
Billion Gallon Lake Resort and pass your 
evenings wining and dining in the turn of 
the century ambiance of the Mansion Hill 
Country Inn. 

Topside, Doug and Cathy Goergens 
have the perfect furnishings and nautical 
artifacts to complement the mood and 
period of the Mansion Hill Country Inn. U/ 
W, they have illuminated scenes that look 
like gigantic painted backdrops. The 
combination is exceptional. 

Bonne Terre’s Billion Gallon Lake Re- 
sort is a mine. The United States’ largest 
manmade cavern, it is anything but small. 
You never feel closed in. This under- 
ground lake has 17 miles of navigable 
waterways. Hundreds of stone pillars, 
some 200 feet tall and more than 50 feet 
n diameter, break up the space. In the 
early 1900s, miners were unsure how 
much support the roof needed; as mod- 
ern engineers testify today, the excava- 
tion is extremely overbuilt. Thanks to the 
creative lighting installed by Cathy and 
Doug, these rough-hewn rock columns, 
oalconies and buttresses take on a Goth- 
c look. 

What keeps more than 7,000 divers 
visiting the resort each year? One answer 
Ss consistency. The year-round air tem- 
oerature below the ground hovers at 
62°F. Water temperature never deviates 
from 58°F. There are no thermoclines! U/ 
W visibility is an average of 80 feet. 

The closest thing to dangerous marine 
life in the Billion Gallon Lake is the staff's 
pet inflatable shark. Little wonder that in- 
Structors from as far away as Chicago 
and Milwaukee regularly choose Bonne 
Terre as their preferred training site. 

An hour before a scheduled tour, visi- 
tors check into the Old Mine Dive 
Shoppe. If they’re new to the scene, a 
dive guide and safety diver verify C-cards 
and logbooks. After an informative brief- 
ng on procedures, the area's history and 
some highlights of the dive site, guests 
follow the guides down the Old Mule En- 
trance. (At one time, mules hauled the 
workers and ore in and out of the works.) 
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In the changing rooms, divers don their 
wetsuits and then rendezvous with their 
guides by the water. 

Like everything else here, much 
thought went into designing the spacious 
dock. Dockmaster ‘‘Bones’’ oversees the 
operation of the Billion Gallon Lake Re- 
sort. He makes sure everyone receives a 
full 80 cubic foot tank and Cyalume light. 
By staggering the tour departures at one- 
half hour intervals and keeping groups to 
a maximum of eight per guide and safety 
diver team, Bones simultaneously enter- 
tains 60 or more divers without having a 
crowd on the dock. Bones and the other 
staff members are always ready to help. 
There are wooden steps to the water lev- 
el and divers can choose between mak- 
ing a giant stride or sliding in using a con- 
trolled, seated entry. Staff members greet 
returning divers and collect weightbelts, 
tanks and BCs. Without them, exiting on- 
to the lower step is a breeze. 

Just as a Caribbean resort guide tends 
to follow a particular route down the reef, 
the Deep Earth Divers cruise along trails. 
As with their southern counterparts, the 
Bonne Terre divemasters take newcom- 
ers to the shallower spots first. The depth 
for most tours averages between 40 and 
60 feet. The trails are numbered. 

While it is true to say the lower num- 
bered trails are easier to swim, they have 
just as many interesting features as the 
advanced ones. Newer paths come on 
line after a region of the excavation is 
thoroughly explored and lighted. Veteran 
Deep Earth Divers may have up to 12 trail 
patches sewn on their dive jackets. This 
imaginative group has laid out several 
diver propulsion vehicle courses; effort- 
lessly whirring through stone arches, past 
the ore carts and across the manmade 
canyons is great fun. 

When the order came to close the mine 
years ago, workers dropped everything. 
Equipment sheds, lunch pails and even 
eyeglasses were left behind. Very little 
has been disturbed. You swim through a 
submerged city that’s a perfect time cap- 
Sule. Slipping over a shallow rock saddle 
on trail one, you spot a pneumatic jack- 
hammer sticking out of the wall. Everyone 
takes turns posing for pictures here. Oth- 
er artifacts lying on the rocks include 
shovels, hats and a plate from an old 
crane. In this first trail’s ore cart, guides 
show you the old picks and chisels once 
used to hack away the walls. Sitting on 
one of Trail Two’s shelves rests another 
ore cart with wheels intact. Colorful 
traces of unharvested copper and lead 
minerals still glitter in the bedrocks. Dur- 
ing the decades the works were open, 
rainwater percolated down the walls and 
pillars. In a few spots, white calcium car- 
bonate was deposited as undulating 
sheets and short stalactites. On Trail Two, 
one of the largest and prettiest of these 
now submerged formations—usually re- 
ferred to simply as the Cal Falls—makes 
a great setting for underwater photogra- 
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phy. Along other routes, guides point out 
blue and green tinted calcium deposits. 
Several trails pass by the Keyhole. Just 
15 feet below the surface, this triangular 
cut in the bedrock frames portraits beau- 
tifully. Trail Three's Grating similarly cre- 
ates an interesting image. Those who 
sign up for the four dive weekend pack- 
age get to visit the enormous tower called 
The Structure. This metal framework rises 
from 50 feet to the surface; when func- 
tional, it served as the main ore elevator. 
These are just some isolated highlights. 

Part of what makes this destination so 
special are the incredible underwater 





overviews. Sunlight reaches down 
through the air shafts to blend in with the 
artificial illumination. Using more than six 
miles of cables and 200,000 watts of 
lighting, the Goergens have given the site 
a new look. Installing powerful mercury 
and sodium vapor fixtures connected to 
two separate ground-fault circuits, the 
Goergens literally painted the incredible 
chambers, ledges and columns. The ef- 
fect is amazing. Subdued but directional 
light skims the contours of the manmade 
cliffs, revealing their striking texture. 
Blues predominate. One stunning view is 
through the Opera Window. This oval 
hole in the wall, large enough to drive a 
minibus through, frames a blue-green 
vista beyond. 

This author was one of the first people 
to experience—not just see, but experi- 
ence—Carlsbad. The rooms and drop- 
offs are immense. 

Most people describe the surface 
world of Bonne Terre, Missouri as a 
sleepy little mining town. The hustle and 
bustle of St. Louis, 62 miles to the north, 
has not reached Bonne Terre. |n the old 


Lead Belt towns scattered around the 
Ozark Mountain foothills, life progresses 
at a more peaceful pace. Each weekend 
scores of visitors come to sample the div- 
ing and relax in the tranquil setting. 

On the corner of the resort property 
stands the Deep Earth Divers’ Lodge. The 
Goergens have arranged this house to 
accommodate parties of 16 or fewer. 
Groups either sign up for meal plans with 
the Mansion Hill Country Inn or take 
advantage of the lodge’s own kitchen. 

During the boom years of the early 
1900s, St. Joe Lead Company construct- 
ed the president’s residence. Built as a 
symbol of prosperity and prestige, the 32 
room mansion and 133 acre estate 
crowned Bonne Terre’s highest hill. Doug 
and Cathy have carefully renovated Man- 
sion Hill Country Inn. Once again it offers 
a warm and elegant atmosphere and 
gourmet cuisine. 

Arriving visitors receive Mansion Mon- 
ey. Divers use it to pay for their meals. 
Weekend packages include food, but 
rather than follow a set menu or sched- 
ule, visitors can choose what and when 
they want to eat. From the five chefs 
working in the kitchen comes a wonderful 
variety of culinary treats. Don’t want to 
leave the Dive Shoppe’s grounds for 
lunch? The mansion staff will gladly deliv- 
er a Diver's Express Lunch. Dinners at 
the mansion deserve a whole article unto 
themselves. Begin your feast with escar- 
got or homemade New England clam 
chowder. For entrées try beef Wellington, 
Chateaubriand, blackened shrimp or 
crab legs. A side order of stir fry vegeta- 
bles is a must. Although there is not 
enough room here to adequately praise 
the food, hopefully, you'll remember to 
save room for the chocolate pecan pie. 

With each season there is a different 
entertainment. Just as Bones coordinates 
the activities in the mine, Jim is usually 
the one who helps organize the various 
Mansion Hill events. During the summer 
months, the crowd moves out of Goos- 
by’s Pub (named in honor of the man- 
sion’s pet goose) to the Wine and Beer 
Garden. If you’re not into badminton or 
croquet, perhaps a stroll down one of the 
nature trails will suit you. Fall brings 
hayrides and bonfires. After cross-coun- 
try skiing, a winter’s evening usually in- 
cludes cozy fireplaces or warm laughter 
in Goosby’s Pub. At any time, a carriage 
ride is a great way to tour Bonne Terre. 

Doug and Cathy maintain an apartment 
in the mansion; as Doug put it, ‘‘We’re 
able to live in our fantasy.’’ When you 
leave you'll feel as though they have 
shared their dream with you. West End 
Diving’s Billion Gallon Lake Resort and 
Mansion Hill Country Inn are distinctly 
North American. This is definitely a spe- 
cial place you must experience.

of an additional supply of shot; and the 
rest of us set to work with redoubled en- 
ergy, to construct a second and larger 
raft, with such improvements as our hard- 
won experience suggested.... 

‘In less than one week our raft was 
completed; it was much larger than the 
other, with an opening at one end, over 
which we erected a stout triangle or tri- 
pod to assist in raising and lowering the 
diver. For more than a month we contin- 
ued to struggle against a series of delays 
and vexations such as must necessarily 
attend an undertaking of so great magni-

tude in a new country; but after all, the 
thing itself was the chief obstacle—all oth- 
ers were finally surmounted—but we 
were apparently as far as ever from at- 
taining our object. The diver was almiost 
entirely helpless in his moving prison; he 
was unable to remain underwater more 
than a few hours per day, and came out 
dripping with perspiration and trembling 
as if he had the ague. 

‘More than once he was overtaken by 
the same fit or faintness that had so 
alarmed us before and we were thus kept 
in a state of constant apprehension. He 
found it nearly impossible to use a pick or 
shovel underwater, but contrived by 
means of a small scoop to fill an iron pot 
we lowered down to him; and though it 
contained little gold, this trifling achieve- 
ment raised considerably the spirits of the 
more sanguine of our party. 

‘| had for some time, however, ceased 
to feel any lively faith in our Success and, 
on consulting with my brothers, we all 
agreed there was little hope of doing any- 
thing that season, and we determined to 
sell our share of the diving suit without 
further delay.

Coast stating their diving dress had been 
shipped from New York and was on its 
way to California. 

Evidently, the bad experience with the 
Submarine armor showed the brothers 
the folly of trying to dive when they knew 
nothing about diving. Except for mention- 
ing the cost of their share in the diving 
suit they had experimented with, Raven 
never again writes about the submarine 
armor or the suit that was being shipped 
to them from New York. Presumedly, the 
Suit from New York either never made it 
to California or, if it did, the brothers sold 
it and never tried to use it. 

They returned to their original diggings 
at Mormon Island in August and spent the 
rest of 1850 being as unsuccessful dig- 








ging for gold as they were before. 

They continued hopscotching all over 
the American River, continually investing 
in claims that were just as petered out as 
their previous ones. They invested in one 
more Rube Goldberg idea, a project that 
would build a diversion channel and a 
dam across a narrow part of the South 
Fork of the American River and, hopeful- 
ly, at last enable them to get at the under- 
water gold that had been sifting into the 
river bottom for centuries. 

The youngest brother, Tertium, finally 
gave up and returned to the East Coast 
on May 1, 1851 leaving Ralph and St. 
John to continue on with their grand 
dreams of gold. 

The American Dam was finally com- 
pleted in July 1851 and the drained river 
bottom immediately began to produce 
enough gold to make every investor in 
the project more than happy. They even 
built a flatboat to float their water pump 
on ‘the first steamboat ever built on the 
American River, if not in California,’ as 
Raven tells it. 

At long last, the Ravens’ dreams were 
finally realized. Though the experiment 
with the submarine armor didn’t get them 
to the river bottom gold, the damming 
project did. The damming project was so 
successful that shares in the American 
Dam Company sold for $10,000 each. 

When the dried up portion of the river 
bottom was mined, Ralph and St. John 
Raven decided to sell out and go home 
rather than get involved in another dam- 
ming project. It was as if their only goal 
was to succeed at getting to the river bot- 
tom gold rather than to get rich from it. 

With their money belts filled with Cali- 
fornia gold, they sailed from San Francis- 
co on the ship Carolina on September 15, 
1851, spent more than two weeks cross- 
ing the isthmus of Central America on 
foot, caught a steamer to New York from 
san Juan, and arrived in New York on 
November 9, 1851. 

Their California odyssey was over and 
their diving experiment had been ‘‘the 
most stirring episode in the whole course 
of our adventures.’ 

Ralph Raven ends his journal by writ- 
ing, ‘Our long life of entire freedom and 
independence was... over and we has- 
tened to resume the shackles of civiliza- 
tion... . Our romance is ended—our little 
episode is complete—and we sink, like a 
drop of water in the ocean, into the flat 
monotony of our commonplace exis- 
tence...." 

He must have felt great satisfaction 
with his perseverance, for he and his 
brother St. John were among the first 
men to succeed in digging a wealth of 
gold from the actual river bottoms of the 
California gold country, a dream that, to 
this day, still brings hundreds of hookah 
and dredge equipped prospectors to the 
gold country every spring and sum- 
Mer. >t

yy school child can tell you what 
green, yellow and red mean. Found 
in the traffic signals most of us have to 
deal with many times each day, green 
means go (safety), yellow, proceed with 
care (caution) and red, stop (danger). 
How clever of equipment manufacturers 
to apply these easily understood con- 
cepts to our scuba gear. A good example 
is U.S. Tech’s Datacom console, distrib- 
uted by Berry Scuba. 

The Datacom retails for $180. For that 
price you get both a 150 foot depth 
gauge and a 5,000 psi pressure gauge in 
a heavy duty molded rubber housing. 
This latter provides protection from 
bumps and shocks, particularly important 
to depth gauges. Although they are pretty 
sturdy, they can be knocked out of cali- 
bration. A shock absorbent rubber hous- 
ing can help prevent this. The Datacom is 
angled and swivels on the end of its hose 
so its gauges can be read easily. 

The 150 foot depth gauge is graduated 
in five foot increments. From 5 to 30 feet 
these are shaded green, as are pres- 
sures from 5,000 to 1,500 psi on the 
pressure gauge. This indicates safety: 
Bottom time and air are plentiful. 

Depths from 30 to 90 feet are indicated 
by yellow, as are pressures from 1,500 to 
900 psi. Just as the middle light of a traf- 
fic signal, this means proceed with care. 
At these pressures, you should be con-

sidering surfacing. And, although depths 
from 30 to 90 feet are not unusual, the 
yellow is there to remind you to think 
about what you're doing. 

From 90 to 150 feet, the depth gauge 
face is red, to remind divers that bottom 
time is very limited and should be careful- 
ly monitored. Pressures of 500 psi and 
less on the pressure gauge are also indi- 
cated by red, to show that the air supply 
is dangerously low. 

Both Datacom gauges have luminious 
faces and are easy to read in little or no 
light. The pressure gauge, housed in 
brass, iS a spiral wound Bourdon tube 
type, which is state of the art in the indus- 
try today. The oil filled depth gauge is 
housed in Lexan. It is accurate to within 
two percent on the first third of the scale; 
four percent on the second third; and six 
percent on the final third. According to 
the manufacturer, if it errs it will tend to 








read deeper rather then shallower. 

Datacom consoles come with a lifetime 
warranty on everything—including the 
hose and O-rings. Should repairs be 
needed, simply return the console to Ber- 
ry Scuba: The company promises a 48 
hour turnaround time. 

The Datacom comes with a set of no 
decompression tables on the back; these 
can be removed and a U.S. Tech, alumi- 
num housed compass ($54), slipped in 
the slot. U.S. Tech also offers the Data- 
com ll: It has the same pressure gauge, 
but the depth gauge is a diaphragm type 
with a maximum depth indicating needle 
and a thermometer. The Datacom II re- 
tails for $220.

HALIBUT

POACHED HALIBUT WITH 
SOUR CREAM SAUCE 


4 halibut steaks (each about 1 inch 
thick), thawed if frozen 
2 C water 
4 each whole cloves and whole 
black peppers 
2 slices lemon 
1 carrot, cut in large chunks 
1 medium-size onion, cut in large chunks 
‘2 tsp. salt 
1 cucumber 
1 bunch radishes 
2 tomatoes 
Parsley 
Pitted ripe olives 
16 medium-sized shrimp, cooked, 
shelled, deveined and chilled 
Wipe fish with damp cloth and place in 
frying pan. Pour in water and add cloves, 
peppers, lemon slices, carrots, and on- 
ion; sprinkle with salt. Bring to a boil, re- 
duce heat, cover, and simmer until fish 
flakes readily when prodded in thickest 
portion with a fork. For a one inch thick 
piece of fish (measured in thickest por- 
tion), allow 10 minutes. 
Transfer fish to a large serving platter, 
arranging in a single layer; cover and 
chill. Reserve poaching liquid for sour 
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cream sauce. 
To serve, arrange fish steaks in single 
layer down center of platter. Slice cu- 
cumber thinly and arrange along one 
side of fish. Trim and slice radishes thinly 
and scatter over cucumber slices. Cut 
tomatoes in wedges and arrange along 
other side of fish. Spoon sour cream 
sauce over fish and garnish each steak 
with shrimp. Makes 4 to 6 servings. 


Sour Cream Sauce 


3 egg yolks 

1% T lemon juice 
%4 C poaching liquid 
1 C sour cream 

Strain reserved poaching liquid. In top 
of a double boiler, directly over high 
heat, boil rapidly until reduced to three- 
quarters cup. Beat egg yolks until light 
yellow; then beat in lemon juice. Using 
wire whisk, gradually stir hot poaching 
liquid into egg mixture. 

Return mixture to top of double boiler 
and place over hot (not boiling) water. 
Stirring constantly, heat gently just until 
sauce is thickened (about 5 to 10 min- 
utes). Let cool; then cover and chill. 
When thoroughly chilled (about one 
hour), blend sauce into one cup sour 
cream and chill again until ready to use.

O~ of the most sought after gamefish 
on the West Coast is the California 
halibut (Paralichthys californicus), which 
ranges from Baja, California to Oregon. 
This elusive flatfish has always sparked 
excitement in the minds of novice and ex- 
perienced divers. 

A master of camouflage, the halibut is 
often found on sandy bottoms where it 
occasionally covers itself with a thin layer 
of sand that leaves only two bulbous eyes 
as a clue to its hiding place. There it plays 
a skillful predator's waiting game. One 
horizontal thrust of its powerful tail en- 
ables it to enjoy a meal of one of its favor- 
ite foods—unsuspecting anchovies, 
queenfish or squid. 

In their larval stage, halibut start life like 
most other fish, with one eye on each 
side of the head and feeding near the sur- 
face of the sea. Then one eye begins to 
migrate to the other side of its head and 
the tiny fish begins to evolve into a flatter 
form. After both eyes are on one side and 
it has lost its swim bladder, the halibut 
descends and becomes a bottom dweller 
for the rest of its life. 

Once on the bottom, the fish develop 
protective coloration. Occasionally, they 
may be brown on both upper and lower 
surfaces (ambicolored) or, more rarely, 








white on both upper and lower surfaces 
(albinistic). Most frequently, they are 
white on their downside; their tops are a 
sandy brown with spots that blend well 
with the surroundings and make them an 
almost invisible target to all but the most 
alert hunter. 

Halibut usually blend well with their 
Surrounding terrain, whether it be a sandy 
bottom or an occasional rocky reef. The 
diver looking for them might lend a close 
eye for smaller schooling baitfish, which 
may reveal its hiding place. California 
halibut are found at depths ranging from 
shallow surf areas to more than 300 feet, 
depending on their food source and the 
water temperature. They are sighted 
more frequently in the later summer 
months through December. 

It is not uncommon for California divers 
to take these flatfish up to 50 pounds, es- 
pecially around the Northern Channel Is- 
lands off the Santa Barbara coast. A re- 
cord 72 pound 8 ounce fish was speared 
near Santa Cruz Island by William B. 
Skwarlo. His record still stands, making 
a challenging goal for sport divers! 

Other species of halibut are found in 
many oceans throughout the world. 
Some weigh in excess of 600 pounds, 
with the females being the largest. 

California State Fish and Game laws 
require halibut to measure 22 inches 
from the tip of the nose to the end of the 
tail to be legally taken by sport divers. In 
addition, a diver must possess a Califor- 
nia sport fishing license and enhance- 
ment sticker if taking game south of Point 
Arguello. Although there is no closed 
season on California halibut, divers are 
limited to five fish per day. 

Contrary to popular belief, being an ex- 
pert spearfisherman is not a prerequisite 
to taking this delicious sport fish. The key 
lies both in the diver’s ability to spot the 
fish in their natural surroundings and in 
locating the type of terrain where they 
hide. Once you've located key spots, 
these same areas will usually produce 
game year after year. 

There are a few simple tips you should 
consider prior to your first halibut hunting 
expedition. Searching for halibut has 
been compared to flying over the Sahara 
Desert, and you may likely cover large 
areas of featureless, sandy bottom. Main- 
taining a basic compass orientation will 
eliminate your having to negotiate the 
same areas over again and perhaps save 
you a long swim back to your boat or the 
beach. The speed at which you swim 
simply depends on how sharp your eye 
is. A Keen eye is very important as some 
prize fish have been taken shortly after 
other divers have covered an area. 

Whether you use a pneumatic gun, 
rubberband gun or polespear, you need 
a sharp tip with flanges that open when 
the fish is penetrated. Many divers prefer 
a breakaway tip to take the strain off the 
shaft, especially with larger, heavier fish. 
A metal game hook or stringer is another

It normally 
attaches to the diver’s weightbelt and 
should never be removed while stringing 
your fish—as over-anxious divers who 
have lost spearguns, game hooks and 
prize fish would agree. 

When searching for your quarry, swim

allow for spotting small details around 
and below you. Usually the fish will let 
you get quite close. Once you spot your 
flatfish, try to approach it from the front. 
A frontal shot will use the halibut’s for- 
ward momentum to further set the spear- 
tip. Aim center, just behind the gill pad, 
and you won’t damage meat and 
shouldn’t lose your fish. 

The excitement has just begun when 
you shoot your fish; a large halibut will 
put up quite a fight and provide a free 
ride to boot. Remember, if you spook 
your fish or miss your shot, it’s probably 
history. You rarely get a second chance.

technique and equipment when taking 
any gamefish. No one can claim fame or 
satisfaction from letting a wounded fish 
get away. 

Pound for pound, halibut provides 
more white fillet meat than any other 
sport fish | know of. Cleaning it is a snap. 
Cut a straight line starting from behind the 
gill pad along the spine to the tail. Then 
carefully fillet close to the rib bones to- 
ward the dorsal fin. Cut the bottom fillet 
out in the same manner. Flip your fish 
over and repeat the procedure. The bot- 
tom side fillets will be slightly thinner, but 
what you end up with is four beautiful fil- 
lets with very little waste. 

After carefully skinning your fillet, wipe 
the meat clean with paper or a cloth tow- 
el. Avoid washing your fillets with fresh or 
saltwater. Many salty old halibut fans be- 
lieve this will remove some of the natural 
flavor. Whether you dine with your dive 
buddy or presidental dignitaries, this 
tasty cuisine will impress the most de- 
manding seafood connoisseur. >.

or me, it has always been just a 

dream. Since the first time | read of 
the mother of pearl divers of the Northern 
Cook Islands in National Geographic, | 
have longed to visit these atolls and, if at 
all possible, dive with the locals. Well, it 
was just a dream until last September, 
when it became a reality. Along with a 
few friends, | chartered a yacht and visit- 
ed these remote, beautiful pearls of the 
Pacific Ocean. 

Manihiki, for us, was a six day sail that 
Started from the island of Aitutaki. On our 
journey, we made stops at Palmerston 
and Suwarrow atolls. Now, if you want to 
find these islands in your handy atlas, 
look halfway between Tahiti and Fiji, 
north of Rarotonga and east of Samoa. 
Those tiny dots are the Northern Cooks. 

Our arrival marked the second visit by 
a yacht in nine months and as good a 
reason as any for celebration. So, pigs 
were roasted, flowers picked and uku- 
leles tuned. Ben Ellis, the local CAO 
(Chief Administration Officer) gave us 
strict orders—with a big smile on his 
face—that the feast would begin at 7:00 
pm. Great, oh, just great. Here | travel 
halfway ‘round the world and it’s back to 
the old grind—sing, dance, drink and par- 
ty—I wanna go diving in the lagoon! 

‘‘Well, you see Okatai Ronga,’’ Ben in- 
formed me. ‘‘He is the chief of the Island 
Council and in order to dive the lagoon, 
you must get his permission.”’ 

So, | went looking for Okatai. 

Manihiki is an atoll made up of 39 is- 
lands. Its lagoon is about five miles 
across. It’s your classic tropical atoll. Co- 
conut trees hug the shores of the smooth 
lagoon. There are thatched huts, outrig- 








ger canoes and beautiful smiling Polyne- 
sian people. There is no airstrip and no 
ships stop here regularly, with the excep- 
tion of the out-island coconut freighter 
and, from all we heard, it’s very irregular. 

There are no scuba diving facilities on 
the island, no hotels or bars. They do 
have several churches and a few small 
shops and some of the best basket weav- 
ers in the Pacific. Pearl shell diving and 
copra are the two main sources of in- 
come. And, these two are not what they 
were in their heyday. 

Cultured pearl farms are also found on 
Manihiki and one such farm belongs to 
Tekake Williams, who holds the island re- 
cord for free diving to 180 feet. The locals 
say at one time this was a world record. 

After a few hours of strolling through 
the main village of Tauhuna, | finally 
found Okatai, but he would only give us 
permission to dive the lagoon if we 
stayed and had a drink of fresh coconut 
water first. 

His son climbed an 80 foot tree and 
sent down a dozen or so green nuts. 
Aahh, it was cool and refreshing. Mitua 
Pouri joined us for our coconut cocktails. 
| could tell the moment | saw him he was 
a diver. He had the look | expected—a 
big, round chest, strong powerful légs 
and like everyone else, a smile as wide 
as the lagoon. 

As a side job, Mitua was also the local 
constable. | couldn't imagine why a 
peaceful spot such as this would need a 
police officer. Well, Mitua informed me 
there was no such thing as major or even 
minor crime. It was just that the home 
brew affected the islanders in a bad way 
every once in awhile. Home brew? Mitua 
went on to explain that this is made from 
coconut water, yeast and malt, fermented 
a few days. This stuff hits you like a coco- 
nut falling from an 80 foot tree. There is 
no real jail, but if necessary, Mitua has a 
set of handcuffs and plenty of coconut 
trees to tie a rowdy native to. 

This was all interesting, but when were 
we going diving? Well, Mitua told me he 
had two more hours left on his shift as 
constable and after that we could meet at 
the edge of the lagoon. This gave me 
time to accept Ben Ellis’ invitation to visit 
the other village four miles away. 

Though small outrigger canoes are a 
familiar sight here, many islanders have 
aluminum boats and small engines. It 
spoils the South Seas effect, but did 
speed up our trip across the lagoon. On 
the way, we made a stop at a little island. 
What a perfect spot—about one-half acre 
in size, it had a small beach and was 
completely surrounded by its own coral 
reef. ‘‘Ben this is fabulous, just let me 
stay here and die.”’ “You have to ask the 
Chief of the Island Council,’’ he replied. 
(Oh well!) 

We stopped next to check Ben’s fish 
traps. These are a maze of coral rocks 
near the reef. At high tide the water 
brings in the fish. They swim into the

maze, but can’t find their way out of the 
endless circles and spirals. When the tide 
goes out again, they're trapped. Without 
even getting his feet wet, Ben put a net in 
the water and got a few large parrotfish. 

By now, | could clearly see the small 
village of Tukao, but of course Ben had 
another stop to make. He showed me a 
string of pearl shells at one of the island’s 
two cultivated pearl farms. The farm lies 
in about 30 feet of extremely calm, clear 
water. Each string has about 12 shells on 
it. These have all been implanted with mi- 
co-pearls by technicians from Japan. 
One to three years later a full sized pear! 
is formed. Along with the copra and 
mother of pearl shells, these are shipped

to Japan, Hong Kong and Samoa. 

In the small village, we ran into a group 
of islanders, a dozen or so, who were 
having the greatest time. They were sit- 
ting on a hill of coconuts and singing. 
some sprawled on the ground. It was 
clear to me the home brew had taken its 
effect; it was not unlike Cayman on a Sat- 
urday night. 

On the way back to the main village, 
Ben dropped me off at Mitua’s canoe. 
With a wave and a reminder about the 
evening's feast, he went on his way. 

| slipped into the warm waters of the la- 
goon and looked for the bottom. All | saw 
was deep, deep, deep. Just how deep? 
Well, Mitua informed me it was about 100 
to 120 feet. 

Now readers, | have a confession to 
make. Though | live in the Cayman l|s- 
lands and have produced two demented 
albums for scuba divers, | am not a scu- 
ba diver. | am a freediver. So, here in the 
Manihiki lagoon with a local pearl diver | 
was in aquatic heaven—as excited as the 
scuba divers | meet daily in Cayman who 
dive our drop-offs and wrecks. 

While Mitua inhaled and prepared for 
his first dive | asked about sharks. ‘‘We 
have only friendly sharks here,’’ he said, 
‘no problem.”’ Friendly sharks? He could 
see | was puzzled and added that the on- 
ly sharks in the lagoon were small and if

they come too close ‘‘we just kick them.” 
He left me with that thought and grabbed 
the lead weight attached to the side of the 
outrigger and made his first descent. 

As for me, | just floated and watched 
Mitua disappear into the dark, blue, deep 
below. At least two minutes went by and 
then, in the deep, | saw the yellow rim of 
his facemask as he slowly made his way 
to the surface with two mother of pearl 
shells in his hand. 

When his head popped out of the wa- 
ter, he never gasped for air, he never 
coughed up seawater. He just had that 
big smile on his face and went on to ex- 
plain that he makes about $1.40 per 
pound of shells. 

To say | was impressed is putting it 
lightly. The excitement is hard to explain. 
From the first time | read about these div- 
ers in a 1967 National Geographic, | had 
dreamed of this moment. While | day- 
dreamed, Mitua descended again and 
disappeared. This time he stayed a bit 
longer. Finally, | spotted his broad body 
surfacing in what looked like a film run- 
ning in slow motion. | went down with him 
on his third dive—about halfway | figured 
(well, maybe, almost halfway). | spent 
nearly one hour watching Mitua. 

Before we went back to the village, we 
stopped off at Tekake Williams’ underwa- 
ter pearl shell farm. Mitua reminded me 
not to touch. We snorkeled and occasion- 
ally dived in, around and through what | 
learned later were approximately 
165,000 strings of shells. 

This was more my kind of depth. The 
farm was in 30 feet of water and in this 
area closer to shore, with a white sandy 
bottom and the gin clear water, | was 
much more comfortable. 

Later, back in the village sipping a little 
home brew, | noticed it was nearly 6:00 
pm. Mitua excused me, so we could both 
prepare for the big feast. After a quick 
shower | got to the party just in time. 

| was met by Ben Ellis’ big, round, Icve- 
ly Polynesian wife who put several neck- 
laces of fresh flowers around my neck. 

‘‘Here,’’ said Ben, as he plunked a gui- 
tar in my lap. The captain had informed 
him | did a bit of singing. Now that was 
the last thing | wanted to do on vacation, 
but these people had been so wonderful 
to me, | couldn’t refuse. | asked for re- 
quests and one of the islanders shouted 
“Bob Marley!” 

| reggaed my way through several 
songs and then the food was spread 
out—roast pig, fried fish, boiled fish, raw 
fish, coconut cakes, rice, papaya, grilled 
fish, curried chicken, octopus, bananas 
and more! 

| ate, took a few breaths of the clean 
South Pacific air and ate again. | washed 
it all down with extra strong New Zealand 
beer and Ben introduced the local post- 
mistress who did the Cook Islands’ ver- 
sion of the hula for us. Soon everyone 
joined in and did their version of the hula. 

It was a fabulous party and | am not 
sure who was more excited about the

The bow section rises 80 feet above 
the sand and the steam anchor windlass 
is still in place on. the deck. Some of the 
deck plates are missing near the sand, 
allowing entry into the bow section. 





Years on the ocean bottom have broken 
up the Normannia. Wreckage is scattered 
in a straight line running east to west. 





Divers swim over the stern of the Norman- 
nia. May through October, the U/W visibili- 
ty on the wreck is usually 75 feet or more. 


From the bow section, the port and 
Starboard sides of the midships section 
are no more than four feet high and the 
area is strewn with wreckage, including 
brass artifacts. There is a large hold that 
contains some machinery and what ap- 
pears to be the remains of mahogany 
logs. On the stern side of this hold are 
two boilers and an engine, features that 
provide the greatest relief in this section. 
Between the engine and stern lies 
another hold containing logs. 

The stern tilts slightly to port. There is 
a railing that runs around a portion of the 
deck and a few pieces of machinery 
nearby. At the base of the stern, near the 
sand, iS an opening into the steering en- 
gine room. Some of the most interesting 
artifacts may be found here. Sweeping 
away the sand and debris from the bot- 
tom of the room exposes antique beer 
bottles, which make nice souvenirs of the 
dive. Two blades of the Normannia’s iron 








propeller may be seen behind the stern. 

From May through October, the water 
temperature on the wreck is in the upper 
70s to low 80s (°F) and the visibility is 
usually 75 feet or more. The wreck site is 
covered with beautiful tropical marine life. 
Colorful corals and sponges, blue angel- 
fish, butterflyfish, blennies, groupers, Af- 
rican pompano, manta rays, slipper and 
spiny lobsters, anemones, long-spined 
and pencil urchins, seafans and sea tur- 
tles are but a few of the thousands of 
creatures that have made the Normannia 
their home. Underwater photographers, 
artifact collectors or sightseers will find 
the Normannia one of the most memora- 
ble dives anywhere. 

Dive charter boats operating out of 
Wrightsville Beach, North Carolina carry 
divers to the site. >.

Eastern Seaboard, at 2500 Broadway, 
has been in the business of turning out 
qualified divers for more than 10 years. 


QUALIFICATIONS 

Commercial diving is underwater me- 
chanics. Thus, prospective divers must 
have a high mechanical aptitude. They 
must also have adequate training, experi- 
ence and skills in welding and cutting, es- 
sentials of construction carpentry (han- 
dling heavy timbers), be able to adapt all 
topside tools to underwater use and un- 
derstand hydraulic and pneumatic power 
and tools. It is training in these skills, and 
in the use of relevant tools and equip- 
ment, that will allow the graduates to 
eventually accomplish difficult underwa- 
ter tasks. Enhancing their aptitude and in- 
stilling new skills are the contributions 
made by the Divers Academy instructors 
and their practical training program. 
They, and the students, must teach and 
learn, rehearse and practice and develop 
skills until reactions to situations and to 
handling equipment are automatic, accu- 
rate and productive. Deep U/W is no 
place for fumbling or lack of confidence. 

In an open letter to prospective stu- 
dents, director Bill Brown states, ‘‘At Div- 
ers Academy, we set high standards to 
achieve our educational objectives.”’ 
Those are to train students in a realistic 
setting and to produce graduates ready 
for gainful employment in the commercial 
diving industry as tenders, tenders/div- 
ers or as divers. One of the ways the 
academy successfully reaches its goals 
is to train classes with limited enroll- 
ment—the average class size is ten stu- 
dents. This number can vary, however. 


REQUIREMENTS 

Admission requirements are fairly 
standard. Students must be 18 years of 
age prior to starting their training. Owing 
to the nature of modern diving, applicants 
must be high school graduates or have 
an equivalent educational background. 
The reason for this is obvious. Commer- 
cial divers must be able to work with writ- 
ten instructions, read and apply blueprint 
information, make calculations and be 
able to write intelligent reports of their 
findings and recommendations. They 
must also keep technical records. 

The Divers Academy provides appli- 
cants with medical examination forms. 
These must be completed by the appli- 
cant’s physician and submitted to the 
school for approval. Medical examina- 
tions must have been completed within 
the six months preceding enrollment. The 
academy requires applicants to be com- 
petent swimmers. Prior scuba experience 
is not required, although it is helpful. 
Classes convene on a monthly basis. 








TUITION 

Tuition for the commercial diving 
course is $3,850 plus a $25 application 
fee and $100 for registration. Total cost 
of the complete course is $3,975. There 
are no hidden costs for special classes. 
All books, supplies and equipment are 
provided by the school. However, each 
student must provide his/her own com- 
plete scuba accessories such as wetsuit, 
mask, flippers, weightbelt with weights 
and other minor items. This equipment 
will be needed by the third week of class- 
es. The academy suggests $450 be 
budgeted for these items. 

The Divers Academy offers several 
plans for payment of tuition. Also, the 
school has been approved for training 
veterans and is accepted for participation 
in most State Educational Assistance pro- 
grams (Guaranteed Student Loans) and 
Pell Grants. Divers interested in the Div- 
ers Academy should write direct to the 
admissions director, Tamara Brown, for 
complete information. 


THE COURSE 

In commercial diving only part of the 
work is underwater. One of the objectives 
of the Divers Academy of the Eastern 
Seaboard is to turn out divers who can be 
a real value to their employers both un- 
derwater and topside at the job site on 
the dock or the deck of the diving vessel. 
Diving is very much a team effort with div- 
er, dive crew and topside personnel 
working together to accomplish a chal- 
lenging underwater task. The work proj- 
ects at the academy are designed to not 
only train dive teams in new skills but to 
test their abilities, resourcefulness and 
capabilities for practical team achieve- 
ment. Every student will learn the limits of 
his/her diving and work capabilities. 

The course is 640 hours long, consist- 
ing of 192 hours of classroom work in 
preparation for 448 hours of actual expe- 
rience. Students attend classes eight 
hours per day for 16, five-day weeks. 

Most employers in the commercial div- 
ing industry require all divers and tenders 
to be qualified in first aid and CPR. A ma- 
jor contribution to a Divers Academy 
graduate’s employment potential is the 
64 hours of training in diving medicine, 
first aid and CPR given to all students by 
Chuck Wagner, an Emergency Medical 
Technician instructor and Jim Crane, 
safety engineer and first aid instructor. 


CUTTING AND WELDING 

An intensive 80 hours of instruction 
and practical application of techniques in 
underwater welding and cutting provide 
the student with important skills. During 
this phase of the course students will 
learn to use the latest cutting equipment 
and techniques, the practical application 
of the Oxy/Mapp gas torch cutting equip- 
ment and conventional arc/oxygen cut- 
ting equipment. In addition, metallic arc 
cutting and wet stick welding are taught.

Working as a team, students learn to 
plan and supervise a site and the dive it- 
self. Records are kept and tools and 
equipment are designated for specific 
jobs. Then, for 22 days, the class puts it 
all together on the bottom of the Dela- 
ware. A series of assigned tasks tests the 
skills of each as techniques, tools and 
equipment are used on jobs that are pro- 
gressively more difficult and complex. 











SHIP SALVAGE/SEAMANSHIP 


In today’s diverse use of commercial 
diving the subjects of ship salvage and 
seamanship are seldom covered thor- 
oughly. They are at the academy. Class- 
room work detailing types of salvage, the 
use of machinery such as pumps, air 
compressors and several types of 
patches for repairing damage to a vessel 
precedes actual underwater practice. 

Rigging, and closely related marlin- 
spike seamanship, are important sub- 
jects for the salvage diver. Forty hours of 
classroom instruction, followed by both 
topside and underwater competitive drills 
in all phases of these essential skills, add 
greatly to the graduates’ abilities to over- 
come many of the challenges encoun- 
tered when working underwater. 


ACADEMY LOCATION 


Everything about the Divers Academy 
of the Eastern Seaboard looks, and 
makes students feel, like diving. The real- 
istic setting for the school, on and along- 
side a pier in the bustling port of Philadel- 
phia, reflects the environment of divers. 
Ships moored at adjacent piers loom 
large and overshadow the two story brick 
building that houses offices and class- 
rooms. A short distance away the Walt 
Whitman bridge spans the Delaware. 

The visual impact of the excellent facili- 
ties for training at the Divers Academy is 
equally as stimulating for students. On 
the pier are two double lock recompres- 
sion chambers used for pressure tests 
and training. Marine construction equip- 
ment also has a place on the piers near 
the water. Moored in a slip adjacent to 
the administration building is the diving 
barge. It has nine dive stations capable of 
being used to train students in any of the 
many kinds of equipment used. A recent- 
ly added 50 foot diving/work vessel is 
usually moored a few hundred meters off- 
shore. Students make deeper dives, 
some to a depth of about 200 feet, from 
three stations on this vessel. It is 
equipped with a hydraulic crane system 
very similar to devices popular in many 
marine industries. Students learn the val- 
ue of such equipment and the operational 
procedures applicable. 

Airy, brightly lighted classrooms en- 
courage study and attention to the lec- 
tures. Everything about the academy is 
indicative of the high standards director 
Brown insists on. 

lf you want to enter a profession that of- 
fers adventure, challenges, a chance to 
travel and diversity of work projects, you 
should consider a career in commercial 
diving. If you do, the Divers Academy of 
the Eastern Seaboard could be an excel- 
lent place for you to start.

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BALD EAGLES 
ARE SORE 
LOSERS

Sr 1980, 33 bald eagles have been 
released on Catalina Island, Califor- 
nia. They were put there by David Garce- 
lon through his Avalon based Institute for 
Wildlife Studies and in cooperation with 
the Santa Catalina Conservancy. The re- 
location worked! If you want to see a bald 
eagle, go to Catalina. It’s closer than 
Alaska—unless you live in Canada. 

| haven't seen one on the island yet, 
but | can relate an eyewitness account. A 
few months ago | was there on one of 
those exceedingly rare clear water diving 
jobs. An Avalon harbor patrolman named 
Raoul told me of his recent bald eagle 
sighting. | Know Raoul wouldn't lie or ex- 
aggerate about this because he had a 
badge and everything and his eyes didn’t 
shift nervously as he related the event. 

Just west of Avalon harbor (it seems 
north but it isn’t) squats Frog Rock—al- 
ways threatening to jump but never actu- 
ally doing so. One day Raoul was cruis- 
ing by that point just in time to witness a 
majestic bald eagle swoop down and 
snatch a very surprised fish from the 
sparkling surface of the water. 

Next, to Raoul’s utter amazement, the 
eagle was dive-bombed by a very gutsy 
seagull. This had to be one of the most 
optimistic seagulls around—sort of like 
Sugar Ray Leonard telling Larry Holmes 
he was going to punch his lights out. 

Anyway, the startled eagle dropped the 
fish, which was sort of large, and the op- 
portunistic gull peeled off and grabbed it. 
Meanwhile, the eagle was regaining his 
composure and some altitude. He 
watched the frantic gull try to work the 
fish into the standard oversized fish swal- 
lowing position. 

Now, did that bald eagle have the 
gamesmanship to say, ‘‘Well, that feisty 
little rascal sure out-foxed me this time?”’ 
Nope, old baldy executed a classic wing- 
over, went into that rarely seen ‘‘sneaky 
seagull’ attack attitude and blasted into 
the gulping gull like an Exocet missile. 
There was an audible crunch. Feathers 
flew. The greedy gull was locked in those 
Steel talons, instantly dead, with the fish’s 
tail still protruding from its maw. 

The eagle poured on the steam and 
winged up and over the rocky cliffs, 
heading for his aerie in the distant moun- 
tain tops. He got his fish after all, now 
neatly repackaged. 

“It was really something to see,’’ Raoul 
said, to wind up the tale. | had to agree 
with that. And, on a far grander symbolic 
scale, it was sort of reassuring to know 
our national emblem won't take any guff 
from an ill-mannered seagull. »s

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[Learned About Diving From That 
Boat Entries: Snorkel V/s. Regulator 


BY KEN RICHARDS 


Mi’ certification card was only three 
years old, but | was comfortable in 
the water. | did my diving with a major 
Southern California dive club and | fol- 
lowed the rules of diving as | had been 
taught. We were diving Santa Cruz Is- 
land. Henry, my buddy, was an old friend, 
a slow, steady and safe diver. If he had 
a fault, it was the interminable time it took 
him to get into the water. 

On this memorable dive, the boat was 
anchored close to the island in luxurious 
kelp. The weather was clear and unusual- 
ly warm, with only a slight breeze. From 
the deck, the kelp seemed to be fairly 
straight up, indicating little or no current. 
Henry seemed ready, so | jumped in. 

My boat entry technique was, as usual, 
executed in the manner | had been 
taught—snorkel in mouth, regulator hose 
over the right shoulder. My right hand 
held the snorkel mouthpiece and secured 
my mask. The regulator's second stage 
was caught in the bend of my right elbow. 
My left hand held a polespear, straight 
up, So the point wouldn't stab me. 

| took my giant step, submerged and 
bubbled back to the surface. | cleared the 
entry spot and turned around to watch 
Henry. There he was, at the gate, fussing 
with some straps and being tended to by 
a helpful crew member. Oh well, that’s 
Henry. | turned around to face the island 
and plot our course. 

Suddenly, | was thumped on the back 
of the head and found myself under the 
boat, surrounded by kelp. That slight 
breeze had swung our broad-beamed 
boat right over the top of me. | took a cou- 
ple of fin strokes to the side of the boat, 
but didn't get anywhere. Assuming the 
boat was still moving, | reversed direction 
and took a few more kicks. Still no move- 
ment in relation to the boat. Obviously, 
the kelp was holding me back. 

Time of submergence: Ten seconds. 
Mental state: Calm (what, me worry’). 

As long as | was submerged, the obvi- 
ous next step was to insert my regulator 
into my mouth. | reached over my right 
shoulder, felt the hose in my gloved hand 


and slid my hand down the hose to the 
mouthpiece. Instead of a mouthpiece, | 
found a kelp frond! 

Time of submergence: Fifteen sec- 
onds. Mental state: Irritated. 

| reached for the hose again and 
grabbed more kelp. It felt just like a regu- 
lator hose. 

Time of submergence: About 20 sec- 
onds. If | had taken a full breath before 
submerging, | could have lasted 45 to 60 
seconds, but | had not been prepared to 
submerge. Mental state: Concerned. 

More quickly now, | started grabbing 
anything that felt like hose—more kelp! | 
realized | was probably grabbing the 
same strands over and over again. Use 
your head, dummy! | dropped my spear, 
started grabbing with my right hand and 
transferring the kelp to my left. 

Time of submergence: Twenty-five 
seconds. Mental state: Confused. My pe- 
ripheral vision was narrowing. | didn't 
have any breath left! 

Finally, a piece of kelp became a hose 
and | found the mouthpiece. | had enough 
sense remaining to hit the purge as | 
stuffed it in my mouth. Needless to say, 
that first gasp was the sweetest breath of 
my life. With air in my mouth and lungs, 
it was easy to part the kelp and swim the 
few feet back to the dive ramp. 

| sat on the ramp for a few seconds, 
breathing sweet fresh air, before it hit me 
that | had been close to the end! All of a 
sudden | was gasping for breath and ina 
state of near panic. | must have sat there 
for five minutes before | calmed down 
enough to realize | should submerge now 
or lose my nerve. There was also that 
polespear on the bottom. 

| put the regulator back in my mouth, 
then slipped off the ramp just in time to 
see Henry jump into the water. | joined 
him, led him down to my spear and com- 
pleted an uneventful, if short, dive. 

Since that experience, | have pur- 
chased a neckstrap for my regulator. In 
spite of warnings | received in scuba 
class, | found | am in no danger of chok- 
ing or breaking my neck. A solid yank on 
the strap results in immediate release of 
the snap. | have also adopted my own 
Rule Number One of survival. | a/ways 
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jump in with my regulator in my mouth 
and | faithfully save some air for my return 
to the boat. When | get close, | pop the 
regulator in my mouth, even if there’s no 
Kelp in sight. Maybe | do lose two minutes 
of bottom time per dive, but it’s worth it! 

| have told my tale many times and 
have been surprised to find many of my 
friends have had similar experiences. 
Many of the instructors | Know teach entry 
with the regulator in the mouth. | wouldn’t 
do it any other way. | faithfully wear my 
neckstrap although | have never needed 
it. | feel that I'm a better diver for my ex- 
perience, but | would rather have read it 
than done it! >
